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My New England Holiday 


Time certainly marches on and it 
hardly seems possible that nearly 
two months have passed since I 
packed my bag and boarded the train 
for Old Boston Town, to visit with 
my dear friends Mr. and Mrs. Schuy- 
ler Van Ness out Hopkinton way. 

And what a visit we had! Never 
a dull moment, from early morning 
until late at night. Many a night we 
would have stayed up until the “wee 
sma’ hours” had we not been plan- 
ning on a trip to some exciting place 
the following morning. 

In between the drops we _ sand- 
wiched in tours of the lovely old 
blue shuttered white house enjoying 
to the full the well chosen antiques, 
many of them family heirlooms of 
distinction, 

Mrs. Van Ness has collected Sand- 
wich Peachblow glass for years, and 
to stand entranced before a corner 
cupboard filled with this beautiful 
glass is to imagine one’s self wearing 
rose-colored glasses. Moving across to 
another cabinet that covers at least 
a half wall of the dining room, is 
to moon again over its contents, for 
in that cabinet are so many precious 
items, from figurines of great deli- 
cacy to glass cup-plates, on to beau- 
tiful small pitchers, including some 
of Wedgwood Jasper and others of 
Parian ware, as well as many other 
types. One very large specimen of 
Rockingham ware is Mrs. Van Ness’s 
special pride for it came from her 
side of the family, and as a small 
girl she remembers her mother pour- 
ing her a glass of milk from this 
pitcher. Moving across the cabinet 
one comes to old paperweights, and 
one handsome‘ weight is from the Van 
Ness side of the family. There are 
many beautiful pieces of family por- 
celain, and on the walls of the dining 
room are hung a number of blue Staf- 
fordshire plates, some older than oth- 
ers but furnishing a very decorative 
note to the whole. Through an open 
arch one sees rows of shelves filled 
with beautiful books in such abun- 
dance and variety, that the desire is 
to just stay and drink in their lore. 
Books are everywhere, for this is def- 
initely a bookish family, but one 
whose diversions are legion. 

From closets and bureau drawers 
and from innumerable boxes unex- 
pected treasures came forth, and it 
was in dreaming over these treasures 
that Mrs. Van Ness and I spent 
many happy evening hours.

Mrs. Van Ness would disappear and 
return presently carrying an ador- 
able tray of painted tin set with a 
cup of tea and a plate of toast (Ana- 
dama bread). This was for me, as I 
could not sleep sans “a snack” be- 
fore retiring. About this time we 
usually called it a day. 


Each morning as the car was 
backed out from the blue shuttered 
white cottage-like barn I caught 
glimpses of interesting shapes and 
colors, and my curiosity knew no 
bounds . . . but the barn and its 
contents was being saved toward a 
possible rainy day, which usually fell 
about the middle of the week, and 
when it finally came what a treat 
it was! There were three stalls in 
this barn, and each one was filled 
to capacity with finds, many from 
bids at New England auctions. There 
were fine old lamps, vases of differ- 
ent. vintage, hardware, ornamental 
iron pieces, stoneware jugs and 
crocks, spice sets, books, and a num- 
ber of fine old paintings and prints. 
We never reached the hayloft for 
the stairs leading to that part of 
the barn were filled with exciting 
items, I had heard much about these 
New England auctions which my 
friends loved to attend for Mr. Van 
Ness is a stamp collector, and a box 
of old papers and pamphlets can be 
sensed immediately, and manv are 
the joyous results from these bids. I 
had been promised a trip to one of 
these auctions, and need I add that 
I found them more than rewarding? 
But to that later. 

For years I had been hoping for 
a prolonged visit to New England, 
and while we were living in Albany, 
I ‘had taken several trips with my 
husband to Vermont. These however, 
were business trips, and my only 
glimpse of Boston was a fleeting one, 
but it whetted my appetite for more. 
I had’ taken along a list of the 
‘places I wanted most to visit, and my 
charming hostess saw to it that we 
visited as many of these places as 
was humanly possible.

My first request was a trip to his- | 
toric Concord, for I was eager to | 


visit “Orchard House” the home of 
Louisa May Alcott, author of the 
well remembered “Little Women,” a 
great part of which had been writ- 


ten in this house, and had proved ; 
the magic wand that waved Louisa | 


to fame and fortune. For a number 
of years I have been collecting her 
first editions and have succeeded in 
adding nearly all. However, the 1868 
edition of Little Women has eluded 
me, although I have found two copies 
of the second volume or sequel, which 
was printed in 1869, and I was still 
hoping for Collector’s Luck. 

When we drove up to the entrance 
of Orchard House, it seemed as fam- 
iliar as an old friend, for I had 
seen it pictured so many times, and 
had read and re-read so many of 
her books. It almost seemed that the 
little sisters would come running out 
at any moment to greet us. And 
strange as it may sound, each one 
lives today in the intimate environ- 
ment of their beloved old home, 
“Apple Slump” as Louisa dubbed it, 
for who can visit this old house 
where these girls had their being, 
a being that has been so generously 
shared with the world, and not feel 
that they have a prior right, and 
that we are fortunate to visit their 
home? The costumes they wore when 
they performed in the old barn or 
in the parlor, hang in a glassed clos- 
et, each with its inscription. As I 
traveled from room to room, each 
talented child spoke from the past. 
The paintings of the little artist 
May (Amy) of “Little Women” are 
still preserved on the walls and door 
of her room. These she had used for 
decorations, never dreaming that one 
day they would be preserved under 
glass for posterity, by the far see- 
ing Historians of Concord, The old 
organ which the musician of the fam- 
ily, dear little “Beth” used is in its 
accustomed place, and the talented 
Anna, (Meg) of “Little Women,” 
composed many lovely poems, which 
were published in the magazines of 
her day. She also assisted Louisa in 
writing “Comic Tragedies,” which 
was performed in the old barn. Then 
on to Louisa’s room, “Jo” of “Little 
Women.” 

As I stepped across the threshold 
of the gallant young Louisa, I offered 
silent tribute to the intrepid young 
author and the fine New England 
heritage from which she came. Her 
room is beautiful in its simplicity, un-

LOUISE HOMER

Louise Homer, the greatest of all 
American-born contraltos, was born 
in Pittsburgh, Pa., on April 28, 1871. 
She was Louise Dilworth Beatty, 
daughter of the founder and Pastor 
of Shady Side Presbyterian Church 
in Pittsburgh. Louise Homer came 
from a large family and she tells 
how the piano bench was seldom va- 
cant in their home — someone in the 
family was always playing. However, 
until the discovery of the unusual 
voice and talent of Louise, there had 
never been any professional musi- 
cians in her family. The discovery 
came at the early age of fourteen 
when she was to sing the alto solos 
in a cantata in Philadelphia. Shortly 
before the performance the bass noti- 
fied the conductor he was ill and 
could not sing. Consternation reigned 
until Louise said she knew the bass 
solos and would sing them, as well 
as her own. After the nerformance 
the conductor advised Mrs. Beatty 
to have her daughter’s voice trained. 
At this time Louise’s voice was very 
deep and F was the highest tone 
she could sing. 

Her early studies were done in

This month it gives me pleasure to 
present an article on Louise Homer 
by a reader of this department and 
collector of historical records, Theo- 
dore Thomas Cavanaugh. 

Aside from his work at the Hay- 
ward Union High School Fine Arts 
Department, Mr. Cavanaugh is also 
a church organist and pianist, and in 
the past years was accompanist in 
the studios of Reinald Werrenrath 
and Andres de Segurola.

Pittsburgh, St. Paul, in Philadelphia 
with Miss Whinnery and Alice Groff, 
and in Boston with W. L. Whitney. 
She was graduated from West Ches- 
ter High, in Pennsylvania, at the 
age of seventeen and was Valedictor- 
ian of her class. For the next ten 
years her voice studies were to con- 
tinue, the while she worked as a 
court stenographer. As one authority 
has remarked — a curious training 
for a future great prima donna. 
Louise continued to sing in churches 
and at small concerts; studied theory 
an.. harmony w.ti S.dney Homer in 
Boston, and on January 9, 1895, she 
married her teacher. Their married 
life was very beautiful and harmo- 
nious, and was to continue so for 
over fifty-two years until Mme. Ho- 
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mer’s passing at the age of seventy- 
six, on May 6, 1947, in Winter Park, 
Fla. Of this union six children were 
born — all highly talented and suc- 
cessful in their chosen fields. 

In 1896 the Homers went abroad on 
borrowed money to further Louise 
Homer’s artistic progress. George 
Chadwick, the American composer, 
had told them referring to the then 
limited extension of her voice: “

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the trouble is, there are no roles in 
opera for Louise’s voice” — quite a 
prophecy concerning one who was 
destined to become one of the most 
versatile singers that the Metropoli- 
tan has ever known. 

It was Fidéle Koenig, in Paris, 
who brought this most beautiful of 
American contralto voices to its high 
development — extending the range 
to almost three octaves. With Paul 
Lhérie Mme. Homer studied dramatic 
action—he was the first Don Jose 
in “Carmen.” Her first public ap- 
pearance abroad was at a concert 
with Vincent D’Indy. She made her 
operatic début on June 15, 1898, as 
Leonora in “Favorita,” at Vichy, 
France. She first appeared at Co- 
vent Garden in May, 1899, and sang 
a command performance for Queen 
Victoria at Buckingham Palace. She 
was then engaged for the Théatre de 
la Monnaie, in Brussels. The Belgian 
public took the Americar contralto 
to their hearts and she sang one- 
hundred performances in eight 
months. She returned to Covent Gar- 
den for another season, and it was 
then that Maurice Grau heard her 
and engaged her for the Metropoli- 
tan. 

Her début was made as Amneris, 
in San Francisco, on November 14, 
1900, on a pre-season tour of the 
company. “The San Francisco Ex- 
aminer” of the next day had this to 
say: “Homer hails from plain Pitts- 
burg but pipes a rich, warm con- 
tralto voice that need not make the 
most fastidious American ashamed 
of his nationality. Remember the 
name — Louise Homer — it is going 
to be a big one in a few years.” 

On December 22, 1900, in the same 
role, she made her début in New 
York. In this performance a French 
bass by the name of Marcel Journet 
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also made his Metropolitan début, as 
Ramfis — the Amonasro was Antonio 
Scotti. Mme. Homer frequently sang 
small roles like Lola and Siebel, as 
well as the big ones, in her early days 
at the Met. 

When Heinrich Conried took over 
the management in 1903, Homer was 
given greater opportunities and she 
was able to make the most of ther, 
for her voice had become fuller and! 
richer, she had greater stage poise, 
and her musical comprehension had / 
deepened considerably. She soon re- 
ceived recognition as one of the most 
important singers, in a distinguished | 
company of great singers. 

In the scope of this article it would | 
be impossible to mention all the roles | 
Louise Homer sang at the Metropoii- | 
tan and elsewhere. In her early| 
seasons she sang Amneris with the de 
Reszke brothers in the cast; was the 
Maddalena in “Rigoletto” with Sem- jj

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1908 when Frances Alda made her 
début in the same opera, with Caruso 
and Amato. She sang in many im- 
portant premiéres and revivals — 
such as “Manru” by Paderewski, “La 
Dame Blanche” by Boieldieu; was a 
Voice in “Parsifal” in its first per- 
formance at the Met in 1903; in 
Strauss’ “Gypsy Baron;” ‘was the 
witch in “Hansel and Gretel” and 
later, another witch in “Konigskin- 
der” with Farrar and Jadlowker. She 
sang the role of the Page in “Hu- 
guenots” with Bréval, Melba, Saléza, 
Plancon and Edouard de Reszke; 
Nancy in “Martha” with Sembrich, 
Caruso and Journet; was the Me- 
tropolitan’s first Suzuki in “Butter- 
fly” with Farrar, Caruso and Scotti; 
and was already adding the Wagner- 
ian roles to her repertoire, such as 
Venus, Brangaene, Ortrud, Fricka, 
Erda, Waltraute and Magdalene in 
“feistersinger.” 

Louise Homer was the Amneris in 
tre 1908 opening “Aida” with Destinn, 
Caruso and Scotti, when Arturo Tos- 
canini made his Metropolitan début. 
Ia the Toscanini years at the Met, 

f'me. Homer found some of her great- 
est opportunities and activity. In 
these seasons Azucena and Laura be- 
came two of her famous roles, but in 
1909 came what is generally consid- 
ered the outstanding triumph of Ho- 
mer’s career. She sang “Orfeo” by 
Gluck, with Johanna Gadski and Alma 
Gluck as her associates and Tosca- 
nini conducting. Richard Aldrich in 
“The New York Times” said: Mme. 
Homer’s impersonation of Orfeo was 
one of nobility, dignity and plastic 
grace for the eye and of full-throated 
and beautiful song for the ear. She 
was in this, something other than 
a woman disguised. There was a 
true representation of the Greek sing- 
er, of his grief, and of the innate 
power that carried him through the 
perils and affright of his quest. It 
was one of the finest and most ar- 
tistic as well as one of the most 
original impersonations that Mme. 
Homer has given here.” She con- 
tinued to sing this role for five 
seasons to ever mounting critical ac- 
claim. 

She sang in the first two American 
operas ever given by the Metropolitan 
— “Pipe of Desire” by Converse; and 
Horatio Parker’s “Mona,” and im- 
personation for which she was highly 
praised. She appeared in the Metro- 
politan’s first of “Armide” by Gluck, 
with Fremstad and Caruso; “Falstaff” 
with Destinn, Clement and Scotti; 
“Magic Flute” with Destinn, Hempel 
and Slezak; in an early “Masked Ball” 
revival with Eames, Caruso, Scotti 
and Plancon, and a later revival ‘with 
Destinn, Caruso and Amato. She 
was the Marina in the American first 
“Boris Godounow” with Didur, Case, 
Althouse, de Segurola, and Toscanini 
at the helm. She appeared in a 
number of Wagner Ring Cycles, and 
in her last season as a regular mem- 
ber off the company (1918-19) sang 
in the opening “Samson et Dalila” 
with Caruso, and sang her first Fidés 
in “Le Prophéte’ with Caruso and 
Muzio to high critical acclaim. Her 
last regular appearance was in March 





1919, as Nancy in “Martha” 
Caruso, Barrientos and Didur. 

Mme. Homer left the Metropolitan 
to devote more time to extended con- 
cert tours — since her children were 
grown up by now — and appeared 
with the leading symphony orchestras 
and at all major music festivals. Her 
eldest daughter, Louise Homer Stires, 
joined her mother in many appear- 
ances and, later, another daughter, 
Katharine (one of the twins), ap- 
peared as accompanist for her mother 
and sister. Mme. Homer sang for 
seven seasons with the Chicago 
Opera; also with the San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and Washington opera 
companies — principally as Amneris, 
Azucena, Dahlia and Fidés. 

In December, 1927, she returned 
to the Metropolitan as a guest artist, 
singing Amneris in ”Aida” with 
Stiieckgold, Martinelli, Ruffo and 
Pinza and, later, a stunning Laura 
in “La Gioconda” with Ponselle, Al- 
cock, Gigli, Ruffo and Pinza. The 
critics hailed her as an exponent of 
the grand manner and tradition, sing- 
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ing with even finer shades of ex- 
pression and nuance while retaining 
the breadth and vigor of yore. The 
next season she appeared twice as 
Azucena (once with Ponselle), and 
her last Metropolitan appearance was 
again as Azucena on Thanksgiving 
‘Day in 1929. She was a great favor- 
ite over the years with the Sunday 
night concert audiences and appeared 
with Toscanini in Beethoven’s “Ninth 
Symphony” and Verdi’s “Requiem 
Mass” at Sunday night concerts. Her 
name continued on the roster for a 
number of seasons, but Mr. Homer 
became ill and Mme. Homer retired 
from all professional singing, much 
to the regret of her countless ad- 
mirers. 

Gatti-Casazza was asked to name 
the five outstanding American women 
singers and he chose Eames, Farrar, 
Homer, Nordica and Ponselle. He 
wrote in his “Memories of the Opera”: 
“Louise Homer was an artist of dis- 
tinguished presence and the possessor 
of a voice of notable quality. She 
sang a large number of roles and 
all very skilfully. But her greatest 
triumph was as Orfeo in 1909 which 
was remembered as a model of its 
kind. A most excellent woman from. 
every point of view.” 

Though Mme. Homer retired from 
active concert and opera work, she 
taught a large number of pupils in 
her retiring years, conducted hymn 
sings at her home on Lake George, 
New York, was honorary Voice Ad- 
visor at Rollins College in Florida, 
gave the public schools a glimpse of 
life at the opera by appearing in 
costume and singing many of her 
famous arias for the school children, 
and took an active part in the musical 
affairs of Winter Park, Fla. 

Mr. Homer, known best for his 
many fine concert songs, said in his 
book, “My Wife and I”: “It takes 
two to sing an opera performance 
—one on the stage and one in the 
audience.” This self-effacing man 
played his role well. He was born 
in Boston, December 9, 1864, and 
passed away July 10, 1953, at Winter 
Park, Florida. He was a pupil of 
George Chadwick, in Boston, and 
studied for five years in Leipzig and 
Munich, with Rheinberger, Hieber and 
Abel. Mr. Homer taught harmony 
and counterpoint in Boston from 
1888 to 1896, and had lecture classes 
in the study of symphonies and the 
Wagner music dramas. 

Samuel Barber, one of today’s lead- 
ing American composers, is the 
nephew of Louise Homer. A few 
years ago he brought out a volume 
of seventeen of Mr. Homer’s songs. 
As Mr. Barber states, some of the 
big dramatic songs like “Song of the 
Shirt,” “To Russia,” “Prospice” and 
“How’s My Boy?” need big voices. 
He grew up hearing his aunt Louise 
sing these songs and there aren’t too 
many voices around these days of the 
caliber of a Louise Homer. 

Mme. Homer was a diligent artist 
the entire length of her notable 
career. She learned the role of Bran- 
gaene in ten days, and on one oc- 
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casion, to help the Metropolitan when 
Mme. Fremstad became ill, learned 
the role of Fricka in “Das Rhein- 
gold” in three hours with Alfred 
Hertz — a nerve wracking experience 
she vowed never to repeat. Of Homer 
the critics said she was never too 
lazy to learn any role, even though 
it might have only one performance, 
and she exemplified that in opera 
there are no insignificant roles 
only insignificant singers. An artist 
makes every role a good one and 
Louise Homer did. Mme. Homer was 
noted for the beauty and purity of 
her voice, her mastery and breadth 
of style and the dignity of her artis- 
try. She had a dignified and queenly 
bearing, personal charm and magne- 
tism, and a very gracious and friendly 
manner. At her passing “The New 
York Times” said she knew no peers 
and very few equals. She was one of 
the small group of artists who at 
sixty (when she retired) sang as 
beautifully as ever. Religion was a 
vital force in her life. Though her 
hair was more than tinged with gray, 
she still made a beautiful picture on 
the stage or concert platform. 


In 1924 she was selected by the 
National Association of Women Vo- 
ters as one of the twelve greatest 
living American women — the only 
representative of the world of music. 
Numerous honors were bestowed on 
her, among them degrees from Miami 
University, Russell Sage College and 
Middlebury College. 


Louise Homer began recording in 
1903, and for the next quarter of a 
century recorded exclusively for the 
Victor Company. I believe Mme. 
Homer made about 150 records in all 
for Victor, of which some are duplf- 
cates of the same selection, made at 
various stages of her career. This 
was rather freauent with other art- 
ists, too, who recorded over such a 
lengthy period, and as reproduction it- 
self improved. She made two re- 
cordings of the “Huguenots” aria— 
an early one with piano, the later 
one with orchestra. Such things as 
“Banjo Song,” “I Love to Tell the 
Story,” “Oh, Promise Me” and 
“Where Is My Boy Tonight?” were 
made again in the very early elec- 
trical recordings days — as ‘were 
the “Samson” - “Mon coeur and “Tro- 
vatore” - Stride la vampa. The two 
“Trovatore” duets made with Caruso 
were re-made with Martinelli. Mme. 
Homer sang in a very early “Rigo- 
letto” Quartet with Abbott, Caruso 
and Scotti. In the late ‘twenties the 
Victor put out a “Rigoletto” Quartet 
and “Lucia” Sextet with Galli-Curci, 
Gigli, De Luca, Pinza, Bada and Ho- 
mer. Both Mme. Homer and Mr. 
De Luca belong now to the immortals. 


Mme. Homer sang in many duet 
recordings. I can find listings of four 
records with Caruso, five with Farrar, 
three with Gadski, two with Eames, 
one each with Abbott and De Gogorza, 
eighteen with Gluck and eight with 
her daughter, Louise Homer Stires. 
With Caruso and Journet she made 
the Trio from “Samson.” 
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I know of at least two recordings 
she made that were never released, 
and there are probably others. With 
Destinn and Caruso she made the 
Addio trio from “La Gioconda,” and 
Mme. Homer herself told me she had 
made an electrical recording of “Nu 
Wer die Sehnsucht Kennst-” There 
were planstotry the voicesof Talley 
and Homer together to remake some of 
the old Gluck and Homer duets, but 
that didn’t come to pass. Having 
heard in person how beautifully Por- 
selle and Homer blended their voices, 
I regret that the Victor never got 


these two great artists together in 


their studios. 

Even with our wonderful record- 
ing systems today, certain of the old 
Homer records still stand as master- 
pieces — such as the “Samson,” “Gio- 
conda,” “Le Prophéte” and “Orfeo” 
records. Some of the old Homer 
recordings are extremely difficult to 
obtain. In her concerts Mme. Homer 
sang many beautiful things, that if 
she were recording today she could 
put on records. In the old days it had 
to be the tried and familiar. 

In the “Samson” - Amour, viens 
aider (88201, 6165) Homer extended 
the run in the score from a G to a 
high B Flat, making a two octave 
run downwards. On this recording 
alone, she sang from a high B Flat 
to a low A Flat at the close. In 
“Little Orphant Annie” near the close 
she sang a low D — so that on 
records, at one time or another, she 
sang nearly three octaves. In the 
Heritage Series, the early “Hugue- 
nots” aria and Schubert’s Die All- 
macht” ‘were released, as were the 
“Aida” duets with Caruso. On long- 
playing records, the “Samson - Mon 
coeur, “Oh, Promise Me” (both the 
earlier recordings) and the duet, 
“Abide With Me” with Alma Gluck, 
were put out — also the “Samson 
et Dalila” Trio. 

Different recordings were put out 
under the same number in at least 
two instances I know of. For ex- 
ample, I have heard two renditions 
of “Star Spangled Banner,” both 
numbered 87277, and I have both the 
double-faced “Oh, That We Two 
Were Maying” (Nevin) as well as 
a Grand Prize label 87110 of the 
same selection. In the last mentioned, 
the tempo is slower and the ending 
entirely different. While Gluck holds 
a high A Flat, Homer sings a low B 
Natural for four beats, then. resolves 
the chord on a C. In the double-faced 
version they both sing an octave leap 
together at the close. 

In so far as cetalogues and material 
are available to me, with the possible 
exception of Mme. Schumann-Heink, 
I can find no contralto who made 2s 
many recordings as Louise Homer. 
Mr. Homer wrote that the royalties 
from her records bought them the 


lovely home they maintained for many 
years at Bolton Landing, Lake 
George. Both Mr. and Mrs. Homer 
are buried at Bolton Landing. Louise 
Homer enjoyed her record making 
immensely, though she has said it

Of all historical discs, the most 
outstanding are those with a mean- 
ing which places them above the 
ordinary; and surely none can claim 
greatér significance than those of 
famous singers in the roles they 
have created. That some of the 
artists’ creator records may leave 
you puzzled as to the reason why 
they were picked for the world pre- 
mieres is immaterial; the fact re- 
mains that they were chosen and, 
therefore, it is of great interest to 
know, at least in small measure, 
what they did with the jobs assigned 
to them. 

After hearing Bellincioni’s Voi lo 
sapete and Maurel’s Quand’ero paggio 
one cannot help wondering about the 
soprano’s fame of a Santuzza with- 
out equal and the baritone’s refuted 
finesse as Falstaff But then, 
both were acclaimed in their day as 
stars of the first magnitude; so let 
us just say that these records did not 
do them justice and let it go at that. 
On the other hand, great recordings 
like de Lucia’s “Amico Fritz,” Las- 
salle’s “Roi de Lahore,” Renaud’s “Si- 
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gurd” and Muratore’s “Monna Van- 
na” make it unmistakably clear why 
these singers were entrusted with the 
initial interpretation of their respec- 
tive roles in these operatic works 
Theirs are beauuful and highly ar- 
tistic renditions that leave nothing to 
be desired. Then, of course there are 
Caruso, Battistini und Storchio who 
shine bright; and astonishingly fine 
performance py Jeritza in “Ariadne”; 
and valuable examples of the artists’ 
creations. 

These two praiseworthy LPs ad- 
mirably serve as important documen- 
tary evidence, but on the debit side 
must be mentioned: one—the erring 
pitch of a few of the re-recordings; 
and two—the assignment of the wrong 
creator’s role to one of the artists. 
De Luca created, in “Siberia,” the 
part of Gleby, from which he made 
three recordings on G&T, in 1904. 
But Cani ed avari is sung by the old 
monk, and that part was created by 
Antonio Pini-Corsi, who recorded this 
belligerent invective on G&T 52774, 
also in 1904.

These LPs will be welcomed by col- 

léctors, for not only do some contain 

re-recordings of historical records of 
the past, some also bring forth new 
recordings by old-timers no longer 
in their prime—discs without which 
no collection of these artists’ rec- 
ords will ever be complete, and which 
will soon become sought after col- 
lectors’ items. That, by the way, is 
exactly what happened to the LPs 
de Luca and Martinelli made for 'Con- 
tinental around 1950. Some collec- 
tors failed to acquire them when they 
were available, and now, I under- 
stand, they are harder to get than 
these artists’ Victor originals of thir- 
ty-five years ago, even though they 
are still currently listed.

The Recordings of 
Will Rogers 


The undying fame of Will Rogers 
makes any relating of his career un- 
necessary. Many collectors of hig 
records saw him in person. Others | 
remember his familiar type of humor [7 
from his motion pictures or his news- 
paper articles. And recently Will 7 
Rogers Jr. played the part of his 
father in the biopic released by 
Hollywood. 

Will Rogers made three records 
for Victor which were released in 
1923/4 when he was at the height of 
his fame. The first of these was des- 
cribed in the May, 1923, issue of New 
Victor Records: 

45347 A New Slant on War/Timely 
Topics, 

This is the first Victor record by 
Will Rogers, cow-puncher, movie- 
actor, show-stopper, columnist and 
after-dinner speaker, and one of the 
most popular men in America today. 
They are spoken records, of course, 
in American dialect. War includes 
besides war, considerations on women, 
bonuses, and other problems of the 
hour. In ‘Timely Topics’’, you deal 
with the open season for’ husbands, 
the crime wave, prohibition, New 
York morals and manners, celebra- 
tion-weeks, parking places ‘and other 
things dear to the heart of the con- 
temporary citizen. The record pre- 
sents the artist’s peculiar and indi- 
vidual style in all its perfection. It 
is that of a new personality in Ameri- 
can satire and humor. 


In the October 5, 1923 supplement 
a second Will Rogers record was re- 
leased, No. 45369 Will Rogers Nom- 
inates Henry Ford for President/ 
Will Rogers Tells Traffic chiefs 
How to Direct Traffic. Next to a 
picture of the Comedian pitching 
horseshoes, the announcement reads: 


Two more of Will Rogers’ pungent- 
ly humorous monologues. His nomina- 
tion speech, we predict, will be an 
American popular classic, His humor, 
if shrewd, is never bitter, He does it 
so well, we are almost tempted to 
wonder ‘why he doesn’t nominate him- 
self. The vote of all American public 
diners, we think, should be his. But 
as he hasn't seen fit to throw his 
hat into the ring his advice to his 
candidate is worth hearing. So, also, 
are his recommendations to traffic 
chiefs — especially those governing 
week-end autoists. These are excell- 
ent examples of the national humor. 


The last of the three records, No. 
45374 Will Rogers Talks to the Bank- 
ers/Will Rogers’ First Political 
Speech, was described in the January 
11, 1924 release: 

You will laugh, as they did in con- 
vention, at Will Rogers’ sly but good 
natured slams at the American bank- 
ers. Both in these and in his first 
(?) political speech, in which he con- 
fesses he does not know his candi- 
date, you have contemporary Ameri- 
can spoken humor at its characteris- 
tic best. Rogers spares nobody; but 
what keeps him a truer humorist is 
that his speeches never hurt. ' 
To the best of my knowledge Will 

Rogers never recorded vain. He

I. Introduction 

January, 1956, marks the four- 
teenth anniversary of my beginning 
io write for HOBBIES. And never, 
since my first article appeared under 
the short-lived heading of “The Coney 
Island Crowd, have 1 felt more 
pride in telling the life story of any 
singer or musician than I now have 
in presenting this “profile” of the 
man conceded by virtually every au- 
thority to be the greatest living mas- 
ter of the five-string banjo. 

There are several reasons why I 
am proud of this series. For one, 1 
consider Fred Van Eps not only 
the greatest contemporary banjoist, 
but also the most important pioneer 
recording artist whose life story has 
not yet been told by me. It is a story 
for which I have had dozens of re- 
quests over the years. 

For another, Mr. Varr Eps is the 
first celebrity who has made a spe- 
cial trip to my home to be interviewed 
for a HOBBIES biographical sketch. 
After attending a banjoists’ conven- 
tion in Lewisburg, Pa., Fred drove to 
Roanoke, arriving Monday, Septem- 
ber 19th, 1955, and spent the greater 
part of two days with me. He brought 
with him an Edison cylinder phono- 
graph which he had equipped with an 
electric motor and pick-up, on. which 
he had played banjo records for the 
enthusiasts at Lewisburg. The day be- 
fore he left to return home to New 
Jersey, I sat him down in front of a 
tape recorder and, by asking innu- 
merable leading questions, elicited, in 
effect, the spoken story of his life. 
That same day I had him talk by long 
distance with two of his-enthusiastic 
admirers—A. R. Via, Jr., and N. G. 
Terry, Jr.. well known South Boston, 
Va., record collectors. I recall Fred’s 
humorous greeting to “Jack” Via was: 
“Good afternoon, Mr. Via. This is 
Fred Van Eps. I play banjo. What 
crimes do you commit?” 

There was nothing egotistical or 
vainglorious in Fred Van Eps’ atti- 
tude as he reealled the lights and 
shadows of his 76 years. Instead, 
he quietly, modestly and patiently an- 
swered questions as I asked them. 
Because of having used the record- 


ing device, I shall, for the first time, 
be able to tell the greater part of an 
artists’s life story in his own words. 

shall do this by setting the tape i 
motion and transcribing Fred’s state- 
ments. Naturally, some editing will be 
necessary. I shall not inelude the 
questions I asked which brought out 
the transcribed information. For the 
sake of greater clarity and structural 
coherence, I shall not always publish 
his remarks in the order in which they 
turn up on the tape, but shall re- 
arrange them in order to provide a 
more connected narrative. Some of 
the reminiscences I shall include have 
no direct bearing on Fred Van Eps’ 
life story, but in my judgment should 
be included because they possess mu- 
sical and historical value as a revela- 
tion of his unusual experiences, color- 
ful personality and individual mental 
patterns. 

Too, I shall take the liberty of 
continuing to write in the first per- 
son when I include something my dear 
friend told me when we were casually 
conversing but not speaking into the 

tecordio. Letters and material which 
he thoughtfully prepared for me will 
be treated in like manner. After his 
reminiscences have been concluded, 
I shall round out the series with a 
review of the distinguished banjoist’s 
recording achievements. 

I offered to submit the manuscript 
to Mr. Van Eps for his approval, but 
he said that wasn’t necessary, for he 
was sure anything I wrote would be 
fair-minded and accurate. I shall do 
my best to live up to his estimate. 
You may be sure [ shall not tamper 
with the statements contained on the 
tape and that, in quoting from un- 
aided memory, I shall use great care 
not to distort anything he said or 
misrepresent him in any way. I con- 
sider myself extremely fortunate that, 
because of Mr. Van Eps’ gracious 
cooperation, I have an unusually in- 
teresting collection of photographs 
from which to choose in illustrating 
his memoirs. One thing I regret keen- 
ly is that Fred’s beloved wife, Flor- 
ence, who had been his devoted com- 
panion for 48 years, did not live to 
see this HOBBIES tribute. 

For the sake of simplicity I shail 
refrain from placing the printed mat- 
ter that follows in quotation marks. 
But I think you will understand that, 
from now on, until I speak again in 
my own right, the “I” with whom 
you are about to become acquainted 


is Fred Van Eps and not Jim Walsh. 
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Il. Fred Van Eps’ Own Story 

My name is Fred not Frederick— 
Van Eps. but the birth certificate 
which was issued when I was born 
in Somerville, N. J.. on December 30, 
1878. doesn’t list anv given name. I 
am identified merely as a “male” 
When mv wife and I decided to visit 
Europe in the spring of i954 I had 
trouble getting a passport until I 
produced a program which mentioned 
a violin performance I gave when I 
was a small boy. 

Somerville is exactly half way be- 
tween Jersey City and Easton. My 
father, John Perry Van Eps, was a 
watchmaker. On my father’s side | am 
descended from some of the old Dutch 
settlers of New York State. The fam- 
iiv eame originally trom the Mo- 
hawk Vallev near Herkimer, and one 
of my ancestors, who was also a John 
P., outfitted and cozmmanded a com- 
pany in the Revolutionary War. So 
vou see there have been Van Epses 
around for some time—and, judging 
by the wavy the grandchildren are 
coming along, they’ll be around for 
quite a while yet! My parents had 
one other child—my brother William, 
five years vounger than I, who now 
lives in Arizona 

My mother’s maiden name was Jen- 
ny A. Bergen. It seems that in the 
1600’s a man named Hansen came 
over from Bergen, Norway, and 
changed his name to Bergen. Wheth- 
er there’s any connection with Ber- 
gen county, New Jersey, is something 
1 don’t know. Anyway, I’m Dutch 
on one side and Scandinavian on the 
other—probably with a sprinkling of 
other nationalities. My father and 
mother died in 1926, within 12 days 
of each other. He was 81. She was 77. 
That’s the way devoted married cou- 
ples ought to go—within a few days 
of each other. Then neither is left be- 
hind long to grieve for the other. 

I grew up and got most of my 
schooling in Somerville. Then we 
moved to Plainfield, which is still my 
mail address, although I live in War- 
renville, on a Plainfield RFD, high 
up in the Jersey mountains. I was 13 
when we went to Plainfield in 1892, 
but I was still in Somerville when I 
began studying the violin at the age 
of seven. That violin study was very 
much my father’s idea instead of my 
own. A few years later, when I want- 
ed to give up the violin for the banjo, 
he didn’t like the idea and wouldn’t 
buy me an instrument. Finally my 
mother broke down and bought me 
one. 

Maybe you wonder how it happened 
I decided I wanted to play a banjo. 
Well, I just happened to hear one 
and liked it much better than the vio- 
lin. I still like it better after all 
these years. The banjo is a peculiar 
instrument. It’s almost the easiest 
if you want to get certain effects, but 
the hardest of all if you set out 
to master its maximum possibilities. 
It’s harder than the violin because 
when you draw the bow on a violin 
you have control of the tone from 
start to finish, but when you hit out 
with your right hand on your banjo 
if you don’t hit right there’s notning 
you can do about it—it’s gone. 

And there’s always room for a ban-

joist to improve his technique. After 
playing in one way for around 40 
ears I worked out a new technique 
in the 1930’s. It seems that before 
then no one had ever taken stock of 
the banjoist’s working tools and tried 
to find out what the hands could and 
could not do, My investigation showed 
that of the three basic motions of 
the right hand, two were unnatural 
and awkward, therefore tiresome, and 
contrary to the design of the hand. 
What I did was to retain the one good 
move and use in place of the awk- 
ward two a highly natural move— 
thumb, first finger, second finger, in 
rotation, in this order. That is the 
natural sweep of the hand and is 
very fast, bringing the banjo up to 
violin or flute velocity. I can now play 
14 notes per second. 


This is what makes it possible to 
play rapid numbers such as “William 
Tell Finale,” ‘Chopin’s “Minute 
Waltz,” “Dizzy Fingers,” etc. That 
reminds me that the “William Tell 
Finale” has been the joke of the ban- 
jo for as long as I can remember. 
All the vaudeville players used it— 
but the violins in the orchestra did 
the work. My changed technique has 
made it possible for the banjoist to 
play it in proper tempo. 

I don’t remember just how many 
years I played the violin. I do re- 
member I used to play at school exer- 
cises on Friday mornings. 1] was a 
bad boy on the repeats. he girl who 
played the piano was always pre- 
pared to hop over if I skipped them. I’d 
like to have a record of that scratch. 
I’ll bet it was something awful! 


I was 12 when the banjo began to 
fascinate me. I heard a conductor on 
the Jersey ‘Central Railroad, George 
W. Jenkins, play and it sounded so 
musical I knew I wanted to play a 
banjo, too. Although Jenkins didn’t 
read music he was a very musical 
man, and my mother engaged him to 
teach me. He taught parrot fashion— 
played it over and uver and showed 
me where to put my fingers. It didn’t 
take long to learn all his numbers, 
and I was at a dead end until I heard 
a record by Vess L. Ossman, who was 
called “The Banjo King.” Then I be- 
gan to run around, looking for more 
music and to take a greater interest 
in my playing. 


IV. Fred’s First Banjo 
Record and Phonograph 


The first Ossman record I ever 
heard was “The White Star Line 
March.” I had been trying to play 
that myself by ear. I decided I had to 
have a phonograph to listen to the 
records by Ossman and other ban- 
joists—and right now I’d like to say 
that at his best Vess Ussman was a 
wonderfully fine player. His work de- 
teriorated in his later years—largely, 
I suppose, because he didn’t keep 
practicing consistently—but I have 
been listening lately to some of his 
very old records and many of them 
are amazingly good. Ossman had a 
certain rhythmic facility that I don’t 
think any other banjoist has ever 
equaled. 


“The White Star Line” wasn’t an 
Edison record. I heard it in 1893 be- 
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fore Edison began to make cylinders. 
It was a New Jersey Record made by 
the old United States Phonograph 
Company at 87-91 Orange Street, 
Newark. The U. S. Company was up- 
stairs above Swift’s meat house. They 
had the hams and carcasses down- 
stairs and the records upstairs. Of 
course some “hams” went upstairs oc- 
casionally to make records! ‘The first 
time I visited the studio I heard a 
band playing so loud and clear I 
thought surely the musicians them- 
selves must be up there, but it was 
just a record! 

“So I bought a Type M Edison two- 
minute cylinder phonograph. It cost 
me $100—a lot of money then—but 
I paid for it the next week bv at- 
taching 14 ear tubes, taking it to 
the Firemen’s Fair and letting peo- 
ple listen at five cents a play. lve 
got those tubes yet that fit in your 
ears. Lots of people came up who 
had never heard a phonograph be- 
fore. Mine was the first in riainfield, 
which even then was quite 2 decent 
sized city. To tell the truth, the ma- 
chine was something or a nuisance 
because it was so much of a curiosity. 
People would come to my home and 
ask to be allowed to listen to it. We 
couldn’t very well refuse them, but 
all such favors took time. 


“Well, anyway, I bought all the 
Ossman records, and soon I was able 
to play them and write out the copies. 
My chief purpose in getting the ma- 
chine was to practice making my own 
records, and I began to do home 
recordings almost as soon as I ob- 
tained it. Incidentally, I still have 
some of the wax cylinder recordings 
I made more than 60 years ago and 
they are in as good condition as the 
day I made them. I have preserved 
them by protecting them from mois- 
ture and extremes of heat or cold. 
Dampness and temperature ex- 
tremes will cause a fungus to form 
on the surface and spoil the records. 
Mine have always had the best care. 
I imagine I am the only artist with 
records made by himself three score 
years ago. 


I got my blanks from the U. S. 
people—20 cents each. All the ma- 
chines in those days had a shaving at- 
tachment. If you didn’t like the re- 
sults you simply shaved them off and 
tried again. Plainfield is 17 miles 
from Newark. It would have been 
quite a trip by horse and buggy, but 
there were direct train connections. 
Victor and Clyde Emerson were with 
U. S. then. I don’t remember whether 
Harvey Emmons was there at that 
time or not. He was later. Still later 
he went with Edison and, among 
other things, made chimes records 
under the name of Henry Nesbit. 
Frank Capps, who had such a long 
career in various phases of the phono- 
graph industry, was also there. As 
late as the 1930’s he was manufac- 
turing a recording stylus, but back 
in the ’90’s, while he was siill in 
Washington, he built the first suc- 
cessful spring motor for Columbia. 
He was suited to be a recording tech- 
nician because he had been a tool 
maker for the watchmaking trade, 
and if anything has to be exact, 
watchmaking does. And, speaking of 
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watchmaking, I worked a consider- 
able time in my father’s shop, help- 
ing him with his watch repairing 
and practicing the banjo in between. 
I had a banjo at home and one along: 
side my repair bench. I remember a 
garbage collector who heard me play- 
ing at home told my mother I was 
pretty good but not as good as the 
watchmaker’s son downtown. He 
didn’t dream I was the same boy! 
I wish my father hadn’t taken me 
out of school so soon to help him, but 
he didn’t set much value on higher 
education. 

After a great deal of experiment- 
ing and home recording, I decided 
the time had come to try my luck as 
a professional recording artist. I 
made two cylinders at home that 
sounded fairly decent, so I put them 
under my arm and went to the Edi- 
son plant at West Orange. This was 
in 1897, and Edison had begun to 
issue brown wax cylinders regularly 
the year before. 


V. First Recording Experiences 


The Edison people weren’t at all 
enthusiastic when I first showed up. 
They gave me a fairly good brush- 
off, but {i finally induced a man to 
listen to them. I know Walter Miller 
was in charge of recording, but I 
don’t remember just who it was that 


I taiked inco listening. Anyway, I 
got a job for every Wednesday after- 
noon, making 40 cylinders, one after 
the other. They paid me the usual 
rate—$1 for each “round.” If that 
doesn’t seem much for making 40 rec- 
ords, remember I was making only 
$16 a week helping my father repair 
watches, and $40 for one afternoon 
a week wasn’t bad. It probably would 
be the equivalent of $150 a week now. 

My first accompanist was the fath- 
er of the present-day famous pianist 
—Frank Banta. He was Frank P. 
Banta, while his son, who plays for 
the National Broadcasting Company, 
is Frank E, I never knew what the 
P. stood for. The elder Banta was 
a real old-timer in the phonograph 
game. He had been at it for years 
before I got in, and act une time or 
other he conducted bands and orches- 
tras for practically all the pioneer 
record companies. You know, Frank 
—the elder Frank—got his prelim- 
inary musical training as a ‘“‘rough 
tuner” in a piano factory. That is, 
he would do the first part of the tun- 
ing, and somebody else would come 
along and put on the iin:sning touch- 
es. In that way he learned to play the 
piano and was finally good enough to 
go out and get engagements. I don’t 
think he had any formal musical 
training. He was just a “natural.” 
7 died in 1904 at the early age 
of 33. 


Incidentally, Mrs. Banta is still liv- 
ing and is a very active old lady. 
When [I first saw her she was em- 
ployed by Walcott and Miller, who 
were record makers on 14th Street. 
I went there to buy records and she 
demonstrated them for me. That was 
when she was a young girl, before 
she was married. You asked me if 
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Fred Van Eps and Jim Walsh, in Roanoke, Va., Tuesday, September 20, 1955 





I remember a firm called Burke and 
Rous that used to make cylinders in 
Brooklyn, and you say that Rous was 
a brother of Sam Rous, who made so 


many records under the name of S. 


H. Dudley. No, I never heard of them 
or of the cylinders they were turn- 
ing out for slot machine use in the 
early 1900’s. I’ll bet you never heard 
of Reed and Dawson, who made lots 
of cylinders in Newark. 

I worked a long time for Edison 
on that Wednesday afternoon basis. 
Of course I had competition. Vess 
Ossman was making lots of records, 
and Ruby Brooks made some, but 
Brooks—he was a member of the vau- 
deville team of Brooks and Denton, 
and died of lung cancer around 1906 
—wasn’t any real competition. I re- 
member a pair of banjoists, Cullen 
and Collins, made records -for 'Colum- 
bia in Washington, D. C., before Co- 
lumbia moved its headquarters to 
New York in 1897. 

I continued recording through the 
early 1900’s. I don’t know just how 
many records I made and I doubt 
that I have books, that would show it, 
but I know a lot of my banjo records 
were sold. I was also teaching and 
playing with orchestras. Sometimes 
we banjoists would go out and play 
with orchestras until 2 A.M., then 
come home and have to prepare a 
couple of numbers for 10 o’clock that 


morning. You notice this 1902 Edi- 
son record catalog you showed me 
lists several selections by me, and 
this copy of “The Columbia Record” 
for January, 1904, mentions a seven- 
inch dise of another banjoist, William 
Bowen, and myself playing Sousa’s 
“Jack Tar March.” That was prob- 
ably the first disc I made. I don’t re- 
member that Bowen and I ever rec- 
orded any more duets, and it seems 
odd that they don’t appear to have 
put this one out in the ten-inch size. 
Bill Bowen, who is still living in New 
Jersey and I worked for Vess Oss- 
man one summer, filling engagements 
Ossman obtained through his booking 
office. It must have been during that 
period that we recorded “The Jack 
Tar March.” I didn’t do any work 
for the early Berliner discs, but 
around 1916 or 1917 some of ug re- 
cording artists began going to Can- 
ada about every six weeks and record- 
ing for Berliner, Victor’s affiliate 
there. I don’t recall making any cy- 
linders for Columbia. I did lots of 
work for Zon-o-phone when Eddie 
King was manager of their artist and 
repertoire department. When Zon-o- 
phone folded around 1913, he went 
with Victor as assistant to John Mac- 
donald (record collectors know him 
better as the tenor, Harry Macdo- 
nough), who was then the head of 
the “popular” division of Victor’s A. 
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& R. Calvin Child of course headed 
the Red Seal section. 

You asked if I was nervous during 
my first recording engagement. No, 
I don’t think so. I always practiced 
slowly, to gain sufficient accuracy, 
and I was already used to making 
records at home. They had six or 
seven horns lined up in racks, be- 
cause in those days there was no dup- 
licating. Every record was an orig- 
inal. The one in dead center usually 
was best and brought a higher price. 
Actually, I didn’t pay much atten- 
tion to the size of horns, the thick- 
ness of diaphragms and other tech- 
nical subjects. I wasn’t supposed to. 
If I had carried tales from one re- 
cording laboratory to another I would 
have been in a hornet’s nest. 

However, some of the artists 
weren’t above doing that. There was 
one fellow who slipped parts away 
from the old U. S. Record Company 
plant, one part a night, and would 
slip them back the next morning. 
They were parts from a duplicating 
machine which allowed several dozen 
records to be turned out from each 
original. Edison didn’t have a dup- 
licating device at that time, but he 
was able to build one with the help 
of that skullduggery. Of course, there 
were lots of things about the phono- 
graph that Edison didn’t originate, 
though usually his product was the 
best of its kind. For instance, he 
didn’t invent the indestructible cy- 
linder, but his Blue Amberol was bet- 
ter than any of the others. I’ve often 
wondered just what were the secrets 
that let him get such marvelous qual- 
ity into his Diamond Discs. No other 
company had anything like it. No 
doubt part of it came from using the 
hill-and-dale recording method, but 
what accounted for the rest—some re- 
cording method that only he knew, 
the construction of the reproducer, 
or what? I believe the Edison re- 
producer diaphragm was built up 
with 40 very thin layers of rice pa- 
per, coated with shellac. He made 
thousands of test models before he 
was satisfied. Incidentally, I’ve never 
understood why, when long-playing 
records were brought out in 1948, 
they weren’t made hill-and-dale in- 
stead of lateral cut. The music would 
have been better and it would have 
been possible to put almost twice as 
much on a side. Technicians have 
tried to explain to me why the change 
wasn’t made, but in view of my own 
experience manufacturing recording 
equipment none of their arguments 
are convincing. 

A great improvement in cylinder 
recording occurred somewhere around 
1909 or 710. Edison made the big im- 
provement when he stopped clamp- 
ing the glass recording diaphragm be- 
tween rubber gaskets and floated it 
with wax on the outside. That al- 
lowed the whole glass to vibrate.- They 
used just a small aluminum tube con- 
nection instead of a lot of mechan- 
ism, such as levers and links. Right 
away the records were twice as good 
—very clear and natural.

Questions & Answers

Q: I have heard show people refer 
to the SLA. What does this mean? 


A: SLA stands for the Showmen’s 
League of America. It is an organ- 
ization that has proved a tower of 
strength and help to outdoor show 
business. It operates on the pre- 
mise that “outdoor show people take 
care of their own.” This outdoor 
showmen’s organization is now over 
40 years old. It was organized in 
1913; Buffalo Bill Cody was the first 
SLA president. Its purpose can best be 
summed up in the League’s own con- 
cept, as outlined by its founding fath- 
er: “To promote the mutual wel- 
fare and enhance the happiness of 
its members; to assist each member 
by honorable means; to promote 
friendship and good fellowship; to 
perpetuate itself as a social and fra- 
ternal] organization; to provide for 
the government of the Showmen’s 
League of America; to bring togeth- 
er in harmonious, fraternal and so- 
cial intercourse all persons who are 
connected with or have been connect- 
ed with or are affiliated with the 
amusement profession. And to uplift 
the morale of amusements and do 
unto others as we would have them 
do unto us.”

Q: When was the first triple somer- 
sault from a trapeze attempted?

He was 27 years of age at the time. 


Q: As a child I remember going 
to a circus that I think was called 
the Christy Show. Was there such 
a circus? 


A: Yes. The Christy Bros. Big 5 
Ring Wild Animal Show was one of 
the early 20th century shows. It was 
organized in 1912 and gave its final 
performance in 1930. 
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Any information or material on the early American 
circuses touring the United States before 1900.

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Q: What was a circus complaint 
book? 


A: It was a confidential book that 
was intended only for the informa- 
tion of staff members of the circus 
using it. Purpose of the volume was 
to provide a ready reference for 
agents booking a circus in the same 
cities and towns in following years 
of difficulties that might be encoun- 
tered and suggestions for avoiding 
them. It was an aid that told circus 
owners what to expect in the way 
of lot and license fees, treatment 
from the local press, and all other 
similar information that would help 
plan their engagement. 


Q: When did circuses start travel- 
ing by railroad? 


A: All shows were transported by 
wagons and teams until 1854, when 
Den Stone advertised his show as a 
“railroad show.” Stone was a clown 
turned show owner. He used compa- 
ny owned railroad cars to transport 
his personnel and equipment. 


Q: I live in Nebraska and I can 
remember as a boy that there used 
to be a circus that wintered not 
far from mv home. Can you tell me 
the name of that circus? 

A: I would guess that you have 
reference to the Atterbury Bros. 
Trained Animal ‘Circus. The Atter- 
bury home was in Dakota City, Nebr. 
Robert L. Atterbury, founder and 
manager of the show, ran away from 
his home in Petersburg, Ill. in 1883 
to join a circus. The show he joined 
that year was the Burr Robbins Cir- 
cus and Menagerie which was play- 
ing in Janesville, Wis. From that 
point on the story of his life is the 
epitome of all the romance, glamour 
and hard work connected with the 
show world. 

Atterbury remained with the Burr 
Robbins Cireus for seven years while 
he was learning all the different 
phases of circus life, and then for 
the next 21 years he traveled with 
many big shows such as Barnum and 
Bailey. Buffalo Bill, Sells Brothers, 
John Robinson, Golmar Bros., W. B. 
Reynolds, Lee French and Monroe, 
Willie Sells and Rentfrow and many 
others. After 28 years of experience 
with circuses on railroads, wagons, 
and steamboats he launched his own 
circus in 1911. It began as an over- 
land show under his name. It was 
motorized in 1924. 

During the many years prior to 
1924 that the show was on the road 
it had no permanent winter quarters. 
Sometimes it wintered in the South 
and sometimes wherever it happened 
to finish the season, In 1924 Mr. At- 

terbury purchased a small farm in 
Nebraska across the Missouri River 
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from Sioux City. Here a large barn 
was built in which to house the ele- 
phants, tigers, monkeys and other 
tropical animals during the winter. 
Here, also, stages and aerial rigging 
were constructed in order that the 
performers might keep in practice un- 
til the next season rolled around. 


Q: What is a vest-pocket circus? 


A: This is a name that is becom- 
ing more and more common when re- 
ferring to an indoor circus. I think 
it was first coined in an article about 
the Shrine circuses. 


Q: When did Adam Forepaugh and 
Sells Brothers consolidate? 


A: In 1896. Winter quarters were 
at Columbus, Ohio, and the show 
opened at Columbus on Tuesday, 
April 21, 1896. 


Q: What nationality is the per- 
former called Unus, the man who bal- 
ances on one finger? 


A: Unus is an Austrian. He was 
brought to the United States by the 
Ringling Bros. Circus. He has done 
finger stands on the edges of high 
buildings all over Europe. 


Q: Wag there ever a hotel called 
the Elephant Hotel? 


A: Very definitely. The Elephant 
Hotel is now the town hall of Som- 
ers, Westchester, N. Y. This brick, 
three-story hotel building was _ built 
by Hackaliah Bailey out of the prof- 
its he made from Old Bet the ele- 
phant who was brought to this coun- 
try in 1815. Bailey paid $1,000 for 
her at the New York harbor and took 
her back to Somers. He made so much 
money exhibiting her that he per- 
petuated her memory by this build- 
ing which for many years actually 
was a hotel. It ceased operations as 
such in the 1920’s. 


Q: How much did P. T. Barnum pay 
for the great elephant Jumbo? 


A: Ten thousand dollars. This was 
the same amount that John Ringling 
North paid for Gargantua. 


Q: I haven’t seen a living skeleton 
in a side show for years now. What 
happened to them? 


A: We don’t see human skeletons 
as side show attractions today, prob- 
ably because this seems to be an era 
of the ultra-sylphlike figure for every- 
body. When circuses did carry them, 
however, one of the most eminent 
of his kind was J. W. Coffey who 
billed himself as “The Skeleton Dude.” 
He weighed 55 pounds, was of nor- 
mal height, and wore extra-fine 
clothes. 


Q: What were some of the famous 
fake freaks that Barnum exhibited? 


A: Most famous were the ones 
such ag Joice Heth, the old Negro 
woman who was represented as 
George Washington’s nurse; the pet- 
rified prodigy, the Cardiff Giant; and 
the Wild Man of Borneo.

Otherwise one doesn’t know what to 
think when Grieg, for instance, who 
died in 1907, comes through in almost 
HI-FT recordings of his Albumblatt 
and Erotic, and the others follow with 
similar modern sounding  reproduc- 
tions of their compositions. These 
piano rolls are valued testimonials of 
these men’s interpretations of their 
own music; and even though when re- 
recording the operator had to impart 
the shading by following-the instrmc- 
tions on the unfolding rolls, still each 
note is there as the master himself 
plaved it. It is of no importance 
whether de Koven butchers his Oh, 
promise me or Rosenthal invests his 
two pieces with great pianistic skill 
—what matters is to hear how these 
composers read what they had com- 
posed. Oh, that gremlin! — here too 
he went to work and mischievously 
slipped in a_ picture of Leoncavallo 
in the space on the sleeve reserved 
for and marked as Pietro Mascagni.

The 'Comet was said to be the first 
steamboat brought into passenger 
service in European waters. 

An advertisement appeared in the 
Greenock Advertiser from Helens- 
burgh Baths on September 15, 1812, 
that a steam-passage boat, the Comet, 
would ply the Clyde River between 
Glasgow and Greenock. It was to 
leave each Tuesday, Thursday, and 
Saturday, and return on the other 
lawful days of the week. The fare 
was to be four shillings for the best 
cabin, and three shillings second class. 

The Comet was a 25 ton vessel and 
was fitted up in the yards of John 
& Charles Wood, at the request of 
Henry Bell, an inventor. 

The 25 mile run was successful, 
and continued until the ship was 
wrecked by running ashore on the 
Highland Coast with Henry Bell 
aboard. No lives were lost.

EARL OF MARCH’S RACING 
CARRIAGE 
Men should press forward, 
in fame’s glorious chase, 
Nobles look backward, 
and so lose the race. 

At seven o’clock in the morning 
of August 29. 1750, the Earl of 
March, together with the Earl of 
Eglintoun staged a race at Newmar- 
ket, wagering 1000 guineas against 
Theobald Taafe. 

The Earl of March was to furnish 
a four-wheeled carriage with four 
horses to be driven by a man 19 miles 
in one hour. 

The carriage was extraordinary, 
the carriage pole was small lapped 
with fine wire. The perch had a plate 
underneath, and two cords on each 
side from the rear carriage to the 
front carriage fastened to the springs. 
The harness was made of fine leather 
covered with silk. 

The seat was made of leather 
straps covered with velvet. 

The boxes of the wheels were brass 
and had tins which dropped oil slow- 
ly for one hour. 

The breechings for the horses were 
of whalebone, small wooden bars 
strengthened with steel, thus mak- 
ing the whole so light it could be 
carried with the harness. 

Several carriages were tested out, 
and several horses killed in the test- 
ing. 

The two Earls won their bet. as 
the carriage made the 19 miles in 63 
minutes, 27 seconds.

A gold ring with an octagonal sap- 
phire, set a griffes, and with four 
small emeralds in the corner. This 
was found in a stone coffin on which 
was inscribed EPISCOPUS, and 
which also contained some remains 
of vestments, and a pastoral staff. 

These three rings belong to the 
Dean and Chapter of Chichester. 

Gold ring set with a ruby, and 
found in York Minster in the tomb 
of Archbishop Sewall, who died 1258. 

A gold ring, also set with a ruby, 
found in the tomb of Archbishop 
Greenfield, who died 1315. 

A gold ring, the stone of which 
has fallen out and which bears on the 
inside the chancon ‘XhonnorXetXjoy- 
eX,’ found in the tomb of Archbis- 
hop Bowett, who died in 1423. 

The last three rings are preserved 
in York Minster. 

A large gold ring set with an ir- 
regular oval sapphire secured by four 
grips in the form of fleur-de-lys. The 
stone is pierced longitudiaally. This 
was found in Winchester Cathedral, 
and may be assigned to the thir- 
teenth century. 

The ring of William of Wykeham, 
Bishop of Winchester, died 1404. A

sapphire. By his will he bequeathed 
to his successor in the Bishopric of 
Winchester, his best book, De Officio 
Pontificali his best missal, and his 
larger gold pontifical ring, set with 
a sapphire, and surrounded with four 
balass-rubies. 

A gold ring found in the tomb of 
Bishop Gardiner, in Winchester Cath- 
edral (died 1555).

Found in the 
tomb of John Stanbery, Bishop of 
Hereford, 1452. 

A gold ring set ‘with an uncut ruby, 
and which has on either shoulder a 
Tau cross, filled in with green en- 
amel, and a bell appended. Within is 
the inscription enameled ‘Ave Maria.’ 
Found in the tomb of Richard May- 
_ or Mayo, Bishop of Hereford, 
1504. 


These rings were found in Here- 
ford Cathedral. They are figured in 
the ‘Archaeologia’ (vol. xxxi p. 249). 

A massive gold ring set with a 
sapphire, en cabochon. This was found 
on one of the fingers of St. Cuth- 
bert, when his coffin was opened by 
visitors in 1537. It came into the pos- 
session of Thomas Watson, the Cath- 
olic Dean appointed on the dismissal 
of Robert Horne, the Protestant 
Dean, in 1553. Dean Watson gave

the ring to Sir Thomas Hare, who 
gave it to Anthony Brown, created 
Viscount Montague, by Queen Mary, 
in 1554. He gave it to Dr. Richard 
Smith, Bishop of Calcedon, in parti- 
bus, and Vicar Apostolic of the 
Northern District, whom he had a 
long time sheltered from. the perse- 
cution. Bishop Smith gave the ring 
to monastery of the English Canon- 
esses of St. Augustine at Paris; and 
it is now preserved at St. Cuthbert’s 
College, Ushaw, near Durham. The 
ring is evidently not one worn by the 
sainted bishop during‘ his lifetime. 
It does not appear to have been of an 
earlier date than the fourteenth cen- 
tury; and a gold ring, set with a 
sapphire, and almost its counterpart, 
which was found at Flodden, is now 
in the British Museum. Probably the 
ring had belonged to one of the bis- 
hops of Durham, and had been offer- 
ed to the shrine of St. Cuthbert, and 
placed on a finger of the corpse on 
some occasion when the shrine was 
opened. The authentication of the 
ring simply states the fact that it 
was found on the hand of St. Cuth- 
bert in 1537. 

The ring of Arnulphus, consecrat- 
ed Bishop of Metz, in 614, is stated 
to be preserved in the treasury of 
the cathedral of that city. It is be- 
lieved to be of an earlier date than 
the fourth century, and it is set with 
an opaque milkwhite cornelian, en- 
graved with the sacred symbol of 
the fish.

The Billy Goat Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 





As we reach No. 43 in our numerical classification 
of mechanical banks we come to another bank that has 
more appeal to the advanced collector. This bank is the 
Billy Goat Bank, a rare and desirable item, but not par- 
ticularly impressive as to appearance and action. 

The oie Sone designer, Chas. A. Bailey, patented 
the Billy Goat Bank July 26, 1910, and it was manufac- 
tured by the J. and E. Stevens Company of Cromwell, 
Conn. It’s of interest to note that Bailey also patented 
the North Pole Bank on the exact same date as the Billy 
Goat. As a matter of fact the magazine “Playthings” 
for May, 1910, announced both the North Pole and Billy 
Goat Bank as newcomers on the market. The North Pole 
to sell at 50c over the retail counter and the Billy Goat 
to sell at 25c. Neither one of these banks apparently 
attained any degree of popularity even though it’s ap- 
parent the Billy Goat was put out as a hopeful large seller 
at the price. And the North Pole to capitalize on the 
current historical event. Even toy drums with North 
Pole scenes were hopefully put on the market at the time. 
In any event, neither one of the banks were made in 
any great quantity or over any long period of time. It is 
always well to keep in mind that the length of time a 
bank was made is a great factor in its being rare or 
common today. Tammany and Halls Excelsior, for ex- 
ample, were made year in and year out over a_ period 
of many years. Therefore, great quantities of these 
banks were manufactured and that is the reason they 
are two of the most common mechanical banks found. Of 
course popularity and salability of any mechanical bank 
‘was the governing factor as to the length of time it was 
made and the quantity that were manufactured. 

Back to Chas. Bailey for a moment, it is well to 
recognize the large field of his mechanical bank design- 
ing. As a matter of fact if a collector only had mechani- 


cal banks either made or designed by Bailey he would 
have an outstanding collection. Bailey’s banks are among 
the most desirable from all angles, including action, ap- 
pearance, and clever mechanism. He covered a very 
broad field with his toy banks even including history and 
politics in their makeup. Any mechanical bank showing 
the Bailey touch has an extra measure of desirability 
and value. 

The bank pictured is in fine original condition and 
was obtained by the writer some years ago in a Boston 
antique shop. It is painted in a very simple way, the 
entire base being a silver or aluminum type paint over a 
light tan undercoating. The small flower in the center 
is red. The goat is black ‘with a white eye and white 
marking. It’s interesting to note that the name “Billy 
Goat Bank” is inscribed along the bottom edge of the 
base and the word “Bank” has the letter ‘n’ in reverse. 
The entwined scroll work of leaves and flowers is typical 
of Bailey’s work. 

The action of the bank is quite simple. The coin is 
placed as shown in the picture. Then the wire lever, 
just under the goat’s rear legs, is pulled. This causes 
the goat to rise and butt forward toward the coin. The 
coin drops into the bank and on pushing the lever forward 
the goat returns to the position in the picture. This bank 
has the conventional type round Stevens’ coin trap in the 
base for removal of coins. 

To repeat, this bank is not particularly spectacular 
in its appearance or action, but it is a rare desirable 
item to have in a collection. Some of these simple action 
banks such as this one, the Turtle, and others command a 
lot of respect and rate well ahead of many much more 
attractive banks. It is a hard bank to add to a collection 
and a limited number exist in private collections today.

lentlessly, and with the help of her 
husband’s relatives, still residing in 
Denmark, these spoons were sought 
for over the past years. And it is 
‘with no little pride, that they are 
shown in their own special case, by 
Helen, now that the search is over. 

Her spoon collection is an exten- 
sive one, and has been her hobby 
for almost thirty years. Her spoons 
were gathered with special care— 
for interest and quality; she is not 
interested in quantity, though the 
collection is now nearing the one 
thousand mark! You will find no 
“insignificant spoon” among them; 
each is there for a specific reason, 
having been carefully chosen or giv- 
en her as a personal gift. 

The Hans Christian Andersen 
spoons present many interesting 
angles. First, for what they repre- 
sent, “A tribute to Hans Christian 
Andersen, the most famous of the 
Danish writers, by his own country- 
men.” According to most of our Eng- 
lish translators, these famous fairy 
tales were written purely for child- 
ren. But from the original Danish 
writings, to quote from Svend Lar- 
sen, “they were written for children, 
but it was his (Hans) hope, that 
also their parents would listen, as 
several of his stories are more for 
grown-ups than for children, — for 
only the mature can understand the 
depth of these writings.”

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Of interest too, is HOW and WHY 
the spoons were made. Sofus Soren- 
sen was a silversmith in the town of 
Horsens in Jutland, Denmark, and 
in 1935 when the factory became too 
small, a new and larger building 
was constructed. This being the Cen- 
tennial Year of Hans Christian An- 
dersen’s first edition in Denmark, 
Mr. Sorensen decided to commemor- 
ate the occasion by manufacturing a 
set of the H. C. A. silverware. Be- 
sides the twelve spoons made, there 
were also a knife and fork, a porring- 
er and a handled cup—these too, de- 
picted the fairy tales. 


In his employ ‘was a young man, 
Knud Moller, who had already been 
widely recognized as an outstanding 
and talented silversmith. Young Mol- 
ler had been deaf and mute since 
early childhood (due to an illness), 
but being an artist at heart he went 
after this project with enthusiasm. 
First he cut the models in steel in 
“haut” (base) relief, then his help- 
ers cut out the negatives. Moller him- 
self, cut the pictures in silver. The 
final result, mute testimony of his 
artistry, easily recognized in these 
twelve spoons, each one representing 
one of the Hans Christian Andersen’s 


fairy tales. 


The solidity, the smoothness, tthe 
wide flowing lines and generous size 
of the spoons, seem to give the im- 
pression of the so-called “Durability 
of the Danes.” A more than fitting 
memento by the Danish people for 
their most beloved of all writers, 
Hans Christian Andersen.

The ‘““Townsend 
Spoon”

Similar in size and detailing to the 
series of the well known President 
spoons put out by the Rogers Co., is 
this one picturing Dr. F. E. Town- 
send. It carries the “Circled S” mark. 


The Doctor is pictured on _ the 
handle end with his name embossed 
on a “ribbon” just below. “God Bless 
America” is vertically placed down 
the stem. Reverse handle shows a 
starred shield with a wreath of laurel 
leaves, and again, in vertical letter- 
ing is “Townsend National Weekly.” 


Francis Everett Townsend was 
born in 1876 in Fairbury, IIl., and is 
now president of “The Townsend 
Plan for National Insurance” which 
he founded. As a physician he prac- 
ticed in Long Beach, Calif., several 
years. He was the originator of the 
Townsend Recovery Plan, commonly 
referred to as the “Old Age Revolv- 
ing Pension Plan.” His idea was sub- 
mitted shortly after the depressions 
in the 30’s. 


The Townsend Plan for National 
Insurance and the Townsend Nation- 
al Weekly Inc., have their national 
headquarters, in Cleveland, Ohio. 
They could supply no EXACT date 
of the spoons manufacture, neither 
did they have records, nor remember, 
just HOW the issue was used, but 
they did say that the spoons “were 
used years ago as a premium” and 
in connection with “subscription to 
the Townsend National Weekly.” 


This particular spoon is from the 
collection of Mrs. Arthur A. Schus- 
ter, 3223 Pershing Drive, El Paso, 
Texas. So, to the collectors of “trade 
and premium” spoons, this is one 
“worthy of the search” for addition 
to your collections.

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Herbert Hoover Home 
BECOMES NATIONAL SHRINE 


Un a sunny day last August an 
81 year old man sped along a mod- 
ern highway in Oregon Governor 
Paul Patterson’s big black car. He 
was accompanied by a police guard, 
legislators, and state officials, includ- 
ing Earl Newbry, Secretary of State, 
and Mrs. Newbry. 

Acting Governor Elmo Smith and 
Mrs. Smith rode with the old man. 
By his request Mrs. Smith had pinned 
in his buttonhole a red Stanford 
University rose, given him by Sig 
Unander, 1935 graduate. So go the 
stories of the Oregon Journal of Port- 
land. 

It was a gala occasion. It was the 
return of the boy who made good. 
For this pink-cheeked old man had 
been highly honored by a grateful 
world. Among other things, he had 
been President of the United States. 

But 71 years before, after a long 
week’s train trip carrying his own 
bedding and a packed lunch, he had 
met his maternal, Uncle, Henry John 
Minthorn, and taken a long ride to 
Newberg behind the clop-clop of 
horse’s hoofs, a tired little orphan 
boy on a hard buggy seat beside a 
taciturn country doctor. 

Since the death of his mother, two 
years before, the boy had been shun- 
ted from Uncle to Uncle, from Iowa 
to the Indian Territory. Now he was 
to spend the years of his boyhood 
in a fine home with a family of 
three young cousins. He was to go 
to school at the Friends’ Academy 
where his Uncle was Superintendent, 
and his Aunt, Laura Ellen Miles Min- 
thorn, was a teacher. This little ten 
year old orphan boy was Herbert 
Hoover. 

But last August the Governor’s car 
with its notables stopped at the 
Academy, now known as the George 
Fox College. There Mayor George 
Layman, and Scott Leavitt of the 
city park board, were in the welcom- 
ing committee. Over 200 people wait- 
ed for the honor of lunching with 
this former pupil. 

At the dedication ceremony M. K. 
McIver of the State Highway Com-

mission gave the main talk after Sec- 
retary of the Interior, Douglas 
McKay, made the speech of introduc- 
tion to the crowd gathered in front 
of the fine old two story Minthorn 
house, fresh painted, white. 

Other officials were Carl Francis of 
Dayton and J. O. Johnson of Tigard, 
also Arthur Ireland. For not only 
was a Newberg city park added to 
the shrine but highway 99 W be- 
tween Tigard and Newberg was 
named Herbert Hoover Boulevard. 

Ex-President Hoover also spoke, 
perhaps sparked by memories from 
his boyhood, as he praised the pio- 
neers for their devotion to the ideals 
of individual freedom and initiative, 
and for the heritage of courage they 
had left Americans. 





The restoration of the Hoover boy- 
hood home was headed by Dr. Burt 
Brown Barker of Portland, Sunday 
school classmate of Hoover and now 
President of the Herbert Hoover 
Foundation. Dr. Barker is also Pres- 
ident of the Oregon Historical Society 
and Vice President of the Univer- 
sity of Oregon. It was his enthusias- 
tic work that carried the project 
through, accumulating the money, la- 
bor, and furnishings. He has com- 
piled a delightful booklet called the 
“Minthorn House.” 

Few serious changes were needed 
in reconditioning this home, built in 
1881 by Jesse Edwards who founded 
and platted Newberg. The original 
wall paper was found under many 
overlayers, and since it could not be

The hanging lamp with its crystal prisms could be lowered for lighting then raised 
to save both lamp and tall man’s cranium. The old platform rocker, left of picture, 
gave Ex-President Hoover a moment’s rest last August 10. The hair wreath over 
the organ was often a treasured link with the family in pioneer life for many traveled 
the long miles West foot by foot, never again to set eyes on loved faces. Many of 
these Victorian Era hair wreaths, like the hair jewelry, are works of art with their 
skilfully blended and contrasting hair colors, generally enriched when sun, lamp or 
candle light brings out color tones or touches in highlights. The yarn sampler, God 
Bless Our Home, is typical of the abiding faith which dominated the pioneers, giving 
heart to the weary. The organ was the gathering place of home and community. 
Often its music, pressed out by work-stiffened firgers and pumped by work-broken 
feet, shared wit! the fiddle in bringing joy into tives that knew much loneliness and 
hardship. The bookcase desk was a rare item in pioneer life as few had time for 
reading, little to read, and no time for writing. [ut Dr. Minthorn as Superintendent 
of the Friends’ Academy (later Pacific College) and his wife, as teacher, were book- 
rich in those days of book poverty and the Doctor’s books are as they were when 
Young Hoover studied Gt that desk. The sturdy chair looks hard enough to keep 
“Bert” wide awake despite the call of the straw tick. The center table, as was usual, 
holds the family Bible, stereoptican and views, the treasured piece of art glass, and 


a lace edged doily.

roads,” as Hoover later described 
those trips. 


Similar bedroom furniture for Dr. 
Minthorn’s room came from a house 
built the same year a few miles 
away, which also provided the pro- 
verbial rag carpets of that day, and 
an old pie cupboard. The kitchen 
stove, pot-bellied heater in Dr. Min- 
thorn’s bedroom, and two wood boxes 
are probably the very ones young 
“Bert” cut and carried wood to in 
those long ago days. 


The Oregon Society of the Sons 
of the American Revolution supplied 
funds for refurnishing the dining 
room. The table belonged to Joel Pal- 
mer who “made it” to Oregon in 
1846. The chairs were Mrs. Vannie 
Martin’s. 

Hoover sat on them many a time, 
along with his classmates, for Mrs. 
Martin was his Sunday school teach- 
er and is said to have had a very 
great influence on his life. Even in

later years when in Oregon he al- 
ways visited her, and it is said he 
often left the "great” to cool their 
heels while he had his quiet talks 
with his old teacher. 

The ‘Case Furniture Collection con- 
tributed the kitchen chairs which still 
have their original rawhide seats. 
Many other items were sent in, a 
piece ata time, by enthusiasfic admir- 
ers. A McGuffey Reader and a large 
old soup tureen, inherited family 
pieces, were given by Miss Irene 
Taylor and Miss Lucile Craven of the 
three Squares Cooking School of 
Chicago. Characteristic of the kindly 
thoughtfulness of the man, they re- 
ceived a personal letter of thanks 
from Mr. Hoover, 

Friends of that great and good 
American grow lyrical on seeing the 
shrine’s living room, refurnished 
through the Oregon Society of The 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 


tion. Here the clear-eyed, serious- 
faced boy studied at his Uncle’s book 
filled, secretary-desk or joined the 
musical group at the organ. 

How many of the “far away places 
with strange sounding names” he saw 
as a man, did he see with the wide 
eyes of boyhood through the stereop- 
tican and views on his Aunt’s wal- 
nut center-table in that long ago liv- 
ing room? 

And what dreams did the 81 year 
old man recall as he sat resting a 
moment in the simple platform rock- 
er of this home which had just been 
made into a shrine for him with the 
great and the near-great, and the 
piain throbbing heart of America’s 
own people gathered from miles 
around to see this famous man of the 
world, to honor their own boy “Bert” 
who had become an Immortal in his 
own lifetime.

Art-Architecture 
Combined Exhibit 


An exhibition titled, “The Rela- 
tionship between Art and Architec- 
ture,” composed of projects each de- 
veloped by a committee within a 
seminar made up of Bay Area ar 
tists, architects, craftsmen, city plan- 
ners and designers, was_ recently 
shown at the M. H. de Young Me- 
morial Museum, San Francisco. 


The exhibition represented a year’s 
study by members of the Seminar 
on problems of effective integration 
of art and architecture. Meeting and 
working together spontaneously and 
on a volunteer basis under the lead- 
ership of Daniel Boyd, sculptor and 
painter, and chairman of the Semi- 
nar, the group selected three widely 
divergent projects for study which 
are presented in this exhibition by 
means of scale models, drawings, 
sketches, blueprints, photographs and 
explanatory text. 


The committee projects were: (1) 
under the chairmanship of the noted 
architect, John Campbell, the design 
of an open air structure which would 
offer partial shelter—a pavilion to 
be used as a leisure house or recrea- 
tion center; (2) with city planner 
James Keilty as committee chairman, 
the solution of preblems involved in 
rehabilitating the area at the foot 
of Market Street around the Ferry

pansion and extension of earlier ef- 
forts to correlate the work of ar- 
tists and architects in the Bay Area. 

In 1950 a joint campaign was un- 
dertaken by members of the Northern 
California Chapter of Artists Equity 
and the American Institute of Archi- 
tects to bring together artists and ar- 
chitects for a better understanding 
of each other’s techniques and to ap- 
proach civic, state, and private 
groups with an appeal for budget 
appropriations which would permit 
the inclusion of art forms in their 
building programs. And with the co- 
operation of the San Francisco Art 
Commission these two groups pre- 
sented in that year the first of three 
successive collaborative displays at 
the San Francisco Art Festival. 

The collaboration movement was 
revived in June, 1954, ‘with the found- 
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ing of the Seminar based on plan- 
ning not for the individual client but 
for society. 

Its organization, said Mrs. Holde- 
man, took into account the prevail- 
ing over-emphasis on the mechanis- 
tic and materialistic aspects of ar- 
chitecture and attempted to develop 
a climate in which the artist and ar- 
chitect could work together with mu- 
tual benefit to themselves and to the 
community. 


CHRISTMAS PAINTINGS 


“Ezra Ames, Albany Artist (1768- 
1836)” and “Christmas Story Paint- 
ings” formed two special art exhi- 
bitions recently held at The New- 
York Historical Society. 

Prepared jointly with the Albany 
Institute of History and Art, the 
Ames exhibit of over 40 portraits, 
many of prominent New /Yokers, 
coincided with the publication of the 
book Ezra Ames of Albany by Theo- 
dore Bolton and Irwin Cortelyou (The 
New-York Historical Society, 1955). 

Christmas Story paintings by 
Dutch, Flemish, German and Italian 
artists were scheduled to be shown 
in the main floor corridor of The 
New-York Historical Society from 
December 7th to January 15. This 
exhibition of works by old masters is 
from the Society’s little known col- 
lection of European art, and includes 
representations of well known epi- 
sodes relating to the birth of Christ 
such as the Nativity, the Adoration 
of the Shepherds, the Adoration of 
the Kings, and the Flight to Egypt.

James Poupard, a native of Mar- 

tinique, once an actor, advertised in 
the Pennsylvania Gazette of 1772 as 
an “Engraver, Jeweler and Gold- 
smith, Front Street, Philadelphia.” 
According to Fielding, his name ap- 
ears in Philadelphia Directories 
rom 1793 until 1817, as a “seal” and 
“die engraver.” In 1775 he engraved 
a portrait of Dr. Goldsmith for the 
Pennsylvania Magazine and in 1788- 
9, diagrams for the American Philo- 
sophical Society. 

In 1814 he was engraving on wood 
for New York publishers, According 
to Lawson, he came to the United 
States because his talent as an ac- 
tor was not appreciated in Marti- 
nique. This same authority states 
that Poupard married a confirmed 
Methodist, with property, and that 
in her company, he was as rabid as 
she, but out of her company, he was

BIG BEN 
EARNS A REST 


By LOIS SPRINGER 


Sometime within the year that is 
starting, if present plans are carried 
through, there will be a strange sil- 
ence on English-speaking air waves 
when Big Ben, the world’s most fa- 
mous bell, is silenced for repairs. 

There are bells of greater sweet- 
ness, but none sounds so sweet to the 
Londoner as Big Ben; and none has 
the associations that have gathered 
around Big Ben for nearly a century. 

During the bombings of London in 
1940 and 1941, the people stood stun- 
ned as everything was strewn about 
in terrifying confusion. And then, 
above the whine of the bombs, the 
great bell rang out, giving hope 
amidst horror. And from habit, res- 
cue workers would stop in their grim 
tasks to check their watches. Another 
hour gone and they were still alive! 


Amazingly Accurate 

After the bombing raid when West- 
minster Tower received a direct hit, 
London waited anxiously. The hour 
drew nearer and the hour hand moved 
slowly over the broken face of the 
clock . . . passed the hour... and 
the bell remained silent. London was 
dismayed when suddenly Big 
Ben boomed - half a minute late! 

A cheer went up. Big Ben was ful- 
filling its role after all as an amaz- 
ingly accurate time-beil. Since 1859 
it has struck the hours with an 
average daily error of less than hal 
a second. ‘ 
Backed By Tradition 

Although Big Ben has boomed out 
the hours from Westminster Tower 
only since 1859, an hour bell has been 
a feature of the Palace of Westmin- 
ster for many centuries. The story 
of the original tower and bell is to 
the effect that one Sir Ralph-de- 
Hengham, then Chief Justice of the 
King’s Bench, caused a court roll to 
be erased and a fine reduced, and for 
this offense was fined 800 marks by 
King Edward I. The money received 
was applied to the erection of a 
tower containing a clock and bell 
which, by striking the hour should 
remind the judges then sitting in the 
courts of Westminster of the offence 
of a predecessor. The bell on which 
the hour was struck was known as 
“Great Tom of Westminster.” This 
happened in the thirteenth century. 

In the early eighteenth century, be- 
cause of its dilapidated condition, 
this tower was pulled down. Sir 
Christopher Wren was then engaged 
in building St. Paul’s Cathedral and 
acquired the bell for use in one of 
the towers. 
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The Tower of Westminster Palace, seen from a vantage point along the Thames 
River, with Queen Boadicea’s statue in the foreground. Although the name Big Ben 
is commonly applied to the clock in the tower, it actually refers only to the great hour 
bell high in the belfry. On evenings when Parliament is in session late, a lantern lights 
the belfry. Half a century ago popular tours were conducted up the 292 stone steps 
into the bell chamber. During World War Il hundreds of service men were taken up 
the steps and privileged to see Big Ben. The bell is beautifully chased with a Gothic 
design in low relief. On one cide is the Royal Coat of Arms and on the other, the 
Portcullis of Westminster. An inscription gives the bell’s exact weight as 13 tons, 10 cwt.,

The Palace of Westminster remain- 
ed without a tower and bell for 150 
years, but plans for rebuilding the 
Palace after the Great Fire of 1834 
included a clock tower. The making 
and installation of bells for this new 
tower, however, was not accomplish- 
ed without a great deal of contro- 
versy. Nothing specific appears to 
have been done in the matter until 
1856 when Sir Benjamin Hall ap- 
peared on the scene as Commissioner 
of Public Buildings. He ordered 
specifications drawn up for a 14-ton 
hour bell and smaller quarter-hour 
bells. These were submitted to three 
different foundries and accepted by 
— at their Cripplegate Foun- 


Naming Big Ben the First 


There was no difficulty in casting 
the four smaller bells, though this was 
delayed until the hour bell had been 
cast that the smaller ones might be 
tuned accordingly. The hour bell, 
owing to the enormous size desired, 
presented many difficulties and seem- 
ed to be dogged by misfortune from 
the beginning. Messrs. Warner had 
no facilities for casting so huge a 
bell. In fact no British bell foundries 
had _ ever cast a bell weighing as 
much as 14 tons, the heaviest in the 
country being Great Peter of York, 
which scaled 10%4 tons. Eventually 
Warners contracted with a foundry 
at Stockton-on-Tees, but with no 


guarantee as the note of the huge 
bell when cast. 

After a hazardous trip to London 
by water, the bell hung for ten 
months on the gallows in the Palace 
yard for purposes of testing. During 
this testing-time, the great bell was 
christened. It is said that one hot 
summer afternoon in 1857 Parliament 
had a special sitting to decide on 
a suitable name. Many suggestions 
were made. Then Sir Benjamin Hall 
rose to deliver the greatest oration

The Colonial Coverlet Guild 


PRESERVES AMERICANA 


By ORILLE B. RHOADES

The Colonial Coverlet Guild of 
America was formed in 1924 in Chi- 
cago when many women remembered 
the myriad miles their mothers walked 
spinning into yarn the wool which 
first had been tediously cleaned and 
carded. They remembered the long 
hours of gathering dye giving barks, 
roots, fruits, flowers and leaves from 
woods, prairies and gardens, and the 
endless hours of standing over the 
steaming dye pot, dipping the yarns, 
hanging them to dry, and re-dipping 
again and again to get just the right 
color. 


They remembered how the four- 
poster bed was shoved over to make 
room in the parlor for the Joom at 
which mother worked in her “spare 
time” to “paint with yarns” a pair 
of coverlets for daughter’s wedding, 
or that farewell present to a loved 
sister or cousin going off with the 
Westward Movement, probably never 
to return. 


These women, daughters of pio- 
neers, remembered the work-twisted 
fingers folded in quiet below faces 
from which the lines of weariness 
and worry over “work never done” 
were gone. But the dreams, the love 
of beauty, the very life and times 
those once busy fingers had woven 
into American tapestries called cov- 
erlets, remained, some in strong and 
full loveliness, others frayed and fad- 
ed with years of wear and washing. 


One such woman said, “I remem- 
ber my mother carding the wool and 
spinning, doubleing, and dyeing the 
yarn. The blue came from indigo, 
that deep rich orange from madder. 
My mother always had her coverlets 
made in pairs by an old German 
weaver who went the rounds of our 
Quincy, Illinois, country. This is the 
Rird of Paradise pattern. 


It was these loyal daughters, de- 
termined to study, record and pre- 
serve this American art created by 
their mothers, who formed the Cover- 


let Guild. Even today, 382 years 
later, to become a member you must 
own a coverlet with wool in it, and 
you must furnish a picture of it to 
the Guild. 


Now, for a second time, the Guild 
has prepared a survey of American 
coverlets from its records, has de- 
scribed each beautifully pictured cov- 
erlet, and has combined story and 
pictures in a catalogue as a refer- 
ence book for present and future 
Americans. 


This second edition was edited by 
the Guild’s President, Mrs. Luther M. 
Swygert, Dunes Acres, Chesterton, 
Ind., with the help of a Revised Book 
Compilation Committee consisting of 
Miss M. Cornelia Stone, Mrs. Har- 
old S. Sanke, Mrs. Frederick T. Ave- 
ry, and Mrs. Dale O. Newland. 


The coverlets are classified by 
weaves. The overshot weave, gener- 
ally 100 years old or more, has long 
wool skips or loops over a linen or 
cotton foundation. Next came the 
double weaves, geometrical in pat- 
tern, and often made by professional 
weavers from home-prepared yarns. 
These have two webs, joined by the 
pattern. They too may run a hun- 
dred: years old. 


Summer and winter weaves, Penn- 
sylvania Mennonite produced, are a 
cross between the overshot and dou- 
ble weave. The blanket weaves are 
generally of wool, and beautifully

fringed. The twill weave was loved 
especially for its softness. 

The Jacquard weave, latest type, 
was made between 1830 and 1873 by 
professionals on power looms with 
perforated patterns which permitted 
elaborate designs often pictorial. Fre- 
quently the side borders differed from 
the foot borders which sometimes 
carried date, weaver’s name and own- 
er’s name, woven in. 


Coverlet names represent Amer- 
ican life, from overshot weave’s Cats 
Paw, Indian War, and Lee’s Surren- 
der, to double weaves’s Snowballs or 
Virginia Beauty, and Jacquard’s Dol- 
lar, Farmer’s Fancy, and Eagle and 
Stars. 


The sections on preparation of ma- 
terials, the dye pot, and some de- 
vices great grandmother used in mak- 
ing these coverlets is fascinating 
reading. 


Each coverlet pictured has below 
it the weave, design, owner and weav- 
er, when possible. The frontispiece 
shows a Colonial loom and accesso- 
ries, a lesson in itself. Other helpful 
pictures include a flax wheel, and a 
wool spinning wheel, hand made 
drafts for a loom showing sev- 
eral weaves, a perforated Jacquard 
pattern, and a picture of flax from 
sheaf to fiber and hackles. Part III 
gives names, dates, and localities of 
professional weavers who took over 
in the later years after great grand- 
mother had prepared her yarns and 
chosen her patterns. 


This is an Americana reference 
book of great value to those who love 
the old textile handicrafts, and es- 
pecially for collectors of old Amer- 
ican coverlets.

Miniature

I had such an enchanting after- 
noon one day last summer, that I 
would like to share the experience 
with the other “Doll Lovers,” and 
at the same time, bring some recog- 
nition and pleasure to a dear lady 
who has devoted so many hours toe 
her collection of “Godey’s Ladies in 
Miniature.” She is Sara Whitfield 
(Mrs. R. F.), of Jackson, Miss. She 
says having an interesting hobby 
keeps one young, and you would 
never guess she is past 80. She is 
an artist of design. 

Most collectors, love perfection, so 
I know each of you have at one time 
or another, experienced the lump in 
your throat at the sight of sheer 
beauty. This is how I felt when I 
saw Mrs. Whitfield’s little ladies, each 
ene so nerfect asif it had iust stepned 
from the pages of Godey’s Ladies 
Book. She has them costumed in each 
change of style from the earliest 
Godey, to the last one printed. It took 
many years of collecting and much 
patience to achieve this group of 
about 70 little ladies. She used the 
old china head doll, because of their 
hairdos of the different periods. They 
are 12 to 14 inches hich, as these are 
easier to proportion. It took 15 years 
to accomplish her task. Can you im- 
agine the thrill she had at finding 
just the right doll, after a long 
search? Each doll’s costume is an 
exact copy of the Godey print she 
used from the tiny handmade flowers 
on the bonnet, to the lacy pantalets. 
It took her three to four weeks, to 
dress each doll, and it is understand- 
able when one sees the perfection of 
the costumes, which she makes her- 
self. She says there are moments of 
disappointment when a second or 
third attempt is necessary. Then she 
is reminded of McGuffey’s “There 
is »o excellence without labor.” The 
collection has already been on ex- 
hibit a number of times, traveling to 
Washington, D. C., to the D. A. R. 
Convention at the Statler Hotel. No- 
vember, 1951, where General Doug- 
las Mac Arthur made his famous 
speech, “Old Soldiers.” 

Mrs. Whitfield wants to pass on a 
few hints that may enable other doll 
enthusiasts to realize more perfec- 
tion for their labors. 

To construct the doll body, use un- 
bleached muslin and stuff with saw- 
dust. The head comes from where 
you may find it. If a whole doll is 
found, you are lucky. Arms and legs 
of the period can be purchased.

tumes should be bell shaped, trailing, 
or hooped. 

For each doll, an individual stand 
of square plywood and wire is made. 
A hip length piece of steel is nailed 
to the square and two loops of heavy 
wire are inserted in the end. One 
loop goes under two bands sewed 
about the body. The second loop pass- 
es between the legs to act as a sup- 


port. 

Trial patterns are made with tis- 
sue paper. A lining is then cut, ba- 
sted and fitted to the doll, making 
necessary corrections. Next, baste the 
separate lining pieces to dress ma- 
terial and cut out. Now you are 
ready to assemble and fit the dress. 
All costumes are lined throughout, to 
give them body. 

Tiny fans are made on wire frames, 
using lace, organdy, seyuins and even 
flowers. Gold or silver tinfoil cut and 
pasted on net, make folded fans. 

Tiny flowers for nosegays, hair or- 
naments, or decorating evening dress- 
es, are made from scraps of bright 
silk. Cut a half inch square, of silk, 
fold diagonally, run needle through 
center of fold twice, to make it fast. 
Hold thread taut with right hand, 
and roll silk with left hand, to make 
a firm cone, then tack with thread. 
Cut straight across cone and flatten 
with finger. Green thread is used, 
and if glue is applied, will act as 
stem. This has been of great value 
to Mrs. Whitfield and is her own 
design. 
Small self trimmiug, such as ruf- 
fies, are made of narrow torn strips. 
This leaves a nice feathered edge. 


Mrs. Whitfield says, and I quote: 
“Aside from personal gratification in 
each accomplishment, I find keen sat- 
isfaction in seeing others enjoy the 
results of my work. How often I 
hear: “Why, I had a doll like this, I 
wish I had it now!” or, “My mother 
had a dress made like that.” The spirit 
of such moments is reflected in the 
following lines: 


If I can capture beauty 

In fetching line and hue, 
Deftly place a bit of lace 

Or fashion bonnet true; 

If J can capture beauty 

For myself and you, 

I will not try to find the “why” of 
I do the things I do.

of the day. Proposing the name of 
St. Stephen, he expounded his theme 
with high-sounding phrases. As he 
was sinking back into his seat, mop- 
ping his brow, a waggish M.P. shout- 
ed, “Why not call it BIG BEN and 
have done with it?” Parliament 
rocked with laughter. The aptness 
of the name tickled everyone’s fancy 
for Sir Benjamin himself was tall 
and portly and affectionately known 
to all as “Big Ben.” 








The lark is up to greet the 
sun, 

The bee is on the wing; 

The ant its labor has begun, 

The woods with music ring. 
—Jane Taylor (1783-1825) 
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Big Ben the Second 

As Big Ben hung in the Palace 
yard, it was universally acknowledged 
to be a perfect piece of casting with 
a pure and melodious tone in spite 
of its enormous volume. Later a 
crack four feet long appeared. Ar- 
= raged as to whether this had 

en caused by —_ casting or too 
heavy a clapper. ter a prolonged 
controversy, Big Ben the First was 
broken up a re-cast by George 
Mears at Whitechapel Foundry. t 
took nearly a week to break up the 
bell and three furnaces were needed 
to melt the pieces. 

Eventually Big Ben the Second 
was safely conveyed to Westminster 
Palace yard and suspended on the 
same framework which bore its un- 
fortunate predecessor. Mounted on a 
trolley drawn by sixteen be-ribboned 
horses, the great bell’s journey was 
a celebrated affair through gaily 
decorated streets. 


Permanently Cracked 

In its belfry at last Big Ben began 
to ring the hours during July of 1859, 
but after a few months cracks ap- 
peared. All manner of disputes again 
arose and for three years Big Ben re- 
mained silent. Finally the Astronomer 
Royal recommended (1) giving the 
bell a quarter turn to obtain a differ- 
ent striking surface and (2) replac- 
ing the hammer with one half its 
weight. Both recommendations were 
carried out and thus Big Ben hangs 
in its altered position even today. 

Since 1945 the original Big Ben 
hammer has been on display in the 
lower waiting hall of Westminster 
Palace for visitors to see. The notice 
attached to it states: “This is the 
original hammer used for striking 
Big Ben in 1859. It weighs 6% cwts. 
and was found to be too heavy. In 
1862 it was replaced by the present 
one of 4 cwts.” 


Televised in 1949 

Big Ben came “on the air” for the 
first time over thirty years ago in 
the far-off days of the crystal set. 
Its first broadcast was in the nature 
of a surprise on December 31, 1923. 
The Old Year was rung out by the 
Westminster Chimes and 1924 was 
ushered in by the deep booming tones 
of the great hour bell. Soon a regular 
service of broadcasting was begun 
and the big bell’s voice is now heard 
more than forty times throughout 
each twenty-four hours on home and 
overseas broadcasts. 

At midnight of December 31,1949, 
Big Ben gave the world another sur- 
prise when for the first time its 
floodlit belfry was televised as a New 
Year’s Eve feature. 


Fact and Fancy 

Much has been written about this 
famous hour belli, some based on fact 
and some based on fancy. 

Contrary to popular thought, Big 
Ben is not the largest bell in Eng- 
land. 1t seems colossal at close range 
and for many years held first place 
as Britain’s largest bell. But in 1882 
a heavier bell, Great Paul, was in- 
stalled at St. Paul’s Cathedral. Scal- 
ing 16% tons, this is the largest in 
tne country, Big Ben taking second 
place. 
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Collectors are of the ovinion that 
Big Ben has never been cast in re- 
plica. Officially there is only one re- 
plica and itis bell #52 in the Frank 
Miller collection at Riverside, Calif. 
This facsimile was made to order e- 
specially for Mr. Miller by the firm 
that made Big Ben, and it has exact- 
ly the same tone E as the original. 

The so-called Westminster Peal of- 
ten associated with Big Ben is actu- 
ally played by the four smaller quart- 
er-hour bells in the tower. Nor was 
this tune especially composed for the 
bells in Westminster Tower, as many 
suppose. Some years before it was 
adopted for these bells, it had been 
arranged for a church in Cambridge, 
England, from an air written by Han- 
del. 
There is no evidence to be found 
that Big Ben and its chimes have 
ever been stopped because of illness 
in the Royal Family. They have, how- 
ever, twice been stopped so that Big 
Ben might be tolled for death: first 
for the funeral of King Edward VII 
and second for that of King George 


Incidents of war, weather and hap- 
penstance have been cause for stop- 
page of Big Ben only on rare occa- 
sions; but once every ten years or so 
the great hour bell and its chimes 
are purposely stopped for a general 
overhauling. The present overhauling 
is a more thorough one than usual 
because of the extensive war damage 
to Westminster Tower. 

Repairmen have for many months 
been working upwards toward the top 
of the tower. By the end of 1956 they 
will reach the belfry for two months’ 
work on the bells. Slow, ponderous 
and perhaps unmusical as Big Ben’s 
veteran voice is, it will nevertheless 
be missed while at rest. “Great Tom” 
in St. Paul’s Cathedral will be its 
substitute during this time.

BUTTONS 


“Related Hobbies” 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


In “Hossies” for August, 1954, I 
promised to pursue further the sub- 
ject of “Related Hobbies,” which 
heretofore has been represented prin- 
cipally by groups of related buttons 
and stamps. 

But other hobbies can be similarly 
“tied together,” or used to illustrate 
specialized or topical 1ncerests. 

Button collectors, perhaps, have 
shown the greatest interest in this 
type of collecting and grouping; part- 
ly because buttons, being of many 
styles and substances, lend them- 
selves especially well to exhibition 
with related materials and objects. 
(Such displays have been featured re- 
peatedly at button meetings and 
shows, during the past few years). 

Then, too, many button collectors 
are natural “accumulators.”—I am 
myself—and while they may not “se- 
riously” collect coins, stamps, post 
cards or playing cards: they are very 
likely to have accumulations of all 
these articles—and many others! 
What is more natural, then, than to 
group examples of these hobbies to- 
gether, by subject matter, and thus 
compare likenesses and differences, 
and note how popular subjects have 
been handled and adapted to various 
uses. 

This is the kind of thing one does 
“for fun,” and extremely serious or 
highbrow collectors might look 
askance at “Related Hobbies” as too 
reminiscent of the schoolroom—or 
even the kindergarten! 

But for those hobbyists who frank- 
ly admit that simple enjoyment and 
relaxation are their aim, this bypath 
offers almost unlimited possibilities. 

In my case, it started while I was 
hunting for post cards to give to a 
collector friend. I found so many 
which pictured subjects found on 
buttons, stamps and playing card 
backs that I couldn’t help grouping 
them together, in my mind. Then I 
began to wonder how difficult (or 
how easy) it would be to find the 
same topical subjects featured on all 
four of these “collectables.” 

I soon found that it was easy, and 
in a few hours I had mounted half 
a dozen “related” groups, starting 
with the “Flag Group” here illustra- 
ted. In this typical group, the post 
ca:1 shows the Betsy Ross House, 
wit:. original and later United States 
flags. Betsy and her flag appear on 
one stamp; on the other, an early 
and a later flag drape the portrait of 
Francis Scott Key, who wrote “The 
Star Spangled Banner.” Two flags 
and a bar of the song appear on a 
yair of playing card backs, and the 
flag alone is displayed on a modern 
button. 

Other groups feature Railroad 
Trains, the Capitol, George Washing- 
ton, the Statue of Liberty, the “Old 
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Shown in the above schemes are: a cameo poe ‘bottle, a bax with cameo top, 


a cameo brooch and cameo buttons. 





Man of the Mountain,” etc. The “Cap- 
itol” group is interesting because 
stamp, post card and playing card 
backs are identical in design, all be- 
ing taken from the same photograph. 

Not all subjects are easy to find 
in all adaptations,—for example, I 
could not find the “Old Man” on a 
playing card back, although doubt- 
= he has appeared on one—or soon 
will. 

And since collectors and hobbyists 
are almost invariably people of in- 
telligence and imagination, a wider 
interest in Related Hobbies could re- 
sult in some very ingenious and orig- 
inal arrangements. 

And to those who insist on being 


“serious” about their fun, such a 
project offers opportunities to ac- 
quire knowledge along with enjoy- 
ment,

The Legend of 8:18 


By SILVIO A. BEDINI 


During the past several genera- 
tions there has been much preoccu- 
pation with the origin of the custom 
of setting the hands of dummy clocks 
at 8:18. You probably have noticed 
that almost without exception, the re- 
maining examples of wooden dummy 
clocks displayed to advertise the shop 
of a watchmaker or jeweler have the 
hands painted to tell this time. 

Several legends persist about the 
origin of this usage in various coun- 
tries. The English people generally 
assume that the time told by these 
dummy clocks commemorate the exact 
hour set for the famous Gunpowder 
Plot by Guy Fawkes and his band 
of conspirators. Another version has 
it that 8:18 was the exact moment 
that the Plot was discovered. 

In the United States this hour is 
believed to have been the exact mo- 
ment of the assassination of Presi- 
dent Abraham Lincoln. Others be- 
lieve that 8:18 was the precise mo- 
ment of Lincoln’s death. Both legends

have been elaborated with the addi- 
tion that the first dummy clock was 
painted to tell the time of 8:18 by 
a sign painter who had just heard 
of Linecoln’s death and took this 
means of perpetuating the Presi- 
dent’s memory. 

It is fairly simple to’establish the 
fact that none of these legends can 
be true. Dummy clocks used for shop 
advertisements with the hands paint- 
ed at 8:18 existed during Lincoln’s 
lifetime and before, and cannot be 
attributed in any way to his assassi- 
nation. 

By far the most loyical explana- 
tion of the custom that has been 
proposed is that when the hands are 
placed at 8 and 18, the greatest pos- 
sible amount of the dial is left avail- 
able for the display of advertising 
for the shop owner, which can be 
lettered in to produce a balanced and 
symmetrical arrangement. 

Ten or twelve years ago a recom- 
mendation was made at the conven- 
tion of the United Horological Asso- 
ciation of America that the practice 
be encouraged of painting dummy 
clocks and watches to display the 
hour of 7:55 to commemmorate the 
moment of the Japanese attack on

Pearl Harbor on December 7, 1941. 
This proposal seems to have received 
little encouragement during the en- 
suing decade, and it ts tikely that 
dummy clocks will continue to tell 
the time of 8:18 in the years to 
come.

| Benj. Frothingham and John Seymour, 
| Cabinet Makers of Massachusetts 


This month let us discuss two cab- 
inetmakers of Massachusetts who 
‘rani among the outstanding crafts- 
»men of America—Benjamin Frothing- 
ham of Charlestown and John Sey- 
‘mour of Boston. 
' Benjamin Frothingham was born 
in Boston on April 6, 1734. His fath- 
er, of the same name, was a joiner 
and cabinetmaker with his establish- 
'ment near Milk Street. According to 
available records, however, this shop 
‘was destroyed in the fire of March 
/20, 1760. Benjamin, who had been 
‘born in 1784, spent his apprentice- 
‘ship years in his father’s workshop. 
It is believed, however, that as ear- 
lly as 1756 he was in business for 
Fhimself in Charlestown as in that 
‘year he enlisted in Richara Gridley’s 
Artillery Company and gave Charles- 
town as his address. He had married 
a Mary Deland and they had six 
‘daughters and a son, Benjamin. who 
was to follow in his father’s steps as 
a cabinetmaker, but neither the son, 
Benjamin, nor the father, Benjamin, 
reached the quality of achievement 
that did the second Benjamin. The 
home of this Benjamin Frothingham 
was located on a plot of ground north 
of the engine house and opposite 
Walker Street in Charlestown. : 

After Frothingham’s enlistment in 
Gridley’s ‘Company, he took part in 
the Canadian expedition in April 

/1759, returning to Charlestown Sep- 
tember 30, 1775. He also served on 
various other expeditions until the 
end of the War and at the time of 
his retirement held the rank of Ma- 
jor. He became a member of the So- 
ciety of Cincinnati. 

Upon his return to Charlestown af- 
ter the end of the War, he found that 
his home had been destroyed by the 
British, ang straightway he began 
the building of a new house on the 
same plot of ground. At this new 
ome he was visited by General 
George Washington and this visit is 

own to be the only private call 
Washington ever paid in Charlestown. 

Frothingham is known as the mak-

er of some of the outstanding block 
front furniture in existence today, 
furniture which compares favorably 
with that of John Goddard and John 
Townsend, members of the Newport, 
or Rhode Island School of cabinet- 
makers. The block front furniture of 
Frothingham has characteristics that 
differentiate it from that of the 
Rhode Island group. The blocking of 
the Massachusetts-made furniture has 
a somewhat rounder quality, is sim- 
pler in adornment, and the bird’s 
claws of the claw-and-bail feet turn 
backward in a manner quite unlike 
those of Goddard-Townsend. Neither 
did Frothingham ever use the under- 
cut claw, attempted nowhere in 
America except at Newport. 

One may be quite certain that any 
piece of furniture with reverse-ser- 
pentine lower drawers and round 
blocking of the top drawer came 
from the cabinetmaking shop of Ben- 
jamin Frothingham. Some eight piec- 
es of labeled work have been located 
to date and a study of these has 
made it possible to attribute others 
without a label to him. 

Frothingham used a label in the 
corner of which is “N. H. Scp”, in- 
dicating that Nathaniel Hurd, a 
member of the famous silversmith- 
ing family of Boston, engraved the 
labels for Major Frothingham. The 
earlier labels read “Benj. Frothing- 
ham, Cabbinet Maker in Charlestown, 
N.E.” Later labels omitted the 
gh) B..” 

At Winterthur at Wilmington, De- 
la., there is a labeled mahogany card 
table with white pine and maple lin- 
ing made by Frothingham and bear- 
ing his label. Soft pine seems to have 
been the preferred wood in New Eng- 
land for the interiors of case furni- 
ture. 

In Nutting’s Furniture Treasury, 
Vol. 1, No. 312, there is illustrated a 
block front chest-on-chest which at 
that time was at the Warner House, 
Portsmouth, N. H. This piece is also 
shown in Mrs. Morse’s book. (Fran- 
ces Clary Morse “Furniture of the 


Olden Time,” the Macmillan Co., New 
York City, 1917). At that time it 
was not attributed to Frothingham. 
Since then it has been and is believed 
to have been constructed about 
1760. Recently a similar piece was 
sold at the Parke Bernet Galleries, 
New York City, for $15,000. This was 
a ‘Chippendale carved mahogany bon- 
net-top block front chest-on-chest 
with kneehole. The catalog descrip- 
tion reads as follows: “Mr. Lockwood 
remarks that a chest-on-chest, the 
exact duplicate of the present one 
is in the Warner House, Portsmouth, 
N. H., and that both pieces bear every 
earmark of having been executed by 
the same maker as the chest-on-chest 
originally belonging to Smith & Beck 
of Philadelphia anu illustrated by 
Mr. Luke Vincent Lockwood in his 
“Colonial Furniture in America”, 
Vol. 1, figure 117” 

Frothingham died in 1809 and his 
latest work was in the Hepplewhite 
style ‘which became fashionable in 
America after the Revolution. 


We are just beginning to discover 
many facts about John Seymour of 
Boston but much remains compara- 
tively illusive as to his private life. 
We do not yet know when he was 
born but he came to Boston from 
Portland, Maine, in 1794, accompan- 
ied by his son Thomas. It is believed 
he was born in England and learned 
his craft there, but as yet this has 
not been confirmed. Upon his arrival 
in Boston, he opened a cabinetmak- 
ing shop on Creek Square in associa- 
tion with his son. Their label reads 
“John Seymour & Son, Cabinetmak- 
ers, Creek Square” 

Seymour is considered the great- 
est designer and craftsman of Boston 
after the Revolution. Characteristic 
of his work and considered ag sig- 
nificant as his label is a curious rob- 
in’s egg blue paint used by him on 
compartment interiors. Also charac- 
teristic are his reeded Sheraton-type 
legs, banded inlay and a lunette or, 
half ring pattern inlay on _ top 
edges and skirts.

son Galleries and brought $30,000. 
This had festoons of light wood on 
the tambour shutters with inlays on 
legs and drawers and ring handles 
with plates of decorated Battersea 
enamel. 


As more interest develops in the 
work and lives of these two fine cab- 
inetmakers and as more pieces of 
furniture are definitely attributed to 
them, new facts will doubtless come 
to light that will enlarge our knowl- 
edge of them as individuals and as 
cabinetmakers. Nevertheless, with 
even our limited knowledge today, we 
know that they are among the finest 
cabinetmakers in our land of all time 
and the pieces of furniture attrib- 
uted to them are either carefully en- 
sconced in famous Museum Collec- 
tions or beyond the reach of the aver- 
age collector because of the high 
value placed upon them. Without 
doubt, many pieces are still undiscov- 
ered as they remain in _ private 
homes.

James Poupard was also listed as 
“An engraver owning two properties 
in Lower Delaware Ward, in 1774.” 

He is also listed in 1774 “as pay- 
ing taxes, Chestnut Ward, two serv- 
ants, number of acres, horses and 
heads of cattle. Prov. Tax. City of 
Philadelphia.” Further bits of his 
history are: 

Pennsylvania Archives, October 26, 
1784, Warrantees of Land Pennsyl- 
vania, County of Northumberland 
400 acres. 

Listed as sculptor, of a chart of 
the Gulf Stream, eight inches by ten 
inches (In American Philosophical 
Society Transaction 4° Philadelphia, 
R. Aiken 1786. Vol. 2, pl. 5). Note: 
Accompanying “A letter from Dr. 
Benjamin Franklin. ‘Containing sun- 
dry maritime observations. August 
1785 “Library of Congress.” 

Also engraved by vignette on type- 
metal for the cover pages of The 
Pennsylvania Magazine for January 
and February, 1775. In the latter 
number was the portrait of Goldsmith 
also the work of Poupard. (Engrav-

cluttered, but alive with the treas- 
ures she loved. I stepped first to her 
bedstead, and looking down upon it 
I thought of the wonderful brain that 
had functioned beneath the luxurious 
crop of hair that was Louisa’s pride 
and joy. How many nights she had 
tossed on the pillows of her bed, weav- 
ing the slender threads of her daily 
life into the golden web of imagina- 
tion. Later this would be given to 
a waiting world in another precious 
volume. 

The table on which she wrote many 
of her thoughts, stands at a well 
situated group of windows which fur- 
nished much light as long as day- 
light lasted. Around these windows, 
like a frame May had painted a wide 
dark band, and on this band grew 
a graceful group of colorful flow- 
ers. Certainly this lovely arrangement 
must have rested Louisa’s weary 
eyes, when she could not get out of 
doors. It was on the table before 
this window group that much of the 
manuscript for “Little Women” was 
written, 

Around the walls were  photo- 
graphs and pictures, some framed 
letters and framed sheets from 
manuscripts, and in a desk book- 
case many little mementos were gath- 
ered. One that struck me forcibly 
was an old inkwell, a silent reminder 
of her productive years. On the wall 
beside her bed is a large portrait 
of Louisa showing great strength of 
character, the luminous large eyes 
looking intently into the future, 
which she hoped with all her heart 
to make secure for her beloved fam- 
ily. How well she succeeded her many 
biographers have recorded. 

Next to her portrait hangs ag sin- 
gle sheet of manuscript, a large 
sheet. My heart lilted as I discov- 
ered this sheet for many of her manu- 
scripts shown in a glass case in an- 
other room, were written on smal- 
ler size tablet paper. This sheet was 
lined, and my memory went winging 
to my own Alcott collection, and my 
one single precious lined sheet of 
manuscript, signed with the name 
Louisa in pencil in an upper corner, 
and corrected on the page. It is from 
chapter 6, of “Jack and Jill” and 
captioned “Surprises.” It came to me 
when I purchased a first edition of 
“Little Men.” Its owner was reluc- 
tant to separate one from the other, 
so I purchased both, and how glad 
I am that their previous owner had 
so much foresight. One thing is cer- 
tain, whenever I come on this single 
sheet I can mount my magic carpet 
and once again visit “Louisa’s room.” 

As I retraced my steps I turned 
again into the room of Abba May and 
Bronson Alcott, from whom Louisa 
had inherited her great talents. From 
her mother determination and stead- 
fastness, from her father a great 
imagination, the power to dream, 
and the facility for putting those 
dreams into words. 

I left “Orchard House” with keen 


regret, for I would have loved the 
clock to stand still awhile, but one 
of these days I am going back, and 
let me assure any of you who visit 
this old house, that there is also an 
old fashioned welcome from the hos- 
tesses who are today so ably keep- 
ing alive the “old traditions.” 

When the opportunity presents it- 
self and I can return to ‘Concord, 
I will still have much to look for- 
ward to, for it is alive in history. 
Here was fired “The Shot Heard 
Round the World,’ where much of 
our liberty was defended. Here, too, 
through Concord streets walked many 
eminent scholars, as Emerson, Tho- 
reau, Hawthorne, Alcott and many of 
their famous contemporaries, schol- 
ars all, who literally “Left Their 
Footprints On The Sands Of Time.” 

I am looking forward to a stay at 
the Colonial Inn, where Mrs. Van 
Ness and I enjoyed a delicious lunch- 
eon before going on to “Orchard 
House.” In part, this Inn was once 
the home of the Thoreau family. It 
is now an up to the minute hostelry, 
with all the lure of the “Old Days” 
everywhere in sight, and with all the 
comforts of the present day close at 
hand. 

My second request was to attend a 
New England auction, and the fol- 
lowing day an auction was in the 
offing. As Mr. Van Ness left for 
business he wished us luck, and hoped 
I’d find my 1868 Alcott. We were 
soon on our way, and as we left the 
house I stopped for a moment at 
the picturesque old well, between the 
house and barn, and leaning over 
it I, too, made a wish for Collector’s 
Luck. 

The auction was held at a farm 
some miles away, and the residue 
from the contents of the home which 
had already been sold were stacked 
inthe barn, but it was a beautiful 
day, and the crowd were seated out 
in the yard under the trees. The 
auction was already in progress and 
we had no time to look over the many 
articles. However, the things that 
to me spoke eloquently of long cold 
winters, were the many pairs of snow 
shoes, skis, and the old fashioned 
ice skates that I well remember. 
Also the fine old sleds and toboggans, 
and I revelled again at the fine 
healthy sports that the preceeding 
generations of this family had en- 
joyed. 

So many items that had seen plen- 
ty of usage but showed good care, 
came from the old barn. One item 
was a doctor’s sleigh, and doubtless 
at least one pair of snow shoes had 
gone along on the doctor’s sleigh. 
Snow packed roads leading to iso- 
lated farms were often difficult to 
negotiate, and the handy snow shoes 
paved the way for emergency calls. 
Another item that attracted great 
attention was a Franklin stove. 
There was active bidding on this old 
piece, and finally persistence won, 
and the old stove was carried off 
by its happy new owners. Perhaps it 
is being advertised for some deserv- 
ing collector in this issue of Hobbies. 
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Then boxes of books began to ap- 
pear, and in these I was definitely 
interested. One box after anothe 
was swiftly snapped up. Finally one 
box came out on the top of whicl 
the auctioneer dropped a red bor 
dered fringed linen runner that he 
had been holding on his lap for som« 
time, and which I had been eagerly) 
watching. Here was an item [ want 
ed—to join my red bordered fringed 
towels that I use for bureau scarfs, 
together with a red, green and white 
appliqued quilt on my Jenny Lin 
Tester bed, during the Christmas 
Holidays. 

That box I MUST have, so I bic 
quickly, several others having the 
same idea. Finally it was knocked 
down to me, for many in the crowd 
knew that the box was mostly filled 
with old text books that had seen 
duty years ago. There were however, 
a few boys’ books, and an eager young 
lad sitting close by looked longingly 
toward them. I knew they would find 
a good home so I passed them on to 
him, Then came a few girls books 
which went to my hostesses’ little 
grandchild. Just as I was about to 
turn away, at the very bottom of the 
box, the name “ALCOTT” sprang 
before my eyes... NO... it was 
not the sought after 1868, but a later 
book which I recognized from the 
style of cover. It was Louisa May Al- 
cott’s Proverb Stories, copyrighted in 
1882, published by Roberts Broth- 
ers. I already had an earlier three 
“Proverb Stories” copyrighted by Lor- 
ing in 1868 and containing three of the 
early stories, but this present issue 
contained in addition several of her 
earlier stories. To say I was delight- 
ed would be putting it mildly, for 
here was an “Alcott” I did not have. 
I opened it to examine the publish- 
ers’ date, and on the preliminary 
leaves what should I find but an af- 
fixed autograph of L. M. Alcott. It 
had evidently been cut from a per- 
sonal letter and pasted in this book. 
I knew the unusual writing well. 
How I would love to know the his- 
tory of this book. Had it been sent 
as a gift by Louisa to a friend? 
Had it been accompanied by a per- 
sonal signed letter, and had the sig- 
nature alone been retained for senti- 
mental reasons? I shall never know 
the answer, so it will always remain 
a tantalizing mystery, 

However, I believe I am happier 
over this find than I would have been 
over the 1868 volume. for it is a 
more personalized item. and I still 
have the lure of hunting down the 
elusive 1868 edition of “Little Wom- 
en.” 

My hostess also ran into wonderful 
luck as you would agree were you 
there to see the many lures packed 
into the modern blue station wagon, 
which when we returned home sailed 
into the enveloping walls of this fas- 
cinating old barn. Later these were 
unloaded, exclaimed over, and_ set 
into one of the stalls together with 
a few of my own lures. But of these

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American Shaded Wares 
of the late 19th Century 


By ALBERT CHRISTIAN REVI 


Of the various kinds of glass pro- 
duced in erica in the latter 
part of the 19th Century the shaded 
wares appear to have evoked the most 
interest. Perhaps the seemingly 
mysterious shading of one color into 
another has been responsible for this 
enthusiasm. The delicate blending of 
colors appear to be the work of an 
alchemist rather than the labor of 
just an ordinary man, and in truth 
no ordinary worker in glass was res- 
ponsible for these popular wares. 

The shaded glasses were the re- 
sult of a great deal of experiment 
and toil by such men as Joseph Locke 
and Edward D. Libbey of the New 
England Glass Works; Frederick S. 
Shirley of ine Mt. Washington Glass 
Company; and William Leighton, Jr. 
of Hobbs, Brocunier & Company. 

Josept Locke’s Amberina has been 
generally accepted as the first shaded 
ware although shaded and bi-colored 
glass was being produced prior to 
July 24th, 1883, the date of Mr. 
Locke’s patent forsAmberina. Locke 
goes into great detail in relating the 
method of producing his homogeneous 
shaded glass of transparent quality 
and illustrates his Letters Patent 
with a champagne tumbler. In Mr. 
Locke’s patent he describes how other 
wares could be produced from es- 
sentially the same gold-ruby batch 
by substituting other coloring agents 
(i.e. cobalt or oxide of copper) for 
the uranium compound used to make 
Amberina. Such substitutions pro- 
duced wares shading from blue to 
red, and green to red and purple. 
Specimens of glass fitting these des- 
eriptions have already been found 
in quantity. 

On November 138th, 1883, Joseph 
Locke patented a glass globe for 
lighting fixtures made of his popular 
Amberina glass. Mr. Locke’s purpose 
in producing such a globe was to 
“soften or modify the light passing 
through a glass globe, and also gain 
pleasant effects in color on surround- 
ing objects.” The patent is illustra- 


ted with a rather ornate globe fluted 
at the slender top and with im- 


pressions or indentations all around 
its bulbous base. The neck has been 
embellished with an applied rigaree 
or twisted-rope of glass. The illus- 
tration more resembles a vase typi- 
cal of the period than a lamp chim- 


ney. 

—_ on, July 29th, 1884, Letters 
Patent were issued to Edward D. 
Libbey covering a method for pro- 
ducing cut pieces of Amberina. ‘The 
blanks for such articles were so sha- 
ded that the ruby color was developed 
on the outer surface only. When 
the design was cut into the outer 
surface of the article the lighter 
color of amber on the inner surface 
of the object showed through the 
design. Pressed wares of a similar 
character were produced later, how- 
ever, they do not have the mark 
of quality found in cut and polished 
pieces of Amberina. 

Exclusive use of the trade-name 
“Amberina” was given to Edward 
D. Libbey July 29th, 1884. Included 
in Mr. Libbey’s trade-mark applica- 
tion was a fac-simile of his label. 
The oval-shaped paper label read, 
“N.E.G.W. AMBERINA.” 

Edward D. Libbey patented a pro- 
cess for manufacturing an ornamental 
glassware on June 15th, 1886, which 
in every detail of his description 
identifies it as Plated Amberina. Mr. 
Libbey explained that his ware could 
be produced by gathering on an iron 
(blowpipe) an opal or opalescent glass 
and plating it with a sensitive metal 
of a gold-ruby compound. In para- 
graph 6, lines 59 to 66 of Libbey’s 
patent he states, “I desire it to be 
understood that I may, if desired, 
add to the ruby-glass mixture cobalt, 
which would give to the part of the 
plating not reheated, as herein pro- 
vided for, a blue color; and so if 
uranium were used that part of the 
plating not reheated would be yellow. 
The addition of other oxides and 
coloring materials would produce 
other colors.” Libbey also explained 
how by substituting the opal glass 
used for the body of his ware with 
a glass of a blue, or canary, or green 


color, would produce interesting and 
beautiful effects in the finished pro- 
duct. The specimen shown in _ the 
drawing that accompanies Libbey’s 
patent does not have the usual ribbed 
effect found in almost all pieces of 
Plated Amberina, however, in a 
subsequent patent issued to Joseph 
Locke July 18th, 1886, a pattern- 
molded example does appear in a 
drawing that illustrates his Letters 
Patent. Mr. Locke patented a ware 
that would be most accurately des- 
cribed as Wild Rose Peach Blow 
cased with Rubena-Crystal. In this 
instance the reheating of the two 
sensitive metals plated one upon the 
other produced a ware showing at 
portions thereof, both externally and 
internally, a developed red color due 
to the presence of the gold used in 
both batches. 

A thorough search of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce files failed to pro- 
duce any Letters Patent issued to 
Frederick S. Shirley of the Mt. Wash- 
ington Glass Company for a ware 
similar to Joseph Locke’s Amberina, 
however, it is well known that such 
a glassware was produced by them 
at about the same time. I did unearth 
a trade-mark and trade-name issued 
to Frederick Shirley May 25th, 1886, 
for “Glassware and fancy glass arti- 
cles having colors shading into each 
other.” The oval-shaped label shown 
in the accompanying drawing read, 
“Mt.W.G.Co., Rose Amber, Patent Ap- 
plied For.” Mr. Shirley claimed that 
he had been using this trade-name 
on glass of his manufacture since 
August ist, 1884. 

In an interview I had with Joseph 
Locke’s daughter, Mrs. R. J. William- 
son, I asked her about the reported 
controversy between the New England 
Glass Company and Mt. Washington 
over the use of the trade-name “Am- 
berina.” She said that she knew of 


no such difficulties and she had never 
heard her father speak of it either. 
I also asked her about the name 
“Peach Blow” in reference to what is 
now called “New England Peach

Mr. Locke’s daughter stated that her 
father always used the term “Peach 
Blow” whenever he was speaking of 
this shaded ware. 

On March 2nd, 1886, Letters Patent 
were issued to Edward D. Libbey 
covering his process for producing 
“Wild Rose Peach Blow.” Mr. Libbey 
related how by adding a gold-ruby 
compound to an opal glass batch he 
produced his exquisitely shaded pro- 
duct. It is interesting to note the 
following in paragraph 10, lines 58 
to 64 of Libbey’s patent for New 
England Peach Blow. “By methods 
and means familiar to all practical 
glass-makers the opaque glass mix- 
ture may be made to present various 
colors — as, for instance, the addi- 
tion of a little uranium to the mixture 
will produce an opaque glass of a 
yellow color, while copper or cobalt 
will produce a blue color.” The 
addition of uranic oxide or cobalt 
to the opaque opal batch containing 
a gold-ruby compound would, when 
reheated in portions thereof, have 
produced a ware identical in every 
respect to Burmese and Mt. Wash- 
ington Peach Blow. This would have 
infringed on Frederick Shirley’s pat- 
ent dated some three months prior 
and it is doubtful, in view of these 
facts, that Libbey would have produc- 
ed such similar glassware. 

An interesting variation of Mr. 
Libbey’s Peach Blow glass was pro- 
duced by treating it with a process 
for ornamenting glass articles that 
was patented by Joseph Lucke Jan- 
uarv 18th, 1887. Mr. Locke explained 
how after covering an article on the 
outer surface, either wholly or par- 
tially, with a métallic stain, or min- 
eral color, he spattered or daubed on 
a volatile liquid, such as alcohol, nap- 
tha, or benzine, which produced an ir- 
ridescent spotted or mottled appear- 
ance on the surface of the glass. 
Often times the exposed spots left by 
the action of the quicklv-evaporating 
liquid on the stained surface of the 
glass were filled-in with a blue met- 
tallic stain. Collectors have long since 
discovered that the straw-colored and 
blue metallic stains used to decor- 
ate Pomona ylass were also employ- 
ed in producing “Agata.” The stained 
surface of the glass was made per- 
manent by firiag the article in a suit- 
able kiln or muffle. Agata very close- 
ly resembles the Sunderland lustre 
produced in Joseph Locke’s native 
England. It is quite possible that the 
New England Glass Works wished to 
imitate the mottled appearance of 
this pottery in their glassware. Col- 
lectors of early Wedgwood wares 
will note that the iridescent mottl- 
ing of Agata glass is quite similar 
to Josiah Wedgwood’s “Moonstone” 
glaze. 

One of the most popular shaded 
wares of the 19th-Century was Fred- 
erick S. Shirley’s “Burmese.” To a 
base metal of opaque uranium-yellow 
glass Mr. Shirley added a gold-ruby 
compound. The reheating of portions 
of the article brought about a very 
leasing color effect of sulphur-yel- 
ow shading to a salmon-pink or deep 
rose. Included in Mr. Shirley’s Let- 
ters Patent was his formula for pro-

ducing a glass known today as “Mt. 
Washington Peach Blow.” It also 
expls‘ned his process for manufactur- 
ing glass that shaded from pea-green 
to rose or purnle in the reheated 
portions. This latter ware very like- 
ly was not produced to any great ex- 
tent, although many specimens can 
be found in an all-green state. Let- 
ters Patent covering these processes 
are dated December 15th, 1885. 

The presentation of some articles 
in Burmese glass to Queen Victoria 
of England prompted Messrs. Thos. 
Webb & Sons to purchase a license 
from the Mt. Washington Glass Com- 
pany allowing them to produce this 
ware at their works in Stourbridge, 
England. Almost all the pieces of 
this ware manufactured by Webb 
were marked with an incised_acid- 
etched mark which read “Queens 
Burmese Ware, Patented.” 

The controversial issue of who first 
used the term “Peach Blow” in refer- 
ence to shaded glassware seems to be 
answered for us in trade-mark and 
trade-name papers issued to Freder- 
ick S. Shirley July 20th, 1886. The 
papers illustrate two labels Mr. Shir- 
ley intended using on his wares. One 
was an oblong with certain hiero- 
glvphic characters and the words 
“Peach Blow.” The other was a round 
label with hieroglyvhic characters 
and the words “Peach Skin.” Mr. 
Shirley claimed that he had been 
using the term Peach Blow” for glass 
articles of his manufacture since July 
Ist, 1885. 

On October 19th, 1886, a trade- 
mark and trade-name was issued to 
B. D. Baldwin & Company of Chicago, 
Illinois. This trade-mark was illus- 
trated with a fac-simile of the Mor- 
gan Peach Blow vase, complete with 
its griffin stand, and the words 
“Peach Blow” in bold lettering across 
the body of the vase. The trade-mark 
appeared on cosmetics of every des- 
cription produced by Mr. Baldwin’s 
firm. 

In my searching through the De- 
partment of Commerce’s miles and 
miles of patent files I found Jetters 
Patent issued to Frederick S. Shirley 
June 29th, 1886, in which he related 
his processes for producing shaded 
and bi-colored articles of glass in 
cased glass, satinglass and pearlware 
(mother-of-pearl). The patent is a 
very lengthy one consisting of several 
vages of »rinted description as well 
as line drawings illustrating Mr. 
Shirlev’s discoveries. I continued, 
searching diligently for a similar 
patent issued to Joseph Webb of Bea- 
ver, Pennsylvania, however, I found 
none dated any earlier than July 6th, 
1886. Mr. Webb’s patent followed very 
closely Mr. Shirley’s description for 
producing Pearlware with but a slight 
variation in the method of manufac- 
turing this ornamental glassware. An- 
other patent issued to Joseph Webb, 
and more or less reiterating his earl- 
ier patent, was dated May 17th, 1887. 
Still another patent describing an 
even more intricate method for pro- 
ducing Pearlware was issued to Webb 
March 6th, 1888. From this we must 


conclude that it was Frederick Shir- 
ley who first patented the process for 
producing this popular collectible in 
America. 

A painstaking search of the De- 
partment of Commerce files has fail- 
ed to produce a patent issued to Wil- 
liam Leighton, Jr., or Hobbs, Bro- 
cunier & Company covering a process 
for manufacturin~ their “Wheeling 
Peach Blow” glass. This does not 
mean that one does not exist, al- 
though if it does exist it would very 
closely conform to the process patent- 
ed by Edward D. Libbey on June 15th, 
1886 


Letters Patent for an opalescent 
hob-nail glassware were issued joint- 
ly to William Leighton, Jr., and Wil- 
liam F. Russell June 1st, 1886. While 
such a product is not generally accept- 
ed as a shaded glassware its prin- 
ciple method of manufacture is some- 
what the same. 

At about the same time that shad- 
ed glassware was being produced in 
quantity in America the firms of 
Thos. Webb & Sons. and Stevens & 
Williams of England were manufac- 
turing shaded ware which they 
termed “Peach Glass” or “Peach 
Bloom.” Webb’s peach glass was dés-

and Glass Gazette for 1885 as “A new 
art glass—a delicate blend of colour 
shaded so as to resemble the peach.” 
The peach glass produced by Thos. 
Webb & Sons very closely resembles 
the Hobbs, Brocunier product in that 
it has a body of opaque-white glass 
cased or plated wi a sensitive 
metal and shades from cherry-red to 
yellow. Stevens & Williams peach 
glass is a plated ware whose outer 
skin is a sensitive gold-ruby glass 
shading from raspberry-red to pink. 
In my talks with Mr. H. S. Williams- 
Thomas, Director of Stevens & Wil- 
liams, he referred to this ware as 
“Peach Bloom.” 

The glass manufactory of Baccarat 
in France also produced shaded glass- 
ware in the latter part of the 19th 
Century. One of these wares is known 
to collectors as “Baccarat Amberina;” 
the other very closely resembles Mr. 
Libbey’s Peach Blow and shades from 
@ creamy opaque-white to a pale 
opaque-pink or rose color in the re- 
heated portions of the article. Both 
of these wares are homogeneous and 
quite often they are marked “Bacc- 
arat - Depose” or simply “Depose.” 

‘he collector who has the time and 
the initiative to search through the 
files of the Department of Commerce 
will find it a worthwhile occupation 
that will pay rich dividends in ac- 
quiring intormation relative to the 
types of glass in which they are most 
interested.

THE OLD APOTHECARY SHOP by 
Serry Wood. Century House, Watkins 
Glen, N.Y. 1956. 52 pp. 

When America was a boisterous, 
healthy, growing infant among na- 
tions, there was no time to look back 
and no history to look back to, if time 
had permitted. A sign of maturity 
in a country is when it begins to be 
interested in its past and to be curious 
about the way in which certain de- 
velopments came about. No doubt 
this century will be the beginning 
of greater interest in preserving the 
shrines and relics of the past and in 
growth of new museums for preserva- 
tion of the worthwhile antiquities. 
Books and magazines have a similar 
appeal. Even “popular” magazines 
like LIFE recently had some articles 
about early American implements. So 
as life settles down there is more 
time for leisure and reflection about 
the best in our past. 

“The Old Apothecarv Shop” is one 
of a series of books on early occupa- 
tions being published by Century 
House, publishers of books pertaining 
to early Americana. Although brief, 
it is highly interesting and informa- 
tive. There are illustrations of old 
apothecary items and advertisements 
and photographs of restorations at 
various museums in the nation. One 
can still find drug stores who base 
their business on dispensing of drugs 
vrincipally. A case in point is Sar- 
gent’s Drug Store in Chicago which 
has been in business 103 years and 
has a reputation for being outstand- 
ing in the field. Pride in its long 
past is shown by the large apothe- 
cary jars in the window filled with 
colored liquid and the old mortars 
and pestles and scales on display in- 
side. No doubt you know of similar 
stores in your own localities, where 
past and presente meet. The Pure 
Food and Drug Act passed early in 
this century put an end to the harm- 
less but useless patent medicines and 
their monstrous claims but the mov- 
ing spirit lives on as witness the 
high powered ads in print and radio 
and TV commercials. The psychology 
is the same. Human nature never 
changes only the outside accoutre- 
ments. You will find this to be a 
charming and nostalgic book.

The History of the English Puppet 


Theatre by George Speaight. Published 
by John de Graff, Inc., W. 23 St., 
New York 10, N,. Y. 350 pages, Price $5.50 


This is a story of the English pup- 
pet theatre. It begins with the an- 
cient Greek and Roman mimes, masks 
and puppets, which last Mr. Speaight 
defines as complete’ masks “since the 
human actor is withdrawn.” He trac- 
es briefly Pulcinella, the Italian 
comic puppet as he crossed into 
France to become Polichinelle, and 
as he arrived in England to become 
Punchinello, 


But here Mr. Speaight makes a 
sound case of a puppet of similar 
comic qualities, typically English, 
that preceded the Italian version 
from the timeless folklore of the 
English people and eventually be- 
came the idol of the English puppet 
world as Punch, with his shrewish 
wife, Judy. 

Mr. Speaight discusses puppets in 
Europe from Socrates to Louis XIV, 
including the minstrels and religi- 
ous dramas. In England he shows 
that puppets were popular before the 
Elizabethan Age. 

He discusses the most famous pup- 
pet show directors, the torm of the 
show and number of characters typ- 
ically used, as well as their appear- 
ance, how they were made and how 
they were worked, their sizes, and 
the kind of stages or theaters in 
which they were shown. 

He touches on the shadow shows 
of the East, the Moving Picture or 
Musical Clock of Mr. Pinchbeck “com- 
posed of cut out flat pictures moved 
across the landscape by clock work 
machinery,” and the painted glass 
lantern slides of the Italians. 

His description of a glove puppet 
booth is typical of the rich informa- 
tion in the book... . “one man stands 
inside the frame holding the pup- 
pets on his hands above his head. 
To keep the action going and avoid 
leaving the stage emnty. .. the chief 
character ... remains in sight of 
the audience . . . on the operator’s 
right hand while a succession of oth- 
er characters is introduced on his 
Git. as 3 
Back of the book notes and appen- 
dices give sources, puppet showmen 
in England from 1600 to 1914, and 
the list of plays performed by pup- 
pets. It is a rich book for scholars of 
the puppet theatre, and a tangy 
glimpse of the England of those days 
with the people who made up the 
“theatre going crowd” in building or 
street or at the fairs. It is a book 


worth having.

Price Guide to Pattern Glass, Revised, 
by Ruth Webb Lee. Published by M. 
Barrows & Company, Inc., 1955. 331 
pages. Price $3.95. 

In the twenty-four chapters of 
this book the patterns and prices of 
old lass are covered with amaz- 
ing thoroughness. Chapter 2, for in- 
stance, covers the Colonial Group; 
Chapter 8, Other Pittsburgh Pat- 
terns; Chapter 4, The Ribbed Group; 
Chapter 6, Bull’s Eye and Contem- 
porary Patterns; Chapter 7, The Pat- 
terns of the sixties, thus on through 
the Leaf, the Stippled, the‘ ‘Color 
Group, and others, ending with the 
Milk Glass Group. The forms are tak- 
en from Early American Pressed 
Glass in which the designs are fully 
illustrated and the authentic historv 
of each pattern given when available. 

As Mrs. Lee says in her Introduc- 
tion. Collectors are often puzzled at 
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the differences in prices which deal- 
ers advertise. But as “the genuine 
old glassware becomes even more 
rare” it becomes a matter of supply 
and demand, “It may be noted that 
the contents of dealers’. shelves have 
been diminishing,” Mrs. Lee says. 
“In their efforts to fill orders” they 
have had “to pay higher and higher 
prices.” But, as she reassuringly 
points out, pattern glass, over the 
years, “has proved to be a sound in- 
vesiment.” 

Mrs. Lee’s aim is not to establish 
a set price, as that, she feels, should 
be governed by the quantity and the 
market. She wants to set a standard 
so dealers will have some idea of 
what to pay and what to charge for 
a fair profit. 

Leafing through the book, identify- 
ing favorite patterns and gleaning 
their general market value is a joy 
and an education. Ruth Webb Lee 
lives in Farmingham Center, Massa- 
chusetts, in an old house filled with 
her beloved antiques. For years she 
has studied, collected and written 
about antique glass. No more au- 
thoritative or practical book could be 


found.

They 
carry on a collecting and selling 
business for old books, pamphlets and 
broadsides.

WHERE THE MEADOW LARK CALLS 
by Verne A. Wheeless, Pageant Fress 
inc., 130 West 42nd St., New York 36,

Here is the tale of a country boy 
and the life he lived in the latter 
part of the 19th and early 20th cen- 
iury. Strictly speaking it should not 
be called a “tale” but rather a bio- 
graphical sketch or reminiscences of 
the author as they are told about 
his own childhood. The book, how- 
ever, does not follow the usual bio- 
graphical pattern, i.e. from childhood 
‘o manhood in that order, but the in- 
cidents are mostly of the early period 
of the author’s life with the stories 
voven in at random, or so it seems 
in the reading. The telephone was be- 
ng ordered by a few “progressive” 
souls of the day and the folks were 
not at all sure that the horseless 
carriage was here to stay. One will 
‘augh at the first experience of the 
family with modern plumbing which 
was another new invention—rather 
bewildering at first. As the author 
was reared on a farm he was less 
exposed to these new fangied inven- 
tions than the city folks of the period. 
However, he enjoyed a full and 
active boyhood with experiences, 
some not so pleasant at the time, but 
which can now bring forth a hearty 
chuckle and no doubt enrich the mem- 
ries of those who experienced these 
adventures, and similar ones. 

Differences between the way of 
life of that period and our own are 
marked and there is room for much 
speculation as to whether the earlier, 
simpler mode of living made a better 
brand of citizen than the present 
modern life does. A nostalgic book 
that will appeal to those who remem- 
ber the recent past and to these lov- 
ers of Americana who enjoy reading 
about the bygone days.

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Staffordshire Ware 


The Districts in Staffordshire 
known as the “potteries” covered an 
area of 10 miles, comprising Stoke- 
on-Trent, Hanley, Cobridge, Etruria, 
Burslem, Fenton, Tunstall, Longport, 
Shelton, Lane End, ete. 

The Staffordshire potters are said to 
have begun with Enoch Wood, “The 
Father of Pottery,” who started busi- 
ness in 1784, and made every kind 
of table ware. After the Revolution 
he turned out quantities of service- 
able pottery, and made things espe- 
cially for the American market, using 
historical scenes and events which 
would appeal to the American house- 
wife, 

The deep rich blue Staffordshire 
that is so cherished today was orig- 
inally made to sell for very little, 
and all Staffordshire potters used it 
with great success. Much of the de- 
sign known as “Flow Blue,” having 
various patterns of flowers, geometric 
designs. etc., was sent to America. 

The Willow patterns, which almost 
every English potter nas produced at 
some time or other, varied in color 
from the fine old blue to a reddish 
tint, becoming almost a purple. 

In England the Wood family, 
Ralph, Aaron and Enoch were es- 
pecially famous for their busts and 
figurines. 

Very few of their flatware pieces 
are marked, those that were, were im- 
pressed with a circular mark one 
inch in diameters In the center was 
an eagle with a shield. Underneath 
were the words “Semi-china.” Sur- 
rounding this were the words “E, 
Wood & Sons, Burslem, Warranted.” 

Sometimes a blue mark was added 
with the name of the scene, an eagle 
with a branch in his talons, and a 
scroll flowing from his mouth bear- 
ing the words “E Pluribus Unum,” 

Borders were important also, and 
would be as distinctive as the mark 
itself. Enoch Wood selected sea shells, 
and had two arrangements. 1. the 
scene was enclosed in a circle, with 
cockle shells on the boraer. The title 
appeared on the back. 2. The scene 
appeared in an irregular opening, 
with a shell border, minus the cockles. 
The title appeared on the face. One 
of his special scenes was the ship 
“Cadmus” which bruught Lafayette 
to this country in 1824. 

In 1790, the Wood organization 
changed its name to Wood & Cald- 


well, and James Caldwell was taken 
into partnership. This arrangement 
lasted two years and the name was 
again changed to Enoch Wood & Co.

In 1818, it was again changed to 
Enoch Wood & Sons.

The name “Wood” alone is found 
on some ware in the period before 
the sons were taken into partner- 
ship. E. W. & S. is found on some, 
printed in black, or in the color of 
the design on the face of the ware. 

The largest part of the china made 
by the Wood family bears the name 
Enoch, or E. Wood & Sons, either 
= or impressed in blue on the 
back,

The Wood family made many 
American scenes and_ historical 
events including Niagara Falls, Hud- 
son River, Erie Canal, from sketch- 
es and prints. In 1820 the entire din- 
ner service used at a banquet com- 
memorating the settlement of New 
England (200 years), in Boston, was 
made by Enoch Wood & Sons in Eng- 
land, and decorated with the scene 
of the Landing of the Pilgrims. Re- 
ligious scenes were also popular.

Other potters of this district were 
Ralph and James Clews. 


—~— 


In 1808 potteries were established 
at Cobridge, Staffordshire, England, 
by Bucknall & Stevenson. Very little 
is known of Ralph Stevenson, but his 
views and designs were choice and 
interesting.

The firm of E. T. Phillips & Co. is 
also little known, but they are be- 
lieved to have had potteries at Long- 
port, Staffordshire about 1830. Their 
mark was E. & G. P.

About 1830 to 1850 a potter named 
'‘Clementson had the Sydenham pot- 
teries and made Ironstone signing it 
Sydenham J. Clementson.

Riley is another name connected 
with these potters. 

J. & R. Riley made the universal 
Willow pattern. The name is im- 
pressed or the lettering is “Riley 
semi-china.” This willow ware was 
first made at the Caughley Pottery 
which later became the Salopian 
Works. It was first put on porcelain 
about 1780. 


—O— 

About 1829 the Dale Hall Works 
at Burslem changed hands. Mayer 
Bros. bought it from Joseph Stubbs. 
His mark is impressed T. Mayer, 
“Warranted,” and. Stone Stafford- 
shire with an eagle. In addition there 
is impressed an eagle in blue with a 
ribbon in its mouth bearing the in- 
scription E. Pluribus Unum. It bears 
a branch in one claw and bolts in 
the other, with a background of 13 
stars. 

—~O— 

The original works of Wm. Adams 
& Sons were at Stoke, which opened 
early in 1800. Some years later they 
built works at Tunstall and Green- 
field. William Adams had been a pu- 
pil of Josiah Wedgwood, and after 
his deatl., Adams had settled at Tun- 
stall, producing many articles of 
Jasper and Basalt. His mark was his 
name impressed, or a peculiar border 
design of interlaced circles. 

eC) eee 

Another important firm of Staf- 
fordshire potters was that of J. J. 
Jackson. They made many designs in 
red, mulberry and brown, light blue 
and black. They made no dark blue 
ware, No record is found of this ware 
after 1845. 

Between 1810 and 18386 several 
Staffordshire potters began using 
dark blue and various colors in Amer- 
ican designs. Rogers Bros., later 
Rogers, father and son, were one of 
these firms. 

The firm of J.B. F.M. & Thos. 
Ford. Each man made a single de- 
sign. J.B. signed the Texas Cam- 
paign; FM., the American Marine; 
and Thos. Ford “America.” 

Under unknown makers some very 
fine pieces have been found, in old 
dark blue, with scenes of ships, his- 
torical events, railroads, etc. 

The American Flag was popular, 
and the English were anxious to 
please American markets.

L. L. Thwing, one of HosBIEs sub- 
scribers, writes of his visit to the 
birthplace of America’s iron and 
steel industry at Saugus, Mass., on 
the winding Saugus River, ten miles 
north of Boston. 

The ironworks, known in Colonial 
times as Hammersmith, was busy as 
a beehive well over a century be- 
fore the Revolutionary war. Resto- 
ration took soMe six years, and one 
and a half million dollars. It was 
done by the iron and steel industry 
and the First Iron Works Association 
Inc., so future generations might 
know and appreciate the beginnings 
of the vital American industry. 

Along the river are wharf and 
warehouse, blast furnace, forge, and 
rolling and slitting mill. The forge 
is in part rebuilt with original 
stones. In such a forge cast iron 
“sow” bars from the furnace were 
reheated and “beaten” into useable 
wrought iron. Heavy tongs such as 
were used for handling these “sows” 
are shown at one of the forge’s 
large hearths, as is also a giant 
forge hammer. Visitors are amazed 
at the waterwheels and paddles that 
ran the rolling and slitting mill. 

The ironmaster’s house, three- 
storied with gables, and with typical 
New England overhang on one side 
of the second story, is one of Amer- 
ica’s oldest homes. It stands on high- 
er land, and its room names and con- 
tents, typical of ‘Colonial days, charm 
people. 


There is the Great Room, the 
Weaving Room, and best of all the 
Keeping Room with its vast fireplace, 
its iron firedogs, pothooks and _ pots, 
and its drying shoes and boots. Hang- 
ing from the rafters before it are 
the important herbs for cooking and 
medicines, and the seeds for next 
year’s crops. Beside it stands a stur- 
dy captain’s chair, and opposite from 
it, a tall ladderback chair. Candle- 
holders and candle moulds and a 
world of other obiects from the long 
past would delight any fancier of 
Americana, 

Near the ironmaster’s house is a 
museum now which holds relics ex- 
cavated from the site of the iron- 
works. These include sections of a wa- 
ter wheel and tools hammered from 
iron by those leather-skirted indus- 
trial giants who took the simple raw 
materials of the new land and_re- 
created them into building materials, 
machinery and tools that sparked a 
maior industry and helped conquer a 
continent. 

The Saugus Ironworks Restoration 
is open every day except Monday, 
according to the information sent us 
by Mr. Thwing who says, “It’s quite 
a place.” A small entrance fee is 
charged and trained guides bring this 
Colonia] industry “back to life” for 
the historically imaginative and the 
enthusiastic antiqueer.

Here are 
hobbies by the square feet—-22,000 
at that, in all. 


Spectacular Contrasts 


“What is to be seen here? Well, 
a hobby can be something com- 
paratively small and unassuming, 
or it can be a fabulous collection 
of priceless originals in any field. 
In the former group you can see 
the world’s largest collection of 
metal match boxes; and in con- 
trast there can be seen the most 
valued collection of cut glass in 
America. 

“The Crystal Room is one of the 
most brilliant and most popular 
rooms in the entire museum, Here 
is a world calculated to dazzle 
the most earth-bound creature. As 
you step into the shadowy room, 
opened only upon request, your 
guide opens the light and you 
stand amid shimmering crystal 
cataracts of glass, an Eldorado 
realized by the flick of a switch. 
Every object suddenly becomes em- 
blazoned with sparkling magnifi- 
cence. This writer has never for 
gotten the sight—a crystal world 
of table lamps, chandeliers, break- 
fronts and servers and cabinets 
thronged with fruit bowls, vas#s, 
wine glasses and ‘objects d’art’ 
frosted to perfection m a room 
of beauty found only in fairy 
tales. 


Specialty Rooms and Antiques 

“Many such rooms are set aside 
for carved wood, dolls, quilts, but- 
tons, stamps, coins, parasols and 
Indian relics. In the many general 
exhibit rooms appear the large, 
small and novelty collections, some 
of great intrinsic value, others of 
interest by their very nature. As 
an illustration, those seeking an-

“Or delight your sense of beau- 
ty by inspecting the collection of 
old and rare Capo di Monte porce- 
lain. This porcelain was _ hand- 
made in the early 1700’s in a fac- 
tory founded by Charles II of 
Spain, near Naples. The factory 
long ago ceased operation and 
this magnificent display at the 
Lightner Museum is one of the few 
examples known to exist. The fig- 
ured and flowered jewel casks and 
massive urns and vases are a con- 
noisseur’s delight. Each object has 
a colorful and delicate over-all de- 
sign. 


Statuettes and Inventions 

“Fascinating, too, is the Rogers 
group of statuettes, sculptured 
during the period 1850-90. Rogers 
was called the “Laureate of the 
Home”; and his groups portray 
the sentimental and humorous life 
of the American people of the era. 
Much can be learned of the 
thoughts, habits and _ recreation 
outlets of the folk by a casual 
study of these individual groups.

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


As a result of a recent Congress 
of the member countries of the Post- 
al Union of the Americas and Spain 
held in Bogota, Columbia, U. S. in- 
ternational mails will be handled 
more efficiently and with consider- 
able savings in costs, Postmaster 
General Summerfield announced re- 
cently. 

The 21 Republics of North and 
South America, the Dominion of 
Canada and Spain make up this 
Union which concluded its 4-week 
session of its Seventh Quinquennial 
Congress at Bogota, Columbia, in 
November. 

Reporting on the results of the 
Congress, Postmaster General Sum- 
merfield called attention to certain 
important changes initiated by the 
U. S. delegation. 

The Congress adopted several re- 
visions proposed by the United States 
delegation to improve the interna- 
tional Postal Service. To facilitate 
the flow of printed matter it voted 
favorably on the United States’ pro- 
posal that the maximum weight for 
packages of printed matter be in- 
creased from 22 to 33 pounds. In 
addition to permitting larger singie 
mailings of such matter, this action 
will enable Postal Administrations 
to reduce handling costs and expe- 
dite delivery to addressees. To pro- 
vide greater uniformity where possi- 
ble between the country’s domestic & 
international Postal Service the Con- 
gress substituted insured for regist- 
ered parcel post service thus making 
available a realistic system of indem- 
nities in the case of loss, rifling or 
damage of such mail in the U. S. 
international as well as in its do- 
mestic service. *

And since by his every act he de- 
served the encomium of one of his 
friends, ‘“‘a real American,” we dedi- 
cate this the AMERICANA PAGE. 




















There is nothing in Americana and 
little elsewhere in past history fyom 
which to plot the probable future 
of the vast growth of residential su- 
burbs about our cities. A large per- 
centage of our great increase in popu- 
lation during the past ten years has 
spread out over the suburbs of our 
cities, leaving farm homes and homes 
in cities much as they were before. 

The shoe is beginning to pinch in 
Suburbia, and what of the future? 
The large monthly payments on 
homes purchased with little or noth- 
ing down are still within the budgets 
of advancing wage scales. The sur- 
prise comes in other items that are 
kicking and tearing at the best laid 
budget plans. 

The real budget busters are the 
costs in taxes or otherwise of a much 
greater mileage-per-home of paved 
streets, water mains, gas mains, sew- 
ers, lights, etc., etc. More acres of 
roofs to repair and more retail pur- 
chase of heating and other  equip- 
ment per family instead of for sev- 
eral families boost the budget over 
costs for “cliff dwellers” in city a- 
partments. Automobile costs have 
mounted as better cars and better 
servicing have been required to surely 
appear at work at the right time in 
some direction not ‘well served by 
public transport. And public trans- 
port is withering on the vine amid a 
maze of congested auto traffic. These 
things cost, and wreck budgets. 

A nostalgic dream of Americana 
combined with certain economic pres- 
sures cause this eat exodus to 
Suburbia. In early Americana, a 
family owned its own home and its 
“own vine and fig tree.” It was a 
place of stability, and near the work 
the family was to do. This stable 
picture of the past remains in Am- 
ericana minds today. Discouraged 
investors, considering past financial 
debacles, rent controls, trick city 
building codes and sometimes well 
established graft, could not provide 
apartments for the millions of 
new families. So young papa and 
mamma _ gathered up their tiny off- 
spring and followed the Americana 
dream. out to Suburbia to own their 
own home and give their children 


room to play in a community of the 
old serenity and low cost. 

There is little of the “vine and fig 
tree,” in the new Suburbia today. 


There are no backyard orchards and 
few backyard gardens and frequently 
the job is far, far away. 

In earlier Americana and in most 
of the world, suburbs grew up about 
properly placed factories or other 
work requirements. They were a 
natural evolution. Frequently the 
new Suburbia is neither fish nor fow]; 
neither city nor true suburb. It is 
not something with natural evolution, 
but something frequently dreamed 
up out of a nearby prairie by a 
subdivider with little risk, plenty of 
easy money backed by public funds, 
and a good chance at a fast buck. 

Reviewing Stand of Northwestern 
University centered its first television 
discussion on “Crisis in the Suburbs.” 
We sense this as the first of a long 
series of discussions that will be 
centered on this growing national 
problem in the next ten years. Since 
it was the family spirit of Americana 
that contributed so much to our grow- 
ing suburbs, let us as collectors and 
students of Americana contribute all 
we can to bring back the community 
flavor of past serenity to this new 
Suburbia. 

Southwest the course of empire 
takes its way in this decade. There 
are fewer spud growers in Maine 
and more in the Imperial Valley than 
five years ago; fewer spindles turn- 
ing in old New England and more 
clothing business in Dallas and the 
old cow town of San Antone; fewer 
coal miners in West Virginia and 
more grease monkeys in Los Angeles; 
fewer gamblers in New York and 
more in Nevada; and Florida bows 
to Arizona in this big »opulation in- 


crease. 

“Pike’s Peak or Bust” and on 
beyond is the slogan today as_ the 
new covered wagons and convertibles 
skim over the black prairies of IIli- 
nois, on past old Westport Landing 
on the Missouri, on across Kansas and 
Nebraska for Colorado and points 
beyond. The Old South, shipping its 
labor population in herds up to Chi- 
cago and Detroit have permitted the 
states of Illinois and Michigan to 
cheep “me too,” in the population 
trend. 

What is the lodestone that is draw- 
ing this new invasion of the old New 
Spain, from Texas to the Golden 
Gates? Who knows? Perhaps it is 
oil, providing fuel for industry that 


—_—_o-— 


was not there before. Perhaps it is 
a certain aura of “California” and 
the “Southwest” that has been itch- 
ing under the hide for years. Per- 
haps it is the climate that is drawing 
more hearths and industry to add 
their smoke to the growing smog. 
Whatever it is, it is far removed 
from the serenity of the padres and 
the missions and the quiet grazing 
cattle on a thousand hills in the old 
Southwest. 


Buried for a thousand years down 
in the region of the Creeks an 
Cherokee, prehistoric culture of Amer- 
ican Indians emerges from mounds 
near Wickliffe, Ky., originally devel- 
oped under the guidance of Mr. and 
Mrs. Fain White King. There were 
dolls and toys and miniature animals 
found in the excavations that would 
make a modern child glad. Found in 
the graves also were household items 
of artistic design made with scant 
tools that would put to shame some 
of the modern “do it yourself” work- 
man with a “modest ” thousand dol- 
lars or two invested in tools. 

But the real culture of early In- 
dian Americana was not covered by 
the earth of mounds, but by the 
shadow of deep racial prejudice. An- 
glo Saxon Americana was guilty of a 
rabid race prejudice against the “sav- 
ages” and determined to destroy all 
of their works. Today our conscien- 
tious historians burn the midnight oil, 
poring over the details of relics that 
may offer some clue to the continuity 
of a lost culture buried deep under 
thick blankets of prejudice.

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NUMISMATICS 
Money of Yesteryear 
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By CHARLES FRENCH 


With the constantly increasing val- 
ueg of uncirculated coins it is essen- 
tial that the serious collector be cer- 
tain he knows how to determine 
whether a coin is really uncirculated 
or not, With some of the cleaning 
processes today very careful scrutiny 
is needed. By this I do not mean a 
cleaned coin cannot be considered un- 
circulated, but that many cleaned 
coins have the appearance of uncir- 
culated pieces when closer scrutiny 
will show they have some wear. 

It must be remembered that truly 
uncirculated pieces, if properly 
cleaned, are not decreased in value, 
even though under some circumstan- 
ces it is preferable to have: uncircu- 
lated pieces in their natural state. 
loo frequently, we look at a coin, 
and because it appears brignt and 
new, consider it uncirculated, when 
the actual wear upon such a piece 
should be the determining factor. 

I shail endeavor to describe what 
{ have found to be the first spots 
to wear on a coin—the first place to 
look tor wear on what appears to 
be an uncirculated coin. I shall also 
give other telitale defects for which 
to watch. ras 

Lincoln Cents show their first wear 
on the cheekbone of Lincoln’s bust. 
In the twenties, for a few years 
Lincoln Cents were struck very poor- 
ly so the coinage appears blurred, and 
tnese would be exceptions to the rule. 
Such blurred coins, even though un- 
circulated, would not be considered 
choice uncirculated coins. 

Indian Heads first show wear on 
the obverse at the lock of hair at the 
lower right hand bottom part of the 
bust. The ribbon hanging down is 
next to show wear, On the reverse, 
the highlights of the bow at the bot- 
tom of the wreath first wear. 


The tip of the headdress above the 
word “liperty” first shows wear on 
a Large Cent back to 1840. Prior to 
that time the hairlock ‘below the 
headdress, the eyebrow, and cheek, 
give the telltale evidence. On the re- 
verse, the highlighted leaves in the 
wreaths must be watched for wear. 
These coins were rather well struck. 
They should also be watched for mi- 
nute scratches on the field of the 
obverse and reverse, and on the head, 
and, most important of all, on the 
edges of the coin. I have seen Large 
Cents that apparently have no wear 
at all, but with close examination, 
contain many tiny scratches and nicks 
which immediately remove them from 
the uncirculated category. 





‘Color plays a vitally important 


part in the valuation of Large Cents. 


Kich browns, and steel color, are the 
most desirable. Partially red, red 
and brilliant are less desirable due to 
their aptness to corrode under cer- 
tain conditions, 

The earlier Large Cents are a stu- 
dy for an expert. Being crudely struck 
and with so many varieties it would 
be diticult to set any code of wear 
to look for. Each coin must be exam- 
ined with greatest care. Look for mi- 
nute tiny scratches. Examine the 
color of the coin, and its glossy sur- 
face. Should one of these “seem” to 
be worn sligatly it might well be the 
manner in which it was struck. 

The most desirable condition for 
an early Large Cent would be one 
with a rich dark brown, glossy sur- 
face, well centered, evenly struck 
with no apparent signs of wear, cor- 
rosion, tiny nicks, scratches, and the 
like. Large Cents in this condition 
are very valuable, and should be 
carefully handied to maintain their 
status. 

‘he description of wear on Large 
Cents covers that of the Half Cent 
series. 

‘the Eagle Cents of 1856 through 
1808 first show signs of wear upon 
the eagie’s breast directly below the 
wing. The wing tip and eyebrow 
should also be examined. Some Kagte 
Cents are known with very smooth 
tail feathers. This does not indicate 
wear, however, for many were lightly 
struck there. 

Two Cent pieces are easy to de- 
tect for the “we” of the motto is the 
first item to go. Blurred horizontal 
lines in the shield are frequent, but 
these are not necessarily signs of 
wear for many were coined in this 
manner. 

‘Lhe lock of hair above the ear first 
shows signs of wear on the Three 
‘tent Nickel piece. These should also 
be closely examined for color, for 
soiled or discolored pieces are not 
desiraple. Mint bloom should be evi- 
dent upon these. 

The Jefferson Nickel wears first on 
Jetfierson’s cheekbone. On the reverse, 
just below the dome of Monticello, 
first signs can be detected by a slight 
dulling or discoloration from the orig- 
inal giossy uncirculated look of the 
rest of the coin. These may be cleaned 
but it is very difficult to get away 
from this dulling effect. 

Buffalo Nickels are about the most 
difficult to identify in uncirculated 
condition. First examine them for 
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their original glossy mint bloom or 
color. If this is satisfactory, then ex- 
amine the sharp edges of the coins 
for slight telltale hairlike scratches 
that will indicate circulation. 

After this, closely examine the 
shoulder of the buffalo which will ap- 
pear worn, for Buffalo Nickels were 
coined in this manner, but examine 
the smooth shoulder for more tell- 
tale hairlike scratches. Next examine 
the cheek, and just above the braid 
on the Indian’s head for the same 
hairlike scratches. If the coin has no 
wear, no hairlike scratches on the 
above spots, and has its original mint 
bloom, it can be assumed it is a 
truly uncirculated coin. 

The Liberty Nickel first shows 
wear on the lock of hair over the tem- 
ple and on the reverse highlights of 
the leaves in the wreath. ‘lhe major- 
ity of Liberty Nickels were struck 
very sharp, but blurred coinage is 
known in the years of 1911 and 1912. 
Slight dulling of the original mint 
bloom on the highlights is the first 
sign of wear, as was the case with 
the Jefferson Nickel. 

The tiny crosslike emblem atop the 
shield of the Shield Nickel shows evi- 
dence of wear first. On the reverse, 
examine the “5” for minute, hairlike 
scratches and signs of wear. 

A great many of the Three Cent 
silver pieces were not struck very 
sharply. Of the earlier design, color, 
lack of hairlike scratches, and wear 
will determine these. The type II, 
Three Cent piece, from 1854 on, has 
sharply defined lines around the star. 
These are the first to wear although 
these tiny coins usually wear fair- 
ly evenly all over. 

First signs of wear on Liberty Seat- 
ed coins, whether they be half dimes, 
dimes, quarters, halves or silver dol- 
lars, appear on the ear of the head, 
(some are known to have been struck 
blurred, however) then on the thigh 
of Liberty Seated. The ribbon below 
the wreath, on the reverse of the 
dime, and half dime, wears first. 
Quarters and halves first show wear 
on the eyebrow and upper beak of 
the eagle, then on the upper wing 
tips. 

Bust type quarters and halves wear 
first at the lock of hair near the ear, 
next at the clasp on the ribbon at the 
lower part of the bust. On the re- 
verse, the eagle’s upper bill and the 
top edges of the wings wear first. 
Some of these are known to have 
been lightly struck so on these the 
general appearance of the rest of the 
coin must be taken into consideration. 

Telltale signs of wear first show 
up on the eagle’s wing, right in the 
center of the coin on a Peace Dol- 
lar, On a Morgan Dollar wear ap- 
pears first on the eagle’s breast and 
head. With both of these coins the 
reverse seems to show wear a good 
deal faster than the obverse. 

Barber Quarters, Halves and Dimes 
wear first on the obverse on the lock 
of hair over the forehead and temple 
directly below the word “Liberty.” 
The cneek next shows discoloration 
and dulling. The reverse of the quar- 
ters and halves wear first directly 
above the eye of the eagle.

Your Autographs 


What is the best way to keep an 
autograph collection? 

For other hobbies specially printed 
volumes are available. The phila- 
telist hinges his stamps in the pres- 
cribed areas. The numismatist com- 
pletes cards with coins of the indica- 
ted year and proper mint. On the 
other hand, the autograph collector, 
confronted with a great variety oi 
sizes and shapes among the docu- 
ments in his possession, must exercize 
ingenuity and imagination in “hous- 
ing” his collection. 

After a few simple rules have beeit 
observed, there are any number .* 
ways of keeping and preserving a 
coliection of autographs. Mainly by 
trial and retrial a_ collector finds 
the method best suited to his collec- 
tion anu to himself, and that is the 
mechvu he should use. 

Although ine rules which apply 
to all collections are a little oii the 
obvious side, they still bear mention- 
ing. First, it is well to remember 
that the less a document is tampered 
with, the better. If a small repair 
will stop further tearing of a docu- 
ment, by all means make the repair, 
on the verso if pozsible, with good 
library paste and a piece of paper 
of similar age‘and coloring. <A piece 
of transparent tape may fill in a tiny 
gap. Scotch tape or glue, while ex- 
cellent for many repairs, are not suit- 
able for even the smallest of repairs 
on documents. Both leave stains that 
cannot be removed and Scotch tape 
especially will cause the paper to 
darken and to deteriorate. A popular 
method with expert repairers is 

“silking” a document, or covering a 
page with a very fine layer of silk 
gauze. This method may be practical

when a crumbled document must be 
pieced together, but it should never 
be used on documents which are 
nearly in first-class condition. Silk- 
ing tends to cut the clarity of a docu- 
ment but it is a means of rescuing 
otherwise “lost”? documents from ob- 
livion. Generally, minor repairs if 
skillfully executed improve and en- 
hance the appearance of an auto- 
graph. 

A collection should also have plenty 
of room in which to “breathe.” Paper, 
unlike gold is quite sensitive. It must 
have air in order to remain in good 
condition. If a collection is packed 
too tightly the air cannot get to 
the pages and the paper becomes 
brittle. There are the additional dan- 
gers of slight creases becoming dents 
and of documents smudging against 
each other , but irreparable damage 
is done to documents which are not

permitted even a small amount of air 
and air space. 

Extremes should be avoided — 
particularly extremes of heat and 
moisture. Exec-ssive heat tends to 
dry out a document and make it 
extremely brittle, even though the 
quality of the paper originally was 
excellent. Being too close to a 
radiator or to the hot water pipes 
in a storage area is not exactly 
therapeutic treatment for the auto- 
graphs of your choice. Equally as 
damaging as heat is excessive mois- 
ture, which causes documents to mil- 
dew or even to become waterstained. 
All collectors, unfortunately, can not 
maintain ideal conditions such as 
those at the Huntington Library 
where the air in its manuscript vaults 
is regulated to the temperature and 
humidity regarded as salubrious for 
the rarest and choicest of documents. 
With normal discretion, however, a 
collection can be kept cool and dry.

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mind, how can the collector best keep 
his autographs? One of the least 
expensive ways is to use a black and 
white mottled letter box with an al- 
phabetical index. It is a homely file 
and it has a very homely name: The 
Dust-Proof File. It is highly recom- 
mended, nevertheless, as a utility file 
because it is compact, dustproof, and 
the papers within are very accessible. 
The standard size is 11” by 12”. The 
one which lies on my desk at the 
moment has a side clasp; when the 
clasp is released, the top side of the 
file can be raised to the left, the 
side section drops down to the right 
and a collection can easily be in- 
serted or pulled out with the mini- 
mum of handling. This sort of file 
is recommended in preference to an 
expanding alphabetical file which has 
only top access. Its disadvantage is 
its size; it will take octavos and 
quartos nicely, but folios are tog 
large. 


A leather version of this black 
and white dust-proof file can be 
found in colors at large leather goods 
stores. Leather bindings are elegant 
and I have seen many collections in 
extremely attractive cases. Recently 
a group of Spanish documents relat- 
ing to Mexico, Guatemala, and Peru, 
from the 16th to the 18th Centuries, 
was consigned to the Parke-Bernet 
Galleries in New York City. There 
were over three hundred pieces in 
the collection, mostly folio in size. 
The documents were “.. . contained 
in five handsome book-shaped cases 
bound in mottled Spanish leather, 
gilt tooled border on sides, the ob- 
verse cover of each enclosing a center 
medallion displaying the Arms of 
the Cerralbo Family stamped in gilt, 
richly gilt panelled backs, with red 
leather labels, marbled edges.” Beauty 
as well as utility, was combined 
in these handsome volumes. 


About three years ago 1 discovered 
the leatherette scrap book. I am 
sorry to say that I had always felt 
rather snobbish about using leather- 
ette. Leather was the thing — it 
was softer, more attractive, and I 
always enjoyed polishing the leather 
of my books as much as I enjoyed 
keeping my riding boots clean, flex- 
ible, and with the right degree of 
shine. However, I managed to try 
the leatherette and I found it quite 
satisfactory. I have two scrapbooks: 
both about 11” by 15” in size. One 
is maroon and the other is green; 
both are stamped in gold. The pages 
are gray (an effective background) 
and a permanent page is interleaved 
with a page perforated about %” 
from the left margin. In other words 
you can tear out a sheet of the gray 
paper and add an autograph or two. 
This process of tearing and inserting 
continues throughout the entire book 
and, if the amount inserted equals the 
amount torn out, the volume will not 
bulge. 


While I have left my autographs 
loose on the permanent pages, I 
could have hinged them to a nicely 
centered position on the page. How- 
ever, as they are not hinged I can 
shift them readily from one part 
of the book to another. 


The scrapbooks come in an_as- 
sortment of sizes and colors. Thy 
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are very compact. They look like a 
book. They are excellent for a sm” 
collection. If there are hundreds of 
items in your collection, this type 
of scrapbook is not for you unless 
you have space for several of them. 
Another method of keeping a col- 
lection is to enclose the autographs 
in cellulose acetate envelopes mounted 
in loose-leaf notebooks. This me- 
thod, if a little impersonal, affords 
maximum protection to a collection. 
Any one who has shuddered at having 
an inexperienced but well-meaning 
person mishandle a fragile autograph 
will appreciate the advantages of in- 
sulating the jewels of his collections 
behind a cellulose acetate front. There 
will be no accidental tears and finger- 
prints will be left on the acetate en- 
velopes. Any large stationery store 
will have an assortment of sizes of 
notebooks and envelopes. If you show 
your autographs frequently, I certain- 
ly recommend these envelopes. In 
time the surface of envelopes wil! 
get scratched and the envelopes must 
then be replaced. But it is better 
that the envelope than the autograph 
besr the brunt of wear and tear. 
For a_ single choice item or a 
group which has special significance, 
a “made-to-order” binding is called 
for. Here you can be limited only 
by your own or the bookbinder’s im- 
agination —- and the dies which he

Thomas Mann 


Thomas Mann, Germany’s greatest 
modern novelist, was born June 6, 
1875, in Lubeck, Germany, the broth- 
er, of Heinrich Mann, and father of 
Erika and Klaus Mann. His father’s 
family, portrayed in Mann’s first 
work, Buddenbrooks, (1901). The 
Manns were merchants in the old 
Hanseatic town of Lubeck. The con-

trast of bourgeois solidarity and ar- 
tistic temperament has formed a 
theme in much of Mann’s writing. 
Some other novels are Konigliche 
Heheit, 1909, (the English transla- 
tion apreared in 1916 under the title, 
Royal Highness;) Der Zauberberg, 
1924 (English translation, The Magic 
Mountain, 1927.) This was the book 
that made the author known in Amer- 
ica; Lotte in Weimar, 1939, (English 
translation, The Beloved Returns, 
1940). Mann wrote four novels about 
the Biblical Joseph, Die Geschichten 
Jaakobs (1933). Der Junge Joseph, 
1934, Joseph in Agypten, 1936 and 
Joseph der Ernahrer, 1943; Doctor 
Faustus, 1947, and Der Erwahite, 
1951 (the English translation that 
appeared the same year was entitled 
The Holy Sinner.) 

Mann’s many short stories, notably 
Tonic Kroger, 1903, Tristan, 1903, and 
Der Tod in Venedia, 1913, are often 
considered as giving his artistic tal- 
ent better expression than his novels. 

Mann has taken an interest in the 
politics of his day with such works 
as Betrachtungen sines Unpolitischen, 
1918, in which he supported the cause 
of Imperial Germany in World War 
One, and with the Coming Victory of 
Democracy (1938) and This Peace 
(1938) in which he aligned himself 
with the democracies against Nazi 
totalitarianism. He emigrated from 
Germany in 1933, came to the United 
States in 1938, and became an Amer- 
ican citizen in 1940. He had received 
the Nobel Prize for Literature in 
1929.He died on August 15, 1955, of 
a heart attack following a siege of 
phebitis, in the Cantonal Hospital at 
Zarich, Switzerland. It was a little 
more than two months after his 
eightieth birthday. He was generally 
considered Germany’s greatest man 
of letters since Goethe. Between his 
first and his last books, there stretch- 
ed a magnificent array of literary 
achievement: a dozen full-length 
novels, numerous short stories, vol- 
umes of literary and political essays, 
and various other works. 

On an afternoon in August, 1899, 
a bulky bundle of manuscript, written 
in elaborate penmanship, reached the 
noted German Publishing firm of S. 
Fischer. As has been the case with 


many a famous manuscript, it barely 
escaped rejection. It was Budden- 
brooke, a very lengthy first novel 
about the slow but steady decline of 
a bourgeois German family. Some 
critics called it a timely satire. 
Others called it a depressing epitaph 
on an interesting aspect of the nine- 
teenth-century European civilization. 
Still other critics have considered it 
primarily the intimate and searching 
story of a family tragically destroy- 
ing itself. 


Although rather difficult at times 
to read, Mann’s novels had something 
to give which few modern novels 
could offer. He could take a group of 
human beings, give them life, unfor- 
gettable characteristics, absorb them 
in the plotting of their own lives— 
but at the same time he could make 
their every gesture convey a parti- 
cular philosophy. This rare ability is 
so well shown in The Magic Mountain 
where the author assembles a group 
of European men and women in a 
mountain top sanitarium. They dis- 
cuss almost everything that could be 
discussed about the civilization of 
Europe between the downfall of Bon- 
aparte and the World War of 1914- 
1918. One critic has well said that in 
a way, his people were living 
thoughts, or ways of life, without at 
ail ceasing to be believable. Indeed, 
they frequently became enthralling 
personalized fictional characters. 


Political parallels can easily be 
found in his books. He once told a 
friend that the reforms of Joseph in 
Egypt were influenced by his experi- 
ence of the New Deal while staying 
in the United States. Mann, however, 
was never a man of politics, and he 
never felt really at home as a politic- 
al advocate. Rather was he an inter- 
preter and reflector of society—a dis- 
turbing reflector, it cannot be denied. 
Mann came from the long-established 
business civilization of North Ger- 
many, and he was just as proud of his 
origin as any Prussian junker. He 
considered himself dedicated only to 
his art, and of that he was very 
proud. Analyzing his personal conflict 
between the two, he faced the prob- 
lem of a world, more and more 
specialized, where ’the genuine artist 
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might become—if he were not care- 
ful—an irresponsible Bohemian and 
the businessman might grow into ap 
equally irresponsible Babbitt. 

No one realized better than Mann 
that such a problem was universal of 
all society. He realized also that the 
break-up of the ordered society of 
his youth inflamed it. This may be an 
explanation of his long preoccupation 
with disease and decay, done to al- 
most an absurd degree with the can- 
cer-stricken heroine of one of his last 
books, The Black Swan. It has been 
well said that a lesser writer would 
have perished from this preoccupa- 
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tion with disease and decay; but 
Mann did not because however doom- 
ed his characters seemed. he liked 
and sympathized with them. 

Only last year the publishing house 
of §. Fischer (the same firm which 
had brought out his first book) pub- 
lished Mann’s The Confessions of 
Felix Knull, Confidence Man. This 
was an expansion of an earlier work 
and drew applause from German 
critics of far different generations. 
More of a satire and more sagely 
humorous than readers are accustom- 
ed to these days, it deals with the 
experiences of an epic rascal with 
high serenity. It is now being trans- 
lated into English. Ra 

In his final years, living again in 
Europe that he loved so profoundly, 
Mann continued to explore the great 
universal problems of literature, the 
conflict of art and work, with what 
the London Times Literary Supple- 
ment called “a true serenity.” 

Over the years I had the pleasure 
of exchanging some letters with 
Thomas Mann, a few of which may 
prove of some interest to the reader. 
I read in the press that Mann had 
written his first book at the prompt- 
ing of a publisher and asked him if 
this were true. He replied from Cali- 
fornia where he was then living:

August 19, 1944 
Dear Cyril Clemens: 

The information that my first book 
was written at the suggestion of a 
publisher is utterly nonsensical. I 
have never had a publisher make me 
a suggestion with regard to my work. 
The only thing I ever wrote on a 
provocation from outside was the 
Moses story which forms the begin- 
ning of the anthology, The Ten Com- 
mandments. But also in this case I 
was only asked for a contribution to 
this book. The idea for the character 
of the contribution was, also in this 
case, my own. 

Yours sincerely, 
Thomas Mann. 


He wrote me from the same ad- 
dress on November 28 when I asked 
him to ioin a symposium I was ar- 
ranging in memory of Bernard Shaw: 


Dear Cyril Clemens: 

Many thanks for your communica- 
tion, and my best wishes for the suc- 
cess of the symposium in honor of 
Bernard Shaw. However, at the pre- 
sent time I can neither appear on 
the lecture platform nor let you have 
a commentary on Shaw. I have only 
now concluded an essay on the late 
dramatist which is to be read on the 
Third Program of the British Broad- 
casting Corporation. It will certainly 
be published later, not only, as 
assume, in the B.B.C. magazine, 
The Listener, but also in some Ameri- 
can periodical,—which I do not yet 
know. In any case, I have written 
enough for the time being on the 
great playwright and have no more 
to add.

_When the novelist made a short 
visit to St. Louis, Mo., in early, 1939, 
I asked him to be my guest at a meal. 
He replied from his home in Prince- 
ton where he was then living:

Thank you very much for inviting 
me _to lunch or dinner when I come 
to St. Louis. I am very sorry to have 
to refuse but we are only to be a 
very short while in St. Louis and 
have already accepted other invita- 
tions.

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think of inviting me, and it would 
have given me pleasure to accept 
your hospitality. Thank you also for 
the newspaper cutting. 

About your inquiry as to which of 
my books have been translated into 
Swedish and Danish. I am under the 
impression that the novels and essays 
have been translated, but it may be 
that some of the short stories have 
not. B. Westermann Co. Inc., Book- 
sellers, 20 West 48th Street, New 
York, who deal almost exclusively in 
foreign books could probably give you 
more accurate information ‘than I 
can,

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INDIAN RELICS 


THE FLORA OF 
THE PLAINS 
By VIRGIL Y. RUSSELL 


Just as the Indian depended upon the 
buffalo, so the buffalo depended upon 
the flora of the plains. It is true, of 
course, that the Indian also used many 
of these plants. The author does not 
know much about the flora of the plains 
and is indebted to Paul Tones of Lyons, 
Kans. who has allowed him to quote 
from his book: CORONADO AND QUI- 
VIRA. He says: 

“Practically every weed, grass, flower, 
plant, bush and tree was put to some 
practical use. Snow on the mountain, 
poison ivy, and bittersweet were recog- 
nized as poisonous and not used. The 
goldenrod was admired and its blossoms 
indicated the approach of the green corn 
dance, but no other use was found for 
it. Dock root was used for fanning; 
plum trigs were used for brooms; slough 
grass for thatching; Spanish needles 
and stiff grass for hair brushes; bull- 
rushes for mats; willows for making 
baskets; elm bark and yucca fiber for 
rones and cords: corn husks for mats, 
baskets, and sandals; coffee bean seeds 
for beads; box elder charcoal tor paint- 
ing and tattooing black; prickly pear 
stem juice for sizing colors; gourds for 
utensils and medicine rattles. 

“Wild anise, mint, and sage were used 
for seasoning and the toilet. Sunflower 
seed for hair oil. Soap weed or yucca 
points for needles, sometimes with fiber 
left attached as thread. Dodder vines, 
sumac roots, walnut roots, poke berries, 
and pond scum for dying feathers, skins 
and ornaments. Wild mint leaves were 
picked with pemmican. Milkweed sprouts 
were eaten like asparagus. Water could 
be sucked from stems of wild grapes 
when streams were muddy. 

“The medicinal uses to which the In- 
dian put plant life are legion. Dock root 
was used for diarrhea; four o’clock for 
vermifuge; puff balls for styptics; cat 
tail to stop blood and for papoose dia- 
pers. The root of the coffee bean was 
used for constipation; milkweed for dys- 
entery; purple cove flowers for burns, 
snake and insect bites; slippery elm bark 
for a laxative; calamus for a carminative; 
sumac bark as a styptic wash; prickly 
pear stems for poultice for burns and 
cuts; the rosin weed as a tonic; the rag 
weed to produce nose bleeding and the 
fox glove for chills and fever. 

“The willow and cedar were used in 
religious ceremonies. The budding of the 
willow ushered in the animal ceremony 
of the big canoe, our story of Noah’s 
Ark in another guise. The dove had car- 
ried a budding willow twig. The cedar 
symbolized immortality—then as now.” 

Here is an unrelated paragraph as 
far as “flora of the plains” still it can 
be connected to the article as it gives 
a few more medical items. 

“The Indian had the ear ache, just 


as his white brother. His favorite remedy 
was skunk oil. When impossible to get 
skunk oil, the oil rendered from the tat 
of the rabbit was used as a substitute. 
ihen there were times when a poitice 
was necessary to draw out the poisou 
trom a wound or injury. One of the best 
remedies was the fresh dung of the but- 
taio or buffalo “chip” as it was termed. 
‘These buffalo chips, when dry, were used 
as a fuel, not only by the Indian but by 
the white pioneer.” 

The white man frequently considered 
the indian as uneducated and illiterate, 
vet it is doubtful if he could have lived 
under the same handicaps and hardships 
that the Indian did. 


DETERMINING AGE 


How old was a dead man? How old, 
for that matter, is a living man? 

There are numerous skeletal crite- 
ria for determining age, none by it- 
self completely conclusive but a com- 
bination of which has a high reli- 
ability. Such an age-measuring rod 
often is an important requirement in 
crime detection, positive identification 
of war dead. validification of wills, 
and manv other fields. 

Dr. T. D. Stewart, Smithsonian In- 
stitution curator of physical anthro- 
nology. and Dr. Mildred Trotter, of 
Washington University. St. Louis, 
have just issued a compilation of the 
major research papers in this field 
published in the United States 
through a grant from the Wenner- 
Gren Foundation for Anthropological 
Research of New York. This publica- 
tion served as a starting point fer a 
seminar, sponsored by the Smithso- 
nian Institution in which the coun- 
try’s foremost physical anthropologists 
recently participated. But skeletal 
age will be onlv one of the subiects 
for discussion. According to Dr. Stew- 
art. attention will be given especiallv 
to identification problems arising from 
decomposition and disintegration of 
the body. Sometimes age, sex, race, 
stature. and body build must be es- 
timated from poorly preserved or in- 
complete human remains. 

A surprising number of people. as 
the Social Security Administration 
ean testifv. don’t know how old thev 
are. They have no birth certificates. 
Thev know onlv what relatives have 
told them. Such neople may encounter 
difficultv in obtaining pensions when 
they are 65 and lose payments for 
several years. There was seldom a 
need for a birth certificate in this 
country until the present generation. 

Age identification is an important 
problem for the Immigration Serv- 
ice. There is some likelihood that a 
few immigrants enter the United 


States on permits issued to somebody 


else. They may be subversive agents 
who have done away with the orig- 
inal permit holders. 

Mucn ot the data for age deter- 
mination is in existence. Some of it 
is nmighly relhable, some unreliable. 
Fingerprinting is fairly reliable, if 
previous fingerprint records exist for 
comparison. ‘he ciaim that no two 
persons ever have precisely the same 
fingerprint pattern probebly is quite 
justified, Dr. Stewart says, but there 
are numerous individual differences 
for which the same claim can be 
made. Such, for example. are the ai 
sinuses 1n the mastoid bones, the nat- 
tern of which never is precisely the 
same in two persons. 

Accurate impressions of the teeth, 
in which all the contours of the orig- 
inal teeth are recorded, can be just 


as reliable as fingerprints. 

The blood group to which one be- 
longs can be determined long after 
death from the bones. 

A little-explored subject is the re- 
lation of the soft parts of the body 
to the underlying bones. From a skull 
a thousand years old, for example, it 
probably would be possible to con- 
struct a quite realistic portrait of 
the living individual. 

Both in Europe and the United 
States, Dr. Stewart points out, iden- 
tification criteria have been developed 
mainly by physical anthropologists, 
primarily interested in ancient and 
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primitive peoples, But they can be 
applied just as well, and with consid- 
erable assurance, to man of today.

Firearms Briefs 


PHILIPPINE GUERRILLA GUN. 


A weapon which was the develop- 
ment of guerrilla warfare in the Phil- 
ippines during World War II and 
which is already acquiring the status 
of a collector’s item is the Richard- 
son Guerrilla Gun. More correctly a 
shotgun, this weapon was developed 
by Lt. Commander Iliff. D. Richardson 
of the U.S. Navy while an Ensign 
assigned to the Philippines to direct 
guerrilla warfare there. 


With the fall of Bataan the Ensign 
found himself stranded on Leyte and 
joined the guerrilla forces. Shortly 
after he became Chief of Staff for the 
Philippine Colonel Ruperto Kangle- 
on. Lacking weapons,but a great deal 
of ingenuity to take their place, they 
started making not only the weapons, 
but also the ammunition for them. 
One of these developments was this 
shotgun which violates most of the 
principles which most modern gun- 
smiths require in an arm. There are 
only five parts, these being the rough 
stock, the barrel, the receiver, the fir- 
ing pin and a lock screw designed for 
safety purposes. In use the barrel is 
pulled out of the gun, a cartridge 
or shotshell inserted and the barrel 
re-inserted. The lock-screw can be set 
if it is not desired to fire. In firing 
the barrel is pulled forward slightly 
with the left hand and a quick snap- 
ping motion to the rear causes the 
shotshell’s primer to be struck on the 
stationary firing pin and the gun fires. 
It’s almost like pumping a shotgun. 


After the war a company was 
formed in East Haven. Conn., which 
was called the Richardson Industries. 
But the means of firing the gun and 
its somewhat dubious safety features 
caused a poor showing on the Amer- 
ican market. The plant was in onera- 
tion in 1946, but for how much longer 
is not known though it was not for 
much longer. The guns are already 
scarce items and promise to become 
real collectors’ items someday. 


Recently we received a rather un- 
usual folder from the “South Amer- 
ican Shop” of Miami Beach, Fla., in 
which the advance information is 
volunteered that a booklet-catalogue 
entitled, “Arms and Armor of An- 
cient Spain” is soon to be released. 
This is the second edition for the year 
1956. It will contain information and 
prices on many “museum pieces at 
hobby prices,” as well as decorators 
of various types.

Shortly before World War I there 
existed in Continental Europe and 
England various vaudeville acts in 
which performers ostensibly caught 
fired bullets in their teeth. Some went 
a bit further and developed gadgets 
whereby a special firearm could be 
held in one’s mouth or teeth and 
fire a dangerous missile. Firearms of 
this sort were used and carried by 
intelligence agents of both world 
wars, most especially those of the 
German Army. In theory, the weapon 
was to be used in passing through 
an inspection and while the agent 
was being searched bodily the weap- 
on was well back instcae his mouth. 
When the person whom he wished 
to assassinate came near, he would 
work the weapon forward in his 
mouth, force the barrel out between 
his lips and press the trigger of the 
somewhat circular weapon with his 
teeth. The weapon fired a cartridge 
of approximately .32 caliber and was 
called the “Mundschussapparat” by 
the Germans; translated it could 
mean something like mouthshooting- 
apparatus.

To find the right cards, one must 
keep up his contacts with friends, 
and keep bright his friendship witia 
dealers and other collectors. To get 
the good from his cards, the collec- 
tor must consult many books, visit 
libraries, travel (if not in fact, at 
least by armchair), for a post card 
collection is just the small, visible 
part of something much bigger. Some- 
times it is the subsidiary to another 
collection, sometimes it is the remin- 
der of a full and exciting life. 

For an example of how vost card 
collecting can be part of other col- 
lecting, we quote collector STEVE 
PAVLINA of Cheswick, Pa.: 

“T have hesitated to answer for two 
reasons: first, I collect the view cards 
of the Philippine Islands only as post 
ecards. Second, I have about 10,000 
cards of all countries in my collec- 
tion, with about 30,000 in reserve. 
Even with this many cards, I am still 
NOT a post card collector, as vou 
consider it. I will use Florida as an 
illustration. I went to Florida this 
year and came back loaded with col- 
lector’s items and plenty of cards. 
I have used cards to supplement our 
own photos in the photo albums 
(gives us a more complete coverag> 
of the trips). We brought back Span- 
ish moss for my collection of natural 
history, putting with it two cards 
showing pictures of the moss and hav- 
ing on it the “Legend of the Spanish 
Moss” which you must admit will 
serve better than any card I could 
type about it. The cards I have of 
“Sea Shells of Florida’, I have placed 
in with my exhibit of sea shells. 
The cards of the Seminole Indians

went into my Indian relic collection. 
A card of St. Augustine with Coats 
of Arms and other data will be moun- 
ted together with some Spanish 
pieces-of-eight in my coin collection. 
A coconut on the shelf has next to 
it a card with pictures of a coconut 
palm grove. 

“As you see, I have post cards in 
my collection mainly to illustrate that 
collection and dress it up. I use pic- 
ture cards to give more color, and to 
give a more complete picture of items 
in my collection. 

“IT have Indian pottery shards in 
my collection. It adds interest to 
have a post card showing the In- 
dians of that section making pottery. 
People look more closely.” 

Mr. Pavlina continues with an item 
about his brother, JOSEPH PAV- 
LINA, of York, Pa. 

“My brother has over 50,000 cards 
which he has not had time to file 
the way he wishes, nor the room 
at present. He favors natural history, 
and his collection showing animals, 
birds, plants, etc., is one of the finest 
I have seen or heard of. 

“T am sorry to say neither collec- 
tion is open to the general public. I 
have a difficult time preparing my 
collection to that extent where I think 
it is presentable to be shown to every 
one. However, I do welcome other 
collectors.”

U.S. Battleship “Kansas” - 217723; 
U.S. Battleship “Connecticut” 
(Flagship) - 217715; U.S. Battle- 
ship “Virginia” - 217721; and U.S. 
Battleship “Kersarge” - 217848. Each 
card has complete descriptive data 
on the back, and is printed by Valen- 
tine Souvenir Co., New York. 

“T have the old “Illinois” by Metro- 
politan News, Boston, Massachusetts 
(7838). There is a post card used 
for a Second Class dinner menu for 
May 4, 1911, aboard the steamer “Ce- 
dric” of the White Star Lines. An- 
other old one is “The Pacific Mail” 
on Board the §.S. “Korea”. This has 
Chinese scenes, and is signed in ink 
by “Surgeon U.S. Navy John McEd- 
gar, Shanghai, China.” 

“Two cards, one post marked 1906, 
are the “Adirondack” and_ the 
“Morse.” A Tuck Oilette postmarked 
October 3, 1906, is H.M.S. “Bedford.” 

“The ruins of the steamer “Ticon- 
deroga,” burned August 29, 1901, on 
Lake George, New York, is an inter- 
esting view. The view of the S.S. 
“Haverford” of the American Lines 
has clasped hands above the view 
— the words - ‘Hands Across the 
ea.’ 

“Among my better and older cards 
are: the Cunard R.M.S. “Campania,” 
postmarked June 26, 1897; the Junior 
Officers Mess Room on the U.S.S. 


“Connecticut” - ‘put out by C. F. 
Wing Autopiano Co., New Bedford, 
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Mass.; and the U.S. Battleship “Re- 
cruit,” superimposed on a view of 
Union Square in New York; and the 
Real Bromides put out by the Oceay 
Trading Company, Southampton. 

“Only a small part of the others 
are: S.S. “Richelieu,” Montreal; 
R.M.S. “Acythia”; S.S. “St. John,” 
New Brunswich, Canada; The Wreck 
of the “Christopher Columbus,” taken 
Saturday, June 30, 1917; six cards 
of the S.S. “Imperator,” one show- 
ing the Commander, Commodore Hans 
Ruser; The U.S. Transport “Sumner;” 
Photo cards from the First World 
War; and many modern views.” 

A letter from MRS. MILDRED 
BLAIR of Winnebago, Minn., tells 
about her contacts with other collec- 
tors, and about several interesting 
finds. We quote: 

“Recently, I had the pleasure of at- 
tending the Paul Bunyan Post Card 
Club in St. Paul. They have a very 
interesting and enthusiastic club. Mrs. 
Gladys Meyrick is a member, and 
gave a very interesting talk on dis- 
play and exhibiting cards. Inciden- 
tally, this is the first year our state 
fair has given prizes for post card 
exhibits. 

“You ask about the cards we find. 
As I have never seen these mentioned, 
I will try to tell about them. All 
are in color. Recently I found a set 
of seven unused ‘Days of the Week’, 
signed by C. Twelvetrees, 1906, by 
National Art with undivided backs. 
They are little girls dressed up in 
jadies’ clothing. I found a set of 
six Reinthal and Newman cards of a 
girl’s wedding; proposal; trousseau; 
honeymoon; first supper in their new 
home; and a New Love (her baby). 

“There is a set of twelve signed 
by Archie Gunn by Illustrated Postal 
Card and Novelty Co., New York, of 
a soldier in the First World War, 
when he left for Overseas, and after 
he got over there. <A get of six 
vegetables and _ fruits dressed as 
people are signed by Wall. There are 
six proverbs by T.O.Co., New York, 
and a set of six embossed colors of 
Children‘s Fairy Tales marked with 
crossed compasses and P.B.F. 

“A beautiful set of eight of the 
Lord’s Prayer, and one card of the 
Lord’s Prayer and the Ten Command- 
ments, but these have no identifying 
marks. Two cards by Valentine show 
the Language of the Engagement 
ring. They show a man and his lady 
inside a large gold ring with garnet 


for constancy, and emerald for suc- . 


cess in love. 


“A set of undivided back Busy 
Bears - Days of the Week by J. D. 
Austen Co., Chicago, and Busy Bears 
Going To School and another set of 
Busy Bears - Days of the Week 
signed by Wall, by Ullman Co., are 
all interesting. I also have a set 
of four cards that when joined to- 
gether show a picture of Uncle Sam 
in his flag suit and high hat. It is 
marked Huld’s Puzzle Series, 1906, 
Franz Huld Pub. New York.” 


Another collector, HAROLD STOL- 
TZER of Kent, Ohio, is so busy with 
his college work that exchanging is 
a burden at the present time — but 
he did take time to tell us about 
some of his cards: 
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“_JT don’t have time or space at 
school. I used to collect everything 
as long as it said ‘Post Card’ on the 
back, but I soon realized how futile 
that was. So now I specialize. I 
have post cards from 154 Ohio cities 
and towns - over a thousand cards 
from Ohio — but I know that there 
are a lot more. That’s the only part 
of my collection to which I have 
added since starting to school, as I 
buy cards when we go on Sunday 
Drives. 

“Another nart of my collection is a 
small collection of Washington. D.C., 
views of the Capitol. I have 103 dif- 
ferent views of the capitol, and there 


must be many more. Mine are mostly 
modern with a few old ones. I have 
several beautiful kodachromes of the 
capitol. I think the kodachromes are 
unexcelled in beauty. The rest of 
my collection is just a pot-pourri of 
this and that which have passed 
through my hands, and to which I 
have become attached.” 

From Miami, Fla., BETTY OCHI- 
TILL writes: 

“You asked for collectors to write 
about their collections, but I never 
felt that I had a really big collection, 
as I have only 8500 cards.

From New Orleans, La., comes an 
interesting letter from MRS. HOW- 
ARD BOUDREAUX. It is strange 
how these collectors, on and on, tell 
of cards of which we have never even 
heard. And yet it is not so strange 
either, for post card views cover th 
world and many of its peoples and 
their arts. We quote from Mrs. 
Boudreaux’s letter: 

“You are always asking us to write 
about our collections so here goes!

MARK TWAIN 
MEETS EMPEROR 
FRANCIS JOSEPH 


By CYRIL CLEMENS 


An old news dispatch gives a fas- 
cinating account of Mark Twain’s 
meeting with the Emperor Francis 
Joseph on May 25, 1899. The humor- 
ist was then sixty-four years old and 
the venerable emperor was sixty- 
nine, He had succeeded to the throne 
on December 2, 1848, and would live 
until November 21, 1916, dying in 
the midst of World War I. 

Mark Twain’s private audience 
with the Emperor on Thursday last 
delighted the humorist beyond any 
of his previous experiences abroad. 
He accepts it as a compliment not 
to himself so much as to Americans 
in general. This courtesy on the part 
of Franz Joseph really means more 
than if performed by any other 
crowned head of Europe. The Aus- 
trian court is the most exclusive and 
conservative of all. For the Emperor 
voluntarily to have sent for Mark 
Twain without the latter having tak- 
en any step to obtain an audience is 
the fullest testimony to the apprecia- 
tion which the great American hu- 
morist has obtained both as man and 
author in Vienna Society. 
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The Emperor talked of many sub- 
jects during the audience, expressin 
the pleasure with which he had rea 
some of Twain’s books. He also ex- 
pressed admiration for America’s abil- 
ity in war, although he intimated 
that for many reasons his sympathies 
were wholly with Spain. 

He appeared much diverted when 
Mark Twain wrestled with the Ger- 
man tongue, producing some strange 


sentences. The Emperor charitably 
came to his rescue. 
The humorist’s quiet courteous 


manner, respectful, but rree from the 
cringing flattery with which the Em- 
peror is wont to be treated, evidently 
pleased the ruler, who said in conclu- 
sion that he was much pleased and 
gratified by Twain’s visit and regret- 
ted that the cares of state and other 
cares had prevented him from re- 
ceiving the author earlier. He could 
not allow him to leave Vienna, how- 
ever, he said, without making his ac- 
quaintance. Mark Twain suitably 
thanked the Emperor. 

Mark Twain left Vienna after a 
short stay, during which brief time 
he made hosts of friends. Before 
starting for England and Scotland, he 
wired the St. Louis Post-Dispatch’s 
London Bureau the following charac- 
teristic dispatch about his interview 
with Emperor Francis Joseph. 

“It was merely a pleasant and un- 
embarrassed private conversation not 
connected with the world’s politics. 
I much wanted to explain my plan, 
now in the hands of Secretary Hay, 
for securing universal peace but was 
afraid His Majesty might laugh at 
it or think it too comprehensive.”

TWO YEARS “BEFORE THE WAR” 


By JIM WALSH 


In many parts of the Southern 
States, “before the war’ still means 
not prior to World Wars I or II, but 
before the Civil War, or as the South- 
erners prefer to call iit, “The War Be- 
tween the States.” Although interest 
in the time of the great American con- 
flict, as well as the period immedia- 
tely preceding it, undoubtedly is 
greater in the South than the remain- 
der of the nation, I’m sure any stu- 
dent of national history feels that 
the years just before the fighting 
began were a time of momentous 
consequence. 

Feeling that way, I was delighted 
when Mrs. L. G. Pedigo of Salem, 
Va., offered to lend me about a dozen 
copies she had acquired of Harper’s 
Weekly, “A Journal of Civilization,” 
published in 1859, less than two years 
before the North and South were at 
each other’s throats. Mrs. Pedigo’s 
chief reason for letting me see the 
papers was the fact that a serial, 
“A Tale of Two Cities,” by my fa- 
vorite author, Charles Dickens, be- 
gan in the May 7 issue, and was 
concluded in the number for Decem- 
ber 38. Since, however, the install- 
ments, illustrated with woodcuts, only 
duplicated the text of the book as 
we know it, I. was more interested in 
some of the publication’s contempo- 
rary historical material. The head- 
ing for the Dickens serial was “A 
Tale of Two Cities,’ by Charles Dick- 
ens, in three books—splendidly illus- 
trated.” I was amused by this state- 
ment: “Printed from early proof- 
sheets, for which Messrs. Harper & 
Brothers pay the author FIVE THOU- 
SAND DOLLARS.” Incidentally the Week- 
ly certainly published good serial lit- 
erature. Besides the Dickens story 
it also carried “Trumps,” by George 
William Curtis, and one of the great- 
est mystery stories ever written, 
“The Woman in White.” by the in- 
timate friend of Dickens’ later years, 
Wilkie Collins. 

The casual reader finds nothing in 
these 96-year-old weekly papers to 
justify the statements in Southern 
histories that the North was filled 
with fanatical abolitionists ready to 
pounce upon the South and deliber- 
ately plotting a fraticidal war for 
the sake of freeing the slaves or in- 
suring the continuing prosperity of 
Northern “vested interests.” There 
were Abolitionists, of course, as wit- 
ness John Brown’s raid at Harper’s 
Ferry, but their point of view cer- 


tainly was not in the majority. Going 


through the papers confirmed the 
opinion that I, a white man born in 
Richmond, Va., have long held, that 
the South was not the victim of a 
Northern war conspiracy, but that 
after having dictated national policy 
for almost a century, the Southern 
States were unable to take a political 
beating. When Abranam Lincoln was 
elected, with the avowed intention of 
preserving the Union, regardless of 
whether he had to do it by freeing 
all, part or none of the slaves, the 
South, no longer having the reins 
of government in its hands and un- 
able longer to occupy the driver’s 
seat, decided against any further 
participation in national affairs and 
forced the fighting which Lincoln 
would gladly have avoided. 

That at least is the way it looks 
to me. And there certainly is noth- 
ing in Harper’s Weekly to indicate 
that war was imminent. One of the 
most interesting features is an ac- 
count of John Brown’s fanatical activ- 
ities, together with editorial com- 
ment which is unsparing in its de- 
nunciation of his methods. Let the 
Southerner who has been taught to 
believe that “Yankee” opinion was 
always unfair tothe South and could 
never understand the Southern point 
of view consider the following edi- 
torial from Harper’s Weekly of Sat- 
urday, October 29, 1859: 

; INSURRECTION AT HARPER’S 

‘ERRY . A week ago people were 
astounded by news that a servile in- 
surrection had broken out at Harper’s 
Ferry, in Virginia. It is now well 
understood that though negroes were 
implicated in the affair as well as 
white men, and one of the designs 
of the movement was to liberate 
slaves, the insurrection was merely 
the work of a_half-crazed . white, 
whose views and aims were, to say 
the least, extremely vague and in- 
definite. Ossawottomic Brown, as 
he: loved to be called, was an old 
soldier of fortune, who had fallen 
upon evil days in Kansas, where he 
lost two of seven sons; misfortune 
had imbittered his temper and turned 
his brain; he fancied he was charged 
with the mission of liberating slaves, 
by force; and the sad recurrence of 
Harper’s Ferry, with the loss of life 
which it occasioned, is the miserable 
result. 

It is hardly necessary to add that 
the event will possess marked politi- 
cal significance at the present time. 
The admitted affiliations between 
Gerrit Smith and old Brown, and the 
peculiar sympathy expressed for him 
and _ his friends by certain organs of 
the Republican party are likely to in- 
crease the vote against the Repub- 
lican candidates this fall. 

For, whatever opinion a man may 
hold in reference to the slavery con- 
troversies which are agitated in this 
country, all are unanimous against 
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like compulsory emancipa- 


anything

tion and servile revolt. 
of servile war, with its necessary 
accompaniments in the shape of 
murder, rape, outrages, rapine, and 
incendiarism, are vividly realized b; 
men of all parties; even the warm 
est friends of the slave—with a few 
crazy exceptions, perhaps — would, 
like Mr. Everett, shoulder a musket 
at any time to prevent aie atroci- 
ties. And though the leading Re- 
publican politic‘ans and papers may 
and do repudiate the acts of Brown 
and his associates, it is likely that a 
large section of the people of this 
country will hold them responsible 
for what has happened. It will be 
said that men of Brown‘s stamp, 
would never have ventured upon 1: 
outrages they have committed but 
for the open sympathy expressed by 
persons of high standing with the 
cause they espoused; and though this 
inference may be unjust, it presents 
sufficient superficial plausibility to 
be very generally accepted. Mr. 
Brown, we think, will have cost the 
Republicans many thousand votes. 


I was interested to see the large 
number of letters to the editor which 
the Weekly received from Mississi- 
ppi, Louisiana and other far South- 
ern States. There seemed no sec- 
tional ill feeling as far as the edi- 
tors and correspondents were con- 
cerned. Most of the letters were 
on literary topics. Harper’s also pub- 
lished a number of cartoons showing 
the disgust it believed the average 
Negro slave felt at the unlawful ac- 
tions John Brown and his followers 
had committed. Each issue, I may

A surprisingly large amount of 
space in several issues was devoted to 
what was called “the Sickles case.” 
A Washington man, Daniel E. Sickles, 
had killed Phillip Barton Key for 
stealing Mrs. Sickles’ affections—the 
old “unwritten law” nonsense. Prob- 
ably the case was magnified out of 
normal proportions because the mur- 
dered man was a son of the com- 
poser of “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,’ Francis Scott Key. It almost 
gocs without saying that Sickles was 
acjuitted and in some circles was 
considered a hero. However, the 
Weekly’s editors weren’t enthusiastic 
at the verdict. They commented: 
“The cold-blooded manner in which 
Key wag killed, the overwhelming dis- 
grace heaped upon the poor, silent, 
friendless wife, and the transparent 
efforts which have been made to man- 
ufacture public sentiment for the 
benefit of the prisoner, have gone far 
toward depriving Mr. Sickles of sym- 
pathies which he enjoyed on the first 
intelligence of the catastrophe.” The 
case appears to have been almost as 
much a sensation as the adultery 
trial of the sanctimonious Rev. Hen- 
ry Ward Beecher a generation later. 

An especially interesting feature 
of the Weekly for October 29 was 
a full front page reproduction of the 
last record of the ill-fated British 
Franklin expedition to the Arctic. In 
one part of the document is the pa- 
thetic statement, “All well.” Unfor- 
tunately, all the poor fellows who 
sigwed the paper were dead by the 
time a rescue expedition found them. 
This issue also contained a drawing 
of Harper’s Ferry, “the scene of the 
late insurrection.” 

The Weekly had a writer with a 
charming light style whe disguised 


' himself as “The Lounger,” and fre- 
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quently managed to insult contrib- 
utors of unworthy manuscripts with 
an urbane grace peculiarly his own. 
From internal evidence I deduce that 
“The Lounger,” whoever he was, 
must have been 50 or more years of 
age; consequently, if still living, he 
would be somewhere around 150. I 


think we may safely assume that 
' time has taken its toll and the Loun- 
‘ger is no longer lounging. 





An editorial in the May 21 issue 


» speculated on “The Effect of a Euro- 
/ pean War on the United States.” 
| Doesn’t that have a modern sound! 


At first I thought the Crimean War 
was the one the editors had in mind, 
but then realized it had been con- 
cluded before 1859 and that Dickens, 
in “Little Dorrit,” had blistered the 
British government ’s incompetence in 
carrying on the struggle with Russia. 
It was a surprise to learn from the 
Weekly that American sentiment had 
been heavily in favor of Russia 
against England—probably a hang- 
over from the anti-British sentiment 


caused by the Revolution and the 


War of 1812. There is a modern 
sound to the concluding paragraph 
about the European War (it was be- 
ing fought in Italy), which sounds 
very much like some of the things 
American editors wrote before our 
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own involvements in the two World 
Wars. 


On the whole, though every humane 
man will deplore the fatality which 
leads a hundred millions of intelli- 
gent human beings to go to war with 
each other, and spread misery and 
desolation over the most glorious part 
of the earth’s surface, in a com- 
mercial point of view we can _ see 
very few chances that the “eo 

ne 


war can prove injurious. to 
United States. It cannot materially 
diminish the market for cotton, 


though it may transfer part of the 
demand from Europe to the United 
States; it must increase the demand 
for breadstuffs and provisions; _ it 
must give employment to our ship- 
ping and increase the flow of im- 
migration; and, if it lasts long, it 
is quite likely to hasten the inevit- 
able period when this country will 
become the banker of a large portion 
of the civilized world. 


Again, it may be asked if that ex- 
pression of sorrow at intelligent hu- 
man beings going to war with each 
other sounds like the expression of 
a ruthless point of view determined 
to crush the South? ; 

HOBBIES readers :nterested in old- 
time music can find some interesting 
reading in the advertising, as well as 
the literary content of Harpe?’s 
Weekly. Firth, Pond & Co., of 547 
Broadway, New York, was offering 
to send a copy of a new song by 
Stephen Collins Foster, “Linda Has 
Departed,” to any address for 25 
cents. Foster’s song writing abilities 
were then on the decline, and the 
stilted title doesn’t lead me to sus- 
pect that “Linda” was one of his 
better efforts. I have never heard it 
sung. The same firm also offered “$15 
Worth of Music for 25 Cents.” This 
was contained in “The Gentle Annie 
Melodist No. 2” (named for another 
Foster song, which contained the 
words and music of “50 of the very 
best songs, among which will be 
found songs from ‘I] Trovatore,’ ‘Aga- 
tha,’ ‘Long, Long Weary Days,’ ‘We 
Met By Chance,’ ’Beautiful Venus,’ 
‘Benny Havens,’ ‘Ellen Bayne,’ ‘I’m 
Not Myself At All,’ ‘Charity,’ ‘I See 
Her Still In My Dreams,’ ‘Widow 
Macree,’ ‘Massa’s in de Cold Ground,’ 
‘Old Playground,’ ete.” Several of 
these, notably “Ellen Bayne” and 
“Massa’s” were by Foster. 

; A particular interesting bit of mu- 
sical lore was given by The Lounger 
in the issue of July 11. In answer to 
a question from J. J.H., of Cincin- 
nati, he said: 

“*The Old Oaken_ Bucket’ was 
written by Samuel Woodworth, who 
was born in Scituate, Massachusetts, 
a farmer’s son, and died in New York 
in 1842, He was a litterateur, and 
after the war of 1812 wrote some 
popular songs upon the victories. In 
1823 he began the New York Mirror 
with Mr. Morris; but his literary en- 
terprises were not often successful. 
The Lounger remembers him as he 
used to appear in Broadway a short 
time before his death. He had been 
touched with paralysis, and stooped 
very much, walking with very quick 
short steps. His eye was lustreless, 
and his dress indicated poverty. <A 
complimentary benefit at the old Na- 
tional Theatre in Leonard Street, at 
which Barton made his bow in New 
York, procured him ‘a substantial re- 
sult,’ Duycklack tells us.”

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How vividly that takes us back 
more than 100 years to the life span 
of the unfortunate man who wrote 
a song that is something of a folk 
classic today. I well remember hear- 
ing the late Henry Burr, who made 
many “Old Oaken Bucket” recordings, 
tell years ago on a National Barn 
Dance program of the thrill he felt 
when his brother, who lived near 
Scituate, took him to see the very 
well and oaken bucket about which 
Woodsworth wrote. 


An absorbing feature of the June 
18 issue was an account of how a 
Professor Wise was planning to fly 
in a balloon from St. Louis to a point 
between Baltimore and New York. 
The article mentioned that “on Janua- 
ry 7, 1785, a Frenchman, M. Blan- 
chard, and an American, Dr. Jeffries, 
crossed the Straits of Dover in a 
balloon and landed safely in France.” 
So 100 years ago, aviation was a 
popular topic, just as it is today. 

One more oddly modern quotation 
must end this review vf the 1859 
Harper's Weekly. <A_ two-page 
spread in the number for October 15 
was given up to drawings of a cricket 
game jn which a visiting English 
team defeated an American one, and 
to illustrating a “base-ball match” at 
the Elysian Fields in Hoboken. There 
was also a full-page drawing of the 
bearded English cricketeers and an 
editorial on “The Cricket Mania.” 
Some newspaper editors have lately 
been asking whether declining attend- 
ance at major league games means 
baseball is no longer our national 
pasttime. Ninety-six years ago the 
Weekly was making a like inquiry 
about the sport whose name it al- 
ways hyphenated as “base-ball.” In 
the “Cricket Mania” editorial, the 
editors said: 


“Our people . . explain the gen- 
eral neglect of cricket in this country 
by saying that base-ball is our na- 
tional game. Whether base-ball be 
a better or a worse game than crick- 
et we do not now propose to inquire; 
but it is really worth inquiring wheth- 
er the former is or is not as popular 
among us as 18 cColmmonly reported In 
the newspapers. 

“In New York, it is well known, 
there are several base-ball clubs 
which play periodically. The same 
thing is true of Boston, Philadelphia, 
and perhaps one or two other cities. 
But is base-bail so popular that it is 
a regular and well-understood diver- 
sion in most of the counties in most 
of the States of the Union? Do young 
men naturally learn base-ball in 
Massachusetts, in Pennsylvania. in 
Wisconsin, and in Louisiana? Could 
a base-ball match be got up in every 
town of ten thousand inhabitants 
For our 
part, we regret to say that we doubt 
very much whether base-ball is a 
whether any leading family journal 
or in any part of the country except 
in a few great cities. We see no 
evidence that either base-ball or 
anv other athletic game is so gener- 
allv practiced by our people as to be 


fairly calied a popular American 
game. . . Stili . . . Common __ sense 
has made vast strides within the 


past ten or twenty vears. Under the 
Van Buren Presidency. it is doubt- 
tul whether any leading family journal 
would have dared to intimate that it 
is perhaps as important for boys to 
learn base-ball as prosody or comic 
sections. Another twenty years, and 
no doubt our people will be as de- 
voted to athletic exercises as the 
English. The results on the Ameri- 
can frame will surprise phvsiolo-

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made a state park. On the lower 
Northwestern slope, long time _resi- 
dents by the name of Dahl had con- 
siderable land. 

The area is rolling country and 
where streams have cut through the 
overburden and exposed the under- 
lying rock, it is almost universally 
granite. Due to the age of the coun- 
try, the accumulated overburden is 
generally of such depth that a scintil- 
lator had to be used. It was this 
instrument which gave a very high 
reading on a farmer’s meadow near 
the community called Elk. The pre- 
cise spot is a gently sloping field, 
backed by young second growth fir 
and pine. Due to the overburden, 
trenches were first dug by hand and 
disclosed the first primary autunite 
crystals at a depth of about six feet. 
Later, large mechanical trench dig- 
gers ‘were employed to excavate 
trenches at intervals parallel to each 
other and then other trenches were 
dug at right angles. The six feet, 
more or less, of overburden had to 
be entirely stripped off by bulldoz- 
ers and this has been done to ex- 
pose the underlying, native rock. 

A corporation was set up by two 
Spokane men, Kay Sowers and Fran- 
cis Fox, known as Daybreak Uranium 
Company. The firm then moved to 
lease the ground which the scintilla- 
tor indicated held radioactive mater- 
ial. They also found other high 
scintillator readings on nearby ground 
and formed the Morning Sun Com- 
pany and sold shares to finance the 
opening up of this new area. The 
two companies have since merged 
under the name of the original cor- 
poration. The soil is a clay type 
which, when wet, produces a very 
fine gumbo; under which is disinte- 
grating granite gradually giving way 
to a coarse grained material com- 
posed of medium to large size crys- 
tals of quartz, feldspar and biotite 
mica. The autunite was discovered 
as a distinct vein, and the first ma- 
terial in the radioactive series was 
in the form of yellow one-eighth inch 
diameter spots, having intense fluo- 
rescence not only under ultra violet 
light but distinguishable the 
trained eye in daylight. We note 
that, generally speaking, the several 
types of mineral of this vein have 
all been termed autunite. However, 
the small spots above mentioned re- 
semble nothing so much as the fa- 
miliar schroeckringerite of Colorado. 
These spots would occur in varying 
close proximity to each other, gen- 
erally depending on the distance from 
the parent vein. The clay-like ma- 
terial as far as twenty feet from the 
vein was subsequently shipped be- 
cause of the relative frequency of 
these yellow spots. Further down on 
the vein crystals were discovered. 

The structure is a little difficult to 
describe. From the surface, they 
resemble somewhat widely extended 
stilbite bunches and our typist says 
they look like deeply ridged, closed 
clam shells. The small bunches may 
be one-eighth inch wide at the outer 
end of the sheath and under one- 
fourth inch long; while some of the 
largest crystals are up to one and 
one-half inches across at the top 


with a maximum of an inch from 
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the base. They are a vivid green 
color, approximating that of new 
spring grass. This is, however, the sur- 
face color. Approximately one-sixteen- 


th inch inside they are a deep green} 


to black. The structure is completely 


micaceous and thus the interior ap-/ 


pears to be exactly the same as the 


uranophane of Grafton, N.H. To}

MICROSCOPIC LIFE 


Washington, D.C.—A hitherto in- 
visible and almost unprobed world of 
the infinitesimally little, as extensive 
as that revealed by the optical micro- 
scope over the past two centuries, 
now is being seen and explored. Ob- 
jects and possible organisms within 
it may be as much as a millionfold 
smaller than any ever seen before. 
This is the rapidly opening field 
of the electron microscope as des- 
cribed in the current annual report 
of the Smithsonian Institution by Dr. 
R. W. G. Wyckoff, at present a mem- 
ber of the staff of the National In- 
stitutes of Health and one of the 
foremost workers in this field. 

About the smallest object that can 
be seen with visible light, regardless 
of how great the magnification of the 
microscope used, is approximately 
100,000th of an inch in length. When 
the first crude microscopes came into 
use early in the 18th century an in- 
credible jungle of animals and plants, 
about equal in numbers to all those 
ever seen with the naked eye, was 
revealed. There were microscopic 
wars, births, and deaths. There were 
countless myriads of these organisms, 
leading their own lives in their own 
strange world and malevolently in- 
vading the world of larger creatures 
which lay above them. 

In two centuries the microscope has 
been improved enormously. Probably 
it has about reached perfection, so 
far as it goes. But it still is incap- 
able of making visible even the lar- 
gest of molecules or any of those 
strange things between the worlds of 
the living and non-living — the fil- 
terable viruses. Now, Dr. Wyckoff 
says, this barrier has been crossed 
permanently by the electron micro- 
scope. By means of it one may see 
objects 100th the length of the small- 
est made visible,by the optical micro- 
scope. This means, when all the di-

“Tt will take a long time to dis- 
cern all that is here,” Dr. Wyckoff 
says in the Smithsonian Report, “and 
still longer fully to understand what 
we are seeing. In the meantime we 
have all the excitement of seeing what 
no man expected to see.” 

The technique still is far from 
perfected, he points out. At magnifi 
cations of over 150,000 times objects 
tend to become fuzzy. This occurs 
at magnifications of about 1500 times 
with the optical microscope. Because 
of the relative impenetrability of mat- 
ter by the soft electrons extremely 
thin sections must be used. But, 
Dr. Wyckoff says, the instrument is 
not intended primarily for _ seeing. 
Visual observations are made pri- 
marily to find and focus on fields 
of special interest. These then are 
photographed on fine-grained film. 
These pictures then can be enlarged. 

Among the objects most frequently 
observed are nearly spherical micro- 
molecules which seem characteristic 
of many of the proteins which con- 
stitute the building blocks of much 
of the animal body. Another highly 
important type is a relatively stiff, 
straight, long filament, typified by 
the elementary particles of cellulose. 
The electron microscope reveals for 
the first time how they are put to- 
gether in the tissues which they con- 
stitute. The mechanisms of cell divi- 
sion, the basic nrocess in growth, 
may be watched step by step and the 
beginnings of pathological processes 
observed. 

Dr. Wyckoff’s own work has been 
concerned largely with the growth 
of the filterable viruses and their 
development within the cells of their 
hosts. This, for example, is what we 
have been able to find about one 
familiar virus which is the cause 
of influenza, Dr. Wyckoff says: 

“These virus particles are not in 
the infected cells themselves, as many 
of us would have expected, but clus- 
tered around their peripheries and 
developing from them as filaments 
that break off and segment into 
spheres. Such observations demon- 
strate that the elementary infectious 
units have not proliferated after the 
fashion of minute micro-organisms 
but instead are bits of cytoplasm of 
the diseased cells. 


“The particles of several other 
viruses are derived from the proto- 
plasm of the host cells, but there are 
other viruses that do not have such 
an origin. Some appear to arise from 
specialized components of the dis- 
eased cell, whereas others may be 
foreign invaders that multiply like 
micro-organisms, by growth and_ di- 
vision.” 


At the present stage, Dr. Wyckoff 
says, it is not possible to predict 
the increased knowledge of life which 
will come from continued electron 
microscope observations. This may 
come, he says, “as we address our- 
selves more and more toward the 
small viruses, especially those that 
attack nervous tissue. (Such is the 
virus responsible for polio.) | Per- 


haps we shall find more immediately 
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rewarding the closer study of the 
numerous structures that are steadily 
being found as we examine the wi- 
dening range of healthy cells.” 


BOTANICAL ARTIST 
Washington, D.C. — Few botanical 


artists have so combined scientific PF 


accuracy with artistic insight as hes 
Ida Hrybesky Pemberton, whose 
watercolor “PLANT PORTRAITS” 
were recently at the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, Washington, D. C. 

Lent by the University of Colorado 
Museum at Boulder, these plant stu- 
dies will soon begin a nationwide tour 
of United States museums and gal- 
leries under the auspices of the 
Smithsonian Institution Traveling 
Exhibition Service. 

Mrs. Pemberton (1890-1951), a na- 
tive Nebraskan, attended Doane Col- 
lege at Crete, Nebr., and later studied 
interior decoration at the Art Insti- 
tute of Chicago. An enthusiastic 
gardener, she began these plant stu- 
dies in 1935, first as a hobby and then 
seriously, completing in seven years 
seventy such works, all portraying 
medicinal herbs. The artist grew the 
plants from bulbs, roots, and seeds 
collected from all over the world, and 
watched their day-by-day develop- 
ment, reproducing in proper size, 
shape, and color each minute hair, 
dot, and gland, often with the aid 
of a microscope. Into these compo- 
sitions she incorporated enlarged de- 
tails of flowers and leaves. 

William A. Weber, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Biology and Curator of the 
Herbarium at the University of Colo- 
rado, writes: 

“T have been particularly impressed 
by the rare combination of artistic 
sense and botanical accuracy in the 
Pemberton drawings. There is a very 
fine sense of composition—the kind 
of thing that would be overlooked bv 
the ordinary botanical illustrator, but 
which converts these drawings from 
strictlv botanical delineation to works 
Of art,” 

He continues: “Many botanical ar- 
tists in depicting detail, microsconic 
or otherwise, attempt to create an il- 
lusion of accuracy which, of course, 
does not stand up under verv elose 
scrutiny. Here again the Pemberton 
drawings are unique, in that these 
minute details of parts of flowers, 
venation of leaves, and the presence 
or absence or type of hairs on the 
foliage are reproduced so faithfully 
that close examination is actually in- 
structive.” 

Professor Weber concludes: “These 
pictures will be fully as important 
to botanical illustration as the paint- 
ings of Audubon have been to orni- 
thological illustration in this coun- 


The present watercolors were first 
exhibited at the Colorado Museum of 
Natural History in Denver, and in 
the fall of 1950, at the New York 
Botanical Garden, where they gained 
initial widespread recognition just 
prior to the artist’s death.

Starting Your Card Collection 


So many letters come asking, “How 
do I start a Playing Card collection?” 
that it is impossible for one busy per- 
son to answer all of them. But how 
better can one start the New Year 
than with this hobby which has be- 
come so popular with collectors from 
8 to 80! 

Students studying history or geo- 
graphy find their playing cards an 
aid. The information gained becomes 
even more important and interesting 
because of its relation to those cards. 

Adults remember many current 
events “way back when” as they go 
thru their cards. Scenic’ categories 
are delightful for “armchair travel- 
ing’, as one sits in the shade on a 
summer day with the temperature in 
the upper nineties, or by the fireside 
during a winter blizzard when even 
the young will not venture out. 

Who could refuse a smile at some 
of the playing card pictures of balls 
of fluff, commonly called kittens, or 
at the romping canine loved by mon 
as a devoted friend regardless of its 
breed ? 

Horses, whether Racing, Riding, 
Driving, or at Pasture, are in suffi- 
cient quantities to make an interest- 
ing collection for even the most avid. 

So are other domesticated and wild 
animal playing cards such as_ the 
camel, panda, elk, deer, bear, wolf, 
fox and the like from zoo and circus. 

Souvenir issues from almost every 
state in the Union may be had. These 
are issues generally with matiy land- 
scapes, buildings, or other special 
scenic or historic interest, on the face 
of the card. They are well named 
since they are of little value for ac- 
tual card play. Being souvenirs they 
continue to advertise the event, city 
or area for many years. 

Railroads have used souvenir play- 
ing cards since the latter part of the 
19th century. Steamships and air- 


lines use them today. They should 
be collected by the deck rather than 
the single card, since the entire deck 
is interesting. 


Railroad, Airline and Steamship 
cards appeal to old and young, men 
and women alike. They are quite 
varied. A retired railroad engineer 
recently discussed his cards, relating 
incidents about the various railroads 
as he came to each card. 

The beautiful Flower arrangements, 
Gardens and Floral scenery playing 
cards never go begging, nor the Ba- 
bies, nor peoples from Foreign lands. 

The antiques and museums lover 
will find many. famous treasures from 
the greatest museums in this country, 
depicted on cards. They make a 
beautiful collection. 

Famous Paintings issues form an 
art gallery of the world’s most 
treasured paintings gathered in your 
album, for you to study and admire 
in your leisure. These will soon be 
collectors’ items as the manufacturer 
‘who reproduced them has discontinu- 
ed the manufacture of playing cards. 
Recently there have been a very few 
reproduced by a current manufac- 
tarer. 

A certain percent of collectors in 
any hobby by-pass the usual start of 
a collection and delve into the mu- 
seurn level items from the beginning. 
The earliest record of playing cards 
of a reliable source seems to be 
circa 1120 A.D. in China during the 
reign of Seun-ho. They were common 
by 1131 A.D. Some historians think 
the Hindus originated cards at an 
earlier date, as they did the game of 
chess. 

Playing cards reached Europe about 
the end of the 13th century. They 
are mentioned in the annals of a 
burgh in Germany in 1361 A.D. Spain 
and Italy each claim credit for in- 
troducing them. in Europe. Some his- 
torians credit their arrival in France 
to an army returning from a forage 
into Spain, the soldiers being amused 
at the pictures. 

It is fairly certain they were tarot 
cards since they are the first recor- 
ded in Europe and for centuries were 
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used in Italy, Spain, France and Ger- 
many. Our suit signs of today are a 
translation of the suit signs used on 
the early cards. The extra court 
card in each suit was dropped long 
ago by most countries, tho the Span- 
ish and German decks have continued 
sometimes to use four court cards 
rather than add the woman or Queen 
(Reine or Reyna). : 

Countries today use the French 
style card as well as the Italian or 
Spanish style. Sometimes the 21 
picture cards in a tarot deck were 
used as trumps and sometimes they 
were used in fortune telling. The 
22nd card was the fore-runner of our 
present day “Joker” known as the 
“Fou” or “Il Matto.” 

Minchiate, which was a great fav- 
orite in the Tuscany area, required 
forty picture cards and I] Matto, with 
the four suits of four court cards each, 
a total of 97 cards. Other games 
required 78 cards which is the more 
common number for a tarot deck. 

The earlier German decks’ vary 
from 32 to 36 cards, similar to our 
Pinochle decks of today, as do the 
French earlier decks. These were 
for use in certain games popular 
in various eras. The French, ever 
chivalrous, added the woman to the 
suits as Queen or Reine. 

When one has decided to start a 
collection it is best to become fa- 
miliar with the various classifications 
of cards, since many categories ov r- 
lap. They may be subdivided, as th2 
collection grows, as often as neces- 
sary to keep each group sufficiently 
small to Ioeate any desired ecard. They 
may be filed by title or mounted in 
albums. 


The following outline is a sugges- 
tion, with remarks on the various 
categories following after the out- 
line is completed. 


1. Early Issues—These include museum 
items. They will be discussed later 
by request. 

2. Wide Pictorials—A. Un-named U.S. 
Pictorials, 1875 to 1930. B. Named 
Pictorials, U.S., 1890 to 1930.

Nos. 3 B, D and E and Nos. 4, 5, 10, 
1i and 12 are especially for Single 
Card collecting. No. 3A may be coi- 
lected in Singles or Decks, tho Decks 
are interesting to mount in their en- 
tirety. This gives the Single Card col- 
lector a wide field and he can assem- 
bie between 40,000 and 50,000 or more 
from these subjects. In this way he 
will not destroy decks he will later 
wish to have as Decks, as many 
Single Card collectors in years past 
have done because there was no sys- 
tem or guide by which they could 
work. 

Class No. 2 is a subject the advance 
collector may wish to branch into 
rigs he is well started in other class- 

These cards belong in an album 
entirely separate as they are from a 
different period. 

The first thing for a new collector 
to do if he is collecting Singles is 
to join a progressive Playing Card 
Club where he has an outlet to trade 
cards from any decks he gets, thereby 
having 53 new cards rather than only 
the one deck. If he is collecting Mod- 
ern Decks he needs to trade Decks 
from his community with collectors in 
other areas, or states. Foreign col- 
lectors can send Decks from their 
country in trade for Decks in this 
country, or similarly Singles can be 
exchanged. 

If your choice is Modern Pictorial, 
you can get many decks from friends 
who have used them a few times at 
bridge and are willing to part with 
them if you make known you are 
starting a collection. If you wish to 
start in advertising, you will find 
many people have received such decks 
and will not use them at their card 
tables but will be glad to give them 
to you. Many dealers who have them 
printed will be glad to give you a 
deck or set, others will sell them to 
you for a nominal price. 

If you wish State Souvenirs get 
the set in your state and write to 
collectors in other states if you want 
trade the remainder of your deck with 
them. . 

Railroad, Steamship and Airline 
cards may be had from ships or 
trains, or airline commissaries. One 
must write first to find out the a- 
mount to enclose in sending for such 
decks. 

If you wish to write me for in- 
formation, your letter will be for- 
warded to the source for the best ad- 
vice if I do not have time to reply. 

Those who wish to branch out e- 
ventually will do well to build their 
library as they go along. You cannot 
get the books recommended just for 
the wishing, as it takes time to locate 
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them. But with patience and effort 
the following books can be located, 
and are needed in a serious collector’s

The 
last two are rare items and those 
who possess them are fortunate. The 
price range on the last two are from 
$12.50 to $25. The first one is priced 
from $10 to $16 and the writer has 
received an offer at an even higher 
figure! The majority of these books 
were issued in lots of only 200 or 
250 so there is a reason for their 
scarcity. 

There should be sufficient informa- 
tion in this article to start the be- 
ginner collector on his way. If you 
need additional information write me 
at P. O. Box 414, Chicago 90.

The above Armorial Bearing of the 
Baret family of Westhall is given 
in the Visitations of Suffolk in 1561. 
At the Visitation of Norfolk in 1664, 
these Arms with the addition of the 
Crest, but without the annulet, were 
borne by Thomas Baret of Norwich, 
the then representative of the fam- 
ily, and brother of Mrs. Margaret 
(Baret) Huntington Stoughton. 

I have taken the liberty of tamper- 
ing with the record of the Baret fam- 
ily as shown in the Visitation of 1561, 
to show clearly the ancestry of Mar- 
garet Baret,,and have added three 
names—as you will note by the differ- 
ence in type. Christopher, her father 
was born the year after the Suffolk 
Visitation, but his name is found in 
the Norfolk Visitation 1n 1664, listed 
as a citizen and Alderman of Nor- 
wich. 

The line begins with John Baret 
of Blythborough, County Suffolk, Eng- 
land who lived in the time from 
King Henry VI to Henry VIII. He 
married Joan, whose maiden name is 
unknown, and by whom he had two 
sons and one daughter. John Baret’s 
will, dated 1510, was proved by his 
son William March 10, 1513. His 
widow died leaving a will probated 


March 14, 1526.

his father’s will in 1518. He married 
Margaret, daughter and sole heiress 
of Richard Love of the latter place, 
and died November 8, 1547, having 
had by her three sons and seven 
daughters. His widow was mentioned 
in the will of her mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Joan Baret, in 1526, and in that of 
her son, William Baret, in 1565. 


William Baret, of Wesvnall, Coun- 
ty Suffolk, son and heir, married first 
Jane, daughter of William Claxton 
of Chesson and Halesworth in the 
same county, by whom he had three 
sons and three daughters, all of whom 
died without issue. He married sec- 
ond, Mrs. Margaret (Petyshall) 
Wingfield, (daughter of Thomas Pe- 
tyshall of Norwich, County Norfolk, 
and widow of Rev. William Wing- 
field), by whom he had two sons 
(Owen and Christopher) and one 
daughter, Prudence. He entered the 
family pedigree in the Suffolk Visi- 
tation of 1561, lived four years 
thereafter, and died March 11, 1565. 
His will, dated the day before his 
death, was proved in 1566. 


Christopher Baret, of Westhall, 
County Suffolk and later of Norwich, 
‘County Norfolk, was baptized in 
Westhall in 1562. He was about three 
years of age when his father died. 
He located in Norwich, as a grocer, 
where he married Elizabeth Clarke. 
In 1615 he became sheriff of Nor- 
wich. He was mayor of the city in 
1634 and its deputy-mayor in 1647. 
He died in Norwich in August 1649, 
age about 87. leaving a will, probated 
August 2, 1649. Elizabeth (Clarke) 
Baret died February 13, 1660 and 
her will was probated May 25, 1663. 

In 1664 Thomas Baret, son of 


Christopher and Elizabeth (Clarke) 
Baret entered the family pedigree in

the Norfblk Visitation of that year, 
and in 1671 he wrote a letter to Sir 
Edward Bysshe, dated November 4, 
giving details of his lineage begin- 
ning with his great-grandfather. In 
the letter he had this to say concern- 
ing his own father: ‘“Christopher- 
beeing very young when his father 
dyed, was by his mother Margaret 
(whoe afterwards married to Ald. 
suckling of Norwch) brought to 
Norwch & by his ffather in Law 
Suckling bound out an Apprentice to 
London at ye age of 12 years for 12 
yeares service; after ye expiration of 
his service he ... seated him selfe in 
Norwech & married Elizabeth ye 
daughter & sole heiress of Allen 
Clarke a Gentleman of Hebberstow or 
Hemmerston in _ Lincolnshire by 
whome he had male issue Christoph 
his Eldest Sonn (whoe dyed a single 
pson), William, Thomas, Peter & 
Robert, besides severall other 'Chil- 
dren both male and female yt dyed 
issueless, except only Margaret whoe 
married to one Symond Huntington 
Whoe carried her to New Enyland & 
had severall Children by her, but 
wee can give noe accompt of her or 
them, yet think yt shee & severall 
Children are living there. .. .” 
There is a letter preserved in the 
State Library at Hartford, Conn., and 
reprinted in “The Genealogical Me- 
moir of the Huntington Family” 
(1863), written by Peter Baret 
(brother of Margaret) to his nephew 
Christopher Huntington of Saybrook, 
Conn., dated April 20, 1650 and stat- 
ing: “my father it hath pleased God 
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to take away out of this world in 
August last” (1649). ... “My mother 
is executive (sic), but I can not 
heare that any of you are mentioned 
in his will.” Although Margaret is 
not mentioned in her father’s will, 
the link between England and New 
England is established through the 
letter written by her brother Thom- 
as to Sir Edward Bysshe, and the 
letter written bv her brother Peter 
to her son Christonher. 

In 1633 Simon Huntington sailed 
from Norwich, England, with his 
wife Margaret Baret and his four 
sons (Wiiliam. Simon. Christopher 
and Thomas) and daughter Ruth. Si- 
mon, Senior died at sea of smallpox. 
His widow married Thomas Stough- 
ton of Dorchester. They removed to 
Windsor, Conn., taking with them 8 of 
her sons. In 1660 two vf the  broth- 

s, Simon and Christopher, located 
in Norwich. William, the eldest son, 
located at Salem, Mass. Thomas the 
youngest, went to Branford and af- 
terwards removed to Newark. N. J. 


Christopher Huntington, named for 
hig mother’s father, was born in Eng- 
land about 1629, and died in Norwich, 
Conn., in 1691. He married October 7, 
1652, Ruth, daughter of William 
Rockwell of Windsor, Conn. They 
lived at Saybrook until 1660 when 
they removed to Norwich and where 
he was one of the original 35 pro- 
prietors. Christopher, Jr., their 
fourth son, was the first male child 
born in Norwich. (“History of Frank- 
lin, Conn.” 1868). Christopher, Se- 
nior was elected the first town clerk 
of Norwich and this office was held 
by the Huntington family for one 
hundred and seventeen years. Of his 
descendants one was a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence, two 
were Generals, two were Colonels 
and several held commissions in the 
tevolutionary Army. (“James Cole 
of Plymouth and Descendants” 1908). 

Margaret (Baret) Huntington lo- 
cated with her children in Roxbury, 
Mass., as is evidenced by the church 
record of that place, in the handwrit- 
ing of Rev. John Eliot, which is as 
follows: “Margaret Huntington, wid- 
ow, came in 1633. Her husband died 
by the way of smallpox. She brought 
children with her.” About 1634, Mar- 
garet married as her second husband

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and as his second wife, Thomas 
Stoughton. In 1635 Thomas and Mar- 
garet (Baret) Huntington Stoughton 
removed to Windsor, Conn., as pio- 
neers of that place, and Thomas 
Stoughton became a leading and val- 
ued citizen of the town and colony. 
He was commissioned an ensign in 
the military service in February, 
1636, and a lieutenant in April, 
1640, and several times served as a 
deputy to the General Court of the 
colony between the years 1639 and 
1648. Thomas Stoughton died March 
22, 1661. 

In 1906 George Shepard Porter of 
Norwich, Conn., compiled a ten page 
manuscript — with Index — entitled: 
“English Ancestry of Margaret Bar- 
et, Wife First of Simon Huntington 
who died on the passage to New Eng- 
land in 1633, and Secondly of Lieut. 
Thomas Stoughton of vorchester, 
Mass., in 1630 and of Windsor, Conn., 
in 1635.” After checking library ref- 
erences for the Baret (Barret/Bar- 
rett), Huntington and Stoughton 
names, and finding nothing in print 
giving this information, I am pleased 
to be able to pass along this informa- 
tion. 

Another interesting little bit found 
in a book called “The Freemen of 
Norwich (England)” 1548-1713 by 
Millican, on pages 75 and 77, is as 
follows: listed under Grocers: Cro- 
ferus Barret; Thomas Barret, filius 
Christoferi Barrett, Ald. February

INTERPRETATION <3 

BARRETT: A silver (argent) 
shield with a diagonal band of blue 
(azure) from the dexter chief to the 
sinister base (bend), vetween three 
red (gules) diamond shaped (lozen- 
gy) buckles and an annulet for dif- 
ference. Crest: A helmet of silver 
(argent) garnished with feathers of 
gold (or) and gules (red). 

The bend is one of nine so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sid- 
ed figures one-third the width of 
the shield, first symbols used in iden- 
tifying men in armour. The bend is 
placed diagonally across the shield. 
It is a bearing of high honor, repres- 
enting the scarf or shield suspender 
of a knight or military commander, 
denoting defense and protection. 

The buckle is the symbol of victori- 
ous fidelity in authority. The lozenge 
denotes honesty and constancy, and 
was held to be a token of noble 
birth. 

The annulet, or ring, “for differ- 
ence” indicates a fifth son. 

Feathers used in Heraldry are usu- 
ally of the ostrich. They indicate men 
of high official rank. The ostrich 
feather symbolizes willing obedience 
and serenity. It is said that King 
Stephen of England bore a plume of 
feathers with the motto “No force 
alters its fashion,’ referring to the 
fold or fall of the feather recovering 
itself after being ruffled by the wind. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer and are granted only if 
he be worthy. Silver signifies sincer- 
ity and peace; red, courage and mag- 
nanimity; blue, loyalty and truth; 
gold, generosity and elevation of 
mind. 

As this is a “streamlined” version 
of the Barrett 'Coat-of-Arms, the man- 
tling is not included. It is understood 
that no Coat-of-Arms reproduction is 
complete without the helmet, man- 
tling and—if there is one—the crest.
